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WITH GLADSTONE’S HELP 


THE MEASURES WHICH SALIS- 
BURY’S CABINET WILL PRESS. 
&R. GLADSTONE’S STATEMENT OF HOW FAR 
HE WILL GO IN SUPPORT OF THE NEW 

BRITISH M.NISTRY. 

Lonpon, July 7.—Sir Michael Hicks- 
Beach moved in the House of Commons 
this evening that the Government have 
precedence in the business of the House 
on Tuesdays and Wednesdays. He depre- 
cated the idea of the motion being regard- 
ed as one of confidence in the Govern- 
ment, It was simply proposed and sub- 
mitted for the convenience of the House, 
to enable the. House to transact the re- 
maining business of the session as quickly 
as possible. The Government had no 
desire to screen their policy and actions 
from criticism, but the main busi- 
mess now should be the subjects of 
supply and ways and means, which 
business was very backward. In addition 
to the budget the Government intended 
to proceed with the consideration of the 
Federal Council bill, the Australia and 
Bast India Loan bill, the Irish Educational 
Endowment bill, and the Secretary for 
Scotland bill. 

The Government, the Chancellor said, 
was also extremely anxious to deal with 
the very important Irish Land Purchase 
bill, but it would be impossible to pass 
this measure at this period of the session 
if it met with opposition. The Govern- 
ment did not intend to renew the Crimes 
act. In regard to this measure Mr. Glad- 


stone had said that the Liberal Govern- 
ment intended to renew certain salu- 
tary provisions, but the speaker was 
unaware of the nature of these provisions 
because he had found no trace whatever 
of any bill having been prepared by the 
late Government. [Cheers.] The Govern- 
ment, the speaker continued, did not pro- 
pose to proceed with the Crofters bill or 





othe tentious bills, but it thought the 
Medi elief Visqualification bill ought 
to be Gealt with soon. Portions of the 


criminal law amendment would also be- 
come law this session if the House granted 
time for their discussion. 

Mr. Gladstone supported the motion be- 
cause he thought it was desirable to 
speedily wind up the business of the ses- 
sion. in regard to foreign policy Mr. 
Giadstone said he believed it was the duty 
of the late Government to support the 
present Government in the prosecution of 
important national aims. The statement 
was in the main correct that Russia 
nad promised the Zulficar Pass to the 
Ameer. The Government, Mr. Gladstone 
said, would have kis best support in all 
reasonable efforts to bring that question 
to a settlement. Referring to the Egyptian 
question, Mr. Gladstene admitted that the 
Government ought to avoid committipg 
itself and should be allowed time in which 
to obtain the fullest and best advice. The 
question of finance was of the first im- 
portance to KEgypt, and until it 
Was settled nothing could be done. 
Mr. Gladstone, in connection with Irish 
affairs, said he regretted that a 
controversial matter had been introduced 
in thisdebate. As a matter of historic 
justice he mentioned that at the very time 
the Liberal Party proposed the coercive 
measure, that measure was accompanied 
by remedial measures. The Government, 
he said, incurred a great responsibility in 
abolishing the crimes act. lt was not the 
business of the Opposition to wish the Gov- 
@numentto fail. If the Government could 

rotect property by means of ordinary 
aw, he wished it godspeed. 

Lord Kandoipn Churchill thanked Mr. 
Gladstone for his considerate reception of 
the motion of the Chancellor of the Ex- 
chequer. Lerd Randolph disclaimed, on 
behalf of the Gevernment, any responsi- 
bility for the evacuation of the Soudan. 
Hie said that when the Government as- 
sumed office the order for evacuation had 
been carried out, and could not be re- 
versed. 

Sir W. Hart-Dyke, Chief Secretary for 
Ireland, replying to Mr. Lewis, who disap- 
proved the abandonment of the Coercion 
act, said that Ireland had been brought 
into such a condition that there could be 
no comparison between its present state 
and that existing when the Crimes act was 

assed. 
oe Sir Michael Hicks-Beach’s mo- 
tion was adopted by a vote of 151 to 2. 

In the House of Commons this evening 
the Right Hon. William Henry Smith, 
Secretary for War, announced that the 
Gevernment will propose a vote of thanks 
to the troops engaged in the recent Sou- 
dan eampaign, sir Michael Hicks-Beach, 
Chancellor of the Exchequer, replying to 
Mr. Charles McLaren, (advanced Liberal.) 
said he could see no reason why Sir Henry 
Drummond Wolff should not go on a 
special mission to Fgypt. There was rea- 
son to believe that Sir Henry was agree- 
able to the Khédival Government. Mr. 
McLaren thereupon gave notice that he 
would introduce a motion declaring that 
it was inexpedient to intrust Sir Henry 
with the mission in question. 

Lerd John Manners, Postmaster-Gen- 
eral, in the House of Commons this after- 
noon, said it was not the intention of the 
Goverument to proceed with the sixpenny 
telegram bill this session because of the 
contention the introduction of the meas- 
ure would give rise to. 

The policy of the new Gevernment, as 
outlined by the Marquis of Sahsbury in 
the House of Lords yesterday, is not re- 
garded in Frgnce and Germany as alto- 
gether reassuring, and his statements had 
the effect of causing a weak feeling on the 
Paris and Berlin Bourses to-day. 

Mr. John E. Gorst, Solicitor-General, in 
an address last night to his constituents 
said that he joined the Government hop- 
ing that it would preserve an honorable 
peace and would keep the army and navy 
thoroughly efficient to secure that object. 

DcBity, July7.—The Earl of Carnarvon, 
the new Lord Lieutenant, arrived in this 
city to-day to formally assume the duties 
of his office. He was received with great 
enthusiasm and was cheered by crowds 
along the whole route tothe Castle. No 
demonstration of a hostile character was 


attempted.

RUSSIA STILL AGGRESSIVE. 
COMPLAINTS COMING FROM PERSIA—HOV- 
ERING ABOUT THE AFGHAN BORDER. 
TEHERAN, July 6.—Persians complain of 
a2continual Russian violation of Persian terri- 
tory and meddling with Persian affairs. Ten 
thousand Russians are massed at Askabad. A 


detachment leaves daily for Sarakhs, and is re- 
placed by fresh troops from the Caspian. The 
movement createstbe impression that war is 
meant. 

Lonpon, July 7.—A dispatch from Tiflis 
by way of St. Petersburg states that tne Rus- 
sians are sending field hospitals to the transcas- 
pian territory. att 

The standard prints this morning advices 
from a trustworthy source in India in regard to 
recent events in connection with the Afghan 
frontier trouble. The Standard’s correspondent 
asserts that the Ameer of Afghanistan attaches 
littie value to the friendship of either England 
or Russia. The Ameer considers Lord Dufferin 
stingy. He had expected trom the English rep- 
resentative much larger subsidies of money and 
arms than those which have been given him. 
The correspondent says the Ameer, in giving 
arms and food to bissubjects, first exacts the con- 
dition that they will tight, if called upon, either 
the English er the Russians. A pilgrim from Af- 
gban-Turkestan reports that a feeling of ex- 
treme dissatisfaction against the Ameer’s rule 
exists among the officials there. He declares 
that these officiais are ready and willing to join 
Russia or Isa or Ishak Khan. It is also reported 
that the Governor of Afmahan.Turkestan has 


opened direct negotiations with Russia, and 
it is asserted that in this course he had the per- 
mission of the Ameer, but this is doubted. 
Large bodies of Russian troops are moving to- 
ward Merv and Maimena. 

Sir Ronald Thomson, Britisn Minister to Per- 
sia, has demanded that the Persian Government 
suppress a French newspaper published at Te- 
heran for reasons similar to those given for the 
suppression of the Bosphore Egyptien,

THE BATTLE AT HUE 
Paris, July 7.—Gen. de Courcy tele- 
graphs under date of last evening, that quiet 
prevails at Hué. He says: “The Annamites 
have been routed. Our troops respected the 
King’s palace, which is full of artistic treasures 


of great value. Regent Thuang is in our hands. 
Our joss in the fight with the Annamite garrison 
was 10 killed and 62 wounded. Of the latter 20 
are seriously hurt. I have addressed a mani- 
festo to the Annamite people, signed by Thuang 
and myself, denouncing the Annamite Ministry 
as guilty of an actof odious aggression and re- 
spectfully summoning the King and the Queen 
mother to return to the palace from which they 
had fied. The Third Zouaves are quartered in 
the citadel, which is capable of holding 1,500 
troops. The murine infantry have been sum- 
moned to Hué from Tonquin.” 

The officials of the Naval and Military Depart- 
ments are making active te ge for a 
serious campaign in Annam. The punishment 
of Thuang and his confederate Mandarins will be 
demanded of the Annamese Government, and 
the occupation of Annam by the French will 
also be insisted upon. Heavy fighting is thought 
to be inevitable.

Cork, July 7.—Mr. Leve Wallis, an 


American gentleman, who arrived in this city 
Sunday, died yesterday of heart disease. Mr. 
Wallis came from Boston.. 

ZuRicH, July 7.—Capt. Schaaf, of the 
Salvation Army, has been arrested and fined for 
an infringement of the iaw which prohibits 
mectings of the Saivation Army and the hawk- 


ing of books by the Salvationists. Schaaf is a 
Prussian subject. At Hottingen members of the 
Salvation Army attempted to hold a meeting, 
but were dispersed by the police. 


Paris, July 7.—A duel with swords has 
been fought by M. Duciand, a Republican mem- 
ber of the Chamber of Deputies, and M. Rulhiere, 
3 journalist connected with a Bonapartist paper. 
M. Rulbiere was seriously wounded. 


BERLIN, July 7.—The contest of the Duke 
of Cumberland for the throne of the Duchy of 
Brunswick has led Prince Bismarck to prepare a 
bill which will provide for the exclusion of 
foreign born heirs to the right of succession to 
German thrones. 


Lonpon, July 7.—Grant & Co., the 
bankers, have suspended. Baron Grant writes 
that the stoppage was caused by the leck-up of 
capital ina white lead enterprise, which has been 
at a standstill through Parliament’s interference 
in enforcing the use of steam ihstead of hand 
Jabor to avoid lead poisoning among employes, 
the change entailing a heavy outlay. They are 
now unable to realize on securities to meet de- 
mands, but after a reasonable time to realize as- 
sets they expect to show a surplus of £119,022. 

The Fall Mall Gazette to-day prints an addition 
to its articles begun yesterday which have for 
their object the exposure of the growth of the 
trade in young girls for immoral! purposes. The 
St. James's Gazette, in an article to-day, stig- 
matizes them as the vilest obscenity ever issued 
from a public press or seen in a public print. 
The book stails controlled by the firm, of which 
the Right Hon. William Henry Smith, Secretary 
for War, 1s the head, refuse to sell either yester- 
day’s or to-day’s issue of the Pali Mall 
Gazette on account of the indecency of 
these articles. The street sales of the pa- 
pers containing the story, however, have been 
enormous, and copies of both days’ editions 
command a premium. Sir Richard Assheton- 
Cross, Home Secretary, in reply to Mr. Ben- 
tinck’s question, inthe House of Commons to- 
day, as to whether the Pail Mall Gazette could be 
criminally prosecuted for its scandalous publi- 
cations, said that the Gazette could be prosecuted 
by indictment in the usual way. 

Advices from Port Stanley, Falkland Islanda, 
say that wreckage has been washed ashore which 
indicates the loss, with her crew, of the British 
ship Yarra Yarra, Capt. Earl, which left Port- 
land, Oregon, Feb. 2 tor Queenstown. 


ALEXANDRIA, July 7.—Gen. Lord Wolse- 
ley sailed to-day for England. 


MADRID, July 7.—Reports from all points 
in Spain in which cholera exists show that the 
total number of new cases of cholera yesterday 
was 1,700, and of deaths from the disease 797. 


SyDNEY, New South Wales, July 7.— 
United States Consul Kahlo presided at a ban- 
uet here on the 4th inst. Mr. Dailey, Acting 
olonial Secretary, advocated a universal ted- 
eration of the English-speaking peoples of tne 
world asa guarantee of the world’s peace and 
the freedom of mankind. Mr. Dibbs, Colonial 
Treasurer, suggested that Queen Victoria and 
President Cleveland exchange visits as the first 
step in the movement. The Americans present 
heartily applauded the suggestions.

A MISTAKE IN THE DATE 


ANNOYING THE OLDER TREASURY 
OFFICIALS. 

AN IRREGULARITY IN PRINTING THE COM- 
POUND INTEREST NOTES—EX-GOV. 
NOYES DECLINES TO BE A DIRECTOR, 

WASHINGTON, July 7.—Some of the older 
Treasury officials are much annoyed at the 
discovery just made that anumber of fifty- 
dollar compeund interest notes issued in 
1864,and recently redeemed, bear upon their 
face the wrong date of the act under 
which they were issued. This is also the 
case with a lot of ten-forty coupons issued 
the same year, which are now found to be 
dated a year in advance of their enabling 
act. 

In passing upon the accounts and vouch- 
ers of the United States Treasurer the First 
Auditor’s office discovered a compound in- 
terest note already canceled which from 
its general appearance created the sus- 
picion that it might be counterfeit. The 
suspected note, with a few genuine ones, 
was sent to the Bureau of Printing and 
Engraving for expert opinion. They 
were all pronounced good, but at- 
tention was called to the fact that 
the date of the act authorizing their 
issue had evidently been changed on the 
piate. This caused First Auditor Cheno- 
with to hunt after the act referred to, but 
he could not find it in the Congressional 
Globe on the date indicated, July 2, 1864. 
Further search among redeemed com- 


pound interest notes showed that some 
were apparently authorized June 30, 1864, 
and some July 3, 1864. In the Congresstonal 
Record of July 2 was found an act passed 
June 30. but nothing subsequent to that 
in the way of amendment rewarded the 
closest search. Secretary Manning could 
tell nothing about it, neither could Treas- 
urer Jordan. Finally when all the offi- 
cials got tegether the conclusion was 
reached that there was nothing fraudu- 
lent in the matter. Whoever had issugd 
the order for the engraving of the com- 
pound interest note plate had read the law 





passed June 30, 1864, in the Record 
of July 2, 1864, and* had taken it 
for granted the aet was passed on 


the date under which it was printed. Then 
employes who had been in the department 
during the war remembered that this 
error had been discovered in afew days 
and that erders were given to change the 
date on the plate. In all these years noth- 
ing had occured to cail close attention to 
the notes and the circumstance was for- 
gotten. 

The First Auditor was certain at first 
that a grand steal had been unearthed, 
but now that it is satisfactorily explained 
be thinks that the cireumstance is evi- 
dence of the condition of things at the seat 
of Federal Government during’ the 
last vear of the war. The discoyv- 
ery has set the clerks in the de- 
partment rummaging through a lot 
of old redeemed war issues. They 
have found that the date of the enabling 
act of the ten-forty coupons was printed 
March 3, 1863, when it should have been 
1864. Other errors of this kind will prob- 
ably be found, now that everybody’s at- 
tention is directed to dates. Controller 
Cannon does not think there is anything 
surprising in these cases, consideriag the 
time and circumstances under which the 
money was issued. 

Information has reached here that Sur- 
veyor Caldwell, of Cincinnati, in addition 
to his recent appointment of two ex-con- 
victs, has now appointed a third who has 
ae¢riminal record in several parts of the 
country, having been confined in Hamil- 
ton County Jail one yvear,and having served 
a year in Sing Sing for obtaining $50,000 
and other property under false pretenses. 
Tt has also just been discovered that Com- 
missioner Colman, of the Agricultural 
Department, upon the urgent recom- 
meudation of Representative Converse 
and Capt. Barger, Chairman of the State 
Democratic Committee, appointed as State 
Agricultural Agent fer Ohio a man who 
turns out to have been tried and convicted 
for stealing. He served nine months in 
jail in Lake County, Ohio. 

Ex-Gov. E. F. Noyes telegraphed yester- 
day his declination of the appoiatment by 
the President as Government Director of 
the Union Pacific Railroad. The reasons 
assigned for declining are not given out 


kere, but it is presumed Gov. Noyes 
will furnish them. it is ascertained 
that the appointment was made at 


the solicitation of Gov. Hoadly, and that 
his recommendation of Noyes was verbal, 
not written. It is surmised here that the 
excuse given by Mr. Noyes for declining 
will be found to be an unwillingness to 
cause embarrassment to the Administra- 
tion. Some of Gov. Hoadly’s friends are 
sure that he has asked Goy. Noyes to de- 
cline. 

A dispatch from Cincinnati says that 
Gen. Noyes has telegraphed the President, 
cordially thanking him for the appoint- 
ment to a seat in the Union Pacific Board, 
but deelining to accept because of the 
embarrassment which the Adminis- 
tration might otherwise. experience 
owing to his connection with the 
Hayes-Tilden matter. Gen. Noyes says 
he has nothing to defend in his course in 
that contest, but there are friends of the 
President who claim to think otherwise, 
and are disposed to persist in their view. 
Gov. Hoadly is still uncommunicative as 
to his reasons for suggesting Gen. Noyes 
for the place to which he was appointed.

TO FIGHT THE CHEYENNES. 





ALL OF GEN. AUGUR’S AVAILABLE TROOPS 
ORDERED INTO THE INDIAN TERRITORY. 
WASHINGTON, July 7.—A dispatch was 

received at the Interior Department to-day from 

the Indian Agent at Fort Reno, Indian Ter- 
ritory, asking that more troops be sent to 
that post, to be fin readiness should the 

Cheyenne Indians go upon the warpath. The 

dispatch was referred to the Secretary of War, 

who directed Gen. Augur, at Fort Leavenworth, 


to send all his available troops to the Territory 
without delay. 

At the Cabinet meeting to-day the outbreak 
of the ren age was reported by the Secretary 
ot War, who said that steps had been taken to 
prevent any more of the Indians from 'eaving 
the re ervation. He stated that a regiment is 
now on its way to the scene of the troubles, and 
other troops are available, but that the num- 
bers are not sufficient in case of a general out- 
break. . 

Ex-Delegate G. H. Oury, of Arizona, to-day 
filed with the Commissioner of Indian Affairs 
a letter upon the general subject of the Indian 
troubles in that Territory. He says the people 
of Arizona are restless and discontented under 
the existing state of things, and appeal to the 
Government to relieve their fears by dis- 
arming the Indians on the reservations in 
the ‘Territory, especially those occupying 
the White Mountain Indian Reservation at and 
near the San Carlos Agency. These Indians need 
no guns, he says, as there is not sufficient game 
in the country to make hunting an object, and 
if there was there is nothing to drive them 
to the pursuit of it. They are fed, tat- 
tened, and maintained by the liberality of 
the Government in a style that few poor 
laboring men in the country can afford. There 
is no exertion required of them, and if therd 
was, the requirement would be made in vain, 
for they will not work. They have no enemies 
to defend themselves against so long as 
they abjure their inclinations to plunder 
and conduct themselves as other  peacea- 
ble people: The much talked of cow- 
boy, 30 far as Arizona is concerned, has become 
a thing of the past, and there is no element in 
the Territory answering to the Eastern idea of 
that terror. Mr. Oury says that the only true 
solution of the Indian problem is to be found 
in their removal from Arizona and their settle- 
ment in the Indian Territory. 


DENVER, Col., July 7.—Govy. Eaton last 
night received two petitions from citizens of La 
Plata County asking that State troops be placed 
between Ute Mountain and the Mancos River, 
to protect the settlers from Indians. The Gov- 
ernor says the exigencies of the case do not in 
his opinion warrant him ia complying with the 
request,

In this manner a relation similar 
to that of mother and daughter sprang up, in 
which the lady bad the full sympathy of her 
husband. The girl grew into young woman- 
hood, absolutely without the knowledge, so 
tar as her associations went, that she 
was a negress. A few months ago 
Maria, for such was the giri’s name, contracted 
consumption. All through her fatal illness she 
was watched by Mrs. Fickett with the solicitude 
of a mother, and when the end came the dead 
girl’s eyes were closed by her kind triend. The 
coffin containing the remains was placed in the 
parlor, and every honor was paid which could 
have been rendered a beloved daughter. Mr.

FOUND GUILTY OF MUTINY. 
TRENTON, July 7.—The June term of the 
United States District Court was begun this 
morning. A jury was polled inthe case of the 
United States against Charles Nugrod for mu- 
tiny on the high seas.

FEUDALISM IN KENTUCKY 


MANY LIVES SACRIFICED IN A 
POLITICAL QUARREL, 

BAD BLOOD RESULTING FROM THE ELECTION 
OF A REPUBLICAN SHERIFF—A WOM- 
AN’S THIRST FOR VENGEANCE. 

MOREHEAD, Rowan County, Ky., July 7. 
—In the first week of August last began in this 
county perhaps the bloodiest, longest, and bit- 
terest feud which has ever marked the criminal 
history of Kentucky. Thus far nearly a dozen 
lives have been taken and, with the exception of 
one male and one female, two families have been 
exterminated. 

Bad blood, so to speak, has existed among the 
members of several clans of Rowan County for 
several years past, but until August, 1884, it was 
confidently believed an outbreak would never 
again occur. About this time the regular elec- 
tion for Sheriff occurred, and, to the surprise of 
those most dearly and nearly interested, the fact 
was apparent toward the close of the day that 
the Republican nominee would defeat his 
opponent, the nominee of the Democracy. At 
Farmer's Station, where those most concerned 
were congregated, an unusual enthusiasm led to 
a most extraordinary consumption of whisky, 
**moonshine” as well as “‘regular.”” The votes 
seemed all to have been cast, and but )ittle 
doubt could be entertained of the election of 
Cook Humpbreys, Republican nominee, a fact 
that led toa trivial dispute and the instant col- 
lection of partisans representing both factions. 
The representatives of the two factions were 


not drawn in line against each other, but min- 
gied freely together. Suddenly, after the loud- 
est of talking and amid move or less push- 





ing and crowding, a_ pistol shot was 
heard, and one Sol Bradley, a Democrat, 
fell mortaitly wounded. The Democrats 


declared that John Martin, a Kepublican and 
friend to the Republican candidate for Sheriff, 
had killed him, while tne Republicans attirmed 
most positively that a shot intended to murder 
one of their number had hit Bradley by mistake, 
The result of this, the beginning of all subse- 
quent conflict, was the inauguration of a feud 
which is now in existence stronyer than ever be- 
fore. Upon one side were arrayed John Day, an 
ex-Sheriif; Sam Gooding, defeated candidate 
for Sheriff, and a deputy under Day; Alvin 
and Jeff Bowling, all Democrats, and on 
the other side Cook Humphreys, Sheriff-elect ; 
James Cary, County Clerk, and H. M. Logan, a 
merchant, ail Republicans. The Democrats de- 
clared Humphreys had not been elected and 
swore he should never serve; the Republicans 
said their candidate bad been legally elected and 
bade detiance to any one wno dare attempt to 
interfere with his assuming the duties of his of- 
fice. Feeling ran higher and higher until one 
day in December Itasta friend of the defeated 
Democrat named Fioyd Toliver, accompanied 
by an acquaintance, appeared in Morehead with- 
in a mile ot which place the Martin family lived. 
Tne two Democrats on observing John Martin, 
whochanced to be in Morehead on that day, 
accosted him rather rey oS whereupon he 
walked away and went to a hotel kept by Judge 
Cary, a friend. Toliver and companion fullowed, 
and upon again meeting Martin a war of insults 
followed, the result of which was killing num- 
bertwo. This time Martin was first to fire, his 
shot killing Floyd Toliver, whose companion, 
however, escaped uninjured. All witnesses 
agreed that the difficulty was forced upon 
Martin, whose action was pronounced strict- 
ly justifiable. He was arrested and taken to 
the jail of another county for safe keeping, 
where he remained for several weeks. Mean- 
while the Toliver family, abetted by Gooding 
and Day as well as others, talked up such a state 
of feeling that the lynching of Martin seemed 
very probable, and indeed was openly boasted 
about, but inasmuch as he was confined in the 
jail of another county, whose law-abiding peo- 
ple would not tolerate an attempt of 
this sort, a different pian was formulated 


by the director-general of the enemies 
of Martin. This pian was the preparation 
of a forged order of delivery fur the 


body of Martin, to obtain which it was necessary 
for the lawful authorities of Rowan County to 
send an order in writing @emanding tbe surren- 
der by the jailor of Clark County, whither he 
had been remanded for “safe keeping” of his 
person to the authorized agent or agents of 
Rowan County. Persons affecting to be such 
agents and purporting to bear such lawful order, 
did apply of the jailer of Clark County aud ob- 
tain the body of John Martin upon presen- 
tation of what was supposed to be a genuine 
demand in writing trom the authorities of 
Rowan County. The prisoner was made to go 
in handcuffs to the evening train of the Chesa- 
peake and Ohio Katlroad, which bore the party 
toward Morehead, a town seven miles east of 
Farmers’ Station, where the original trouble be- 
gan. At Farmers’ the train was stopped, several 
men sprang on board, and appearing before the 
posse baving Martin in charge a general firing 
followed, at the end of which it was discovered 
that nobody had been hurt except the hand- 
cuffed prisoner, who was riddled with lea. He 
soon died, Alvin Bowling was accredited with 
having manceuvred this infamous affair, but in- 
asmuch as he was only a laborer in a saw mill 
glad to earn less than $2 a day, there are those 
who suspect he was incited by another party. 
The county authorities declared the order of de- 
livery to bea forgery, and Miss Sue Martin, a 
young sister of the dead man, openly avowed 
that Z. Taylor Young, the County Attorney of 
Rowan, uttered it. More ill-feeling followed, 
talk deepened into threats, threats into counter- 
threats, and these very quickly into action. 

One day Z. T. Young, the County Attorney, 
came into Morehead witha holein his apparel. 
**T was shot at trom ambush,” he said; *“ they 
want to murder me.” 

**Nonsenege,” spoke Miss Martin, *“*that man 
was never shot at; he merely desires to excite 
our enemies. He is the devil of 1t all.” 

And this latter statement must have carried 
weight, for all went smoothly torthe time be- 
ing. Meanwhile a young man named Baum- 
garten, whose reputation for quiet courage was 
greater than that of any man in Eastern Ken- 
tucky, had been chosen as a Deputy by Sheriff 
Humphreys. 

**We’ll bave peace now certain,” said County 
Clerk Curry to his neighbors, **for they all know 
Baumgarten is a leader, and they’re all afraid of 
him; yes, we'll collect our revenue now to a 
dead moral certainty.” 

And it did look that way, for Baumgarten 
went to work 1n earnest, bis official career last- 
ing, however, very briefly. ** Bang’? went ashot 
from the roadside one day, and poor Baum- 
garten’s last writ had been served. Of course 
no one knew who had assassinated him, and it 
was daylight too. 

About this period or perhaps before Alvin 
Bowling, of the so-called Toliver faction, had 
killed the Town Marshal of Mount Sterling, for 
which he had been incarcerated at that place. 
Mount Sterling is the county seat of Montgoum- 
ery, the h: me of ex-United States Senator Cerro 
Gordo Williams. For this or some other reason 
Jeff Bowling, a mere stripling, but notwith- 
standing o poate whose accuracy of aim was 
not excelled by Simon Kenton, and whose esti- 
mate of human life would compare with that 
of the dead outlaw, Jesse James, came to Ken- 
tucky from Missouri, He was much concerned 
about his brother Alvin, and gave unmistakable 
signs of an intention to continue the feud. 
Accompanied by the ex-Sheriff, John Day, young 
Bowling “ engaged”’ Sheriff’ Humphreys and his 
friend John Pearce, The latter two attempted 
their arrest, using ashotgun and a Winchester 
rifle, the Democrats trying their hands with 
pistols only. Nobody was hurt in this en- 
counter, at the conclu-ion of which Humphreys 
and Pearce retreated to Judge Cary’s botel, 
with the aid of whuse son they soon barricaded 
the place, correctly anticipatine trouble. Soon 
after miduight the party in the hotel were 


warned of dunger by a ritle shot from the out- 


side. It glanced close by the only lamp that 
bad been Jeft burning. 

** Tne devils are trying to set fire to the house 
by hitting the lamp,” cried Judge Cary. 

“Shall I put it out?” asked his wife. 

*“*“ Heavens, no,”’ cried the Judge, as eight 
shots in rapid succession rattied by the Jamp. 

And so the tiring was kept up until daylight, 
when it ceased, and the parties engaged in it re- 
tired, having shot more than 100 rounds, to the 
injury of the house only. Upto this period, or 
eight months atter the beginning of the ven- 
detta, the State authorities bad never inter- 
tered, but the bombardment of Judge Cary’s 
house could not be ignored, and Adjt.-Gen. Cas- , 
tleman, after a consultation with Gov. Knott, 
went to Kowan County alone and unarmed. 
He saw the leading spirits of both parties and 
secured their promise to go with him to Louis- 
Ville and there meet Gov. Knott, who earnestly 
desired a peaceful and early settlement of all 
difficultins. Young, Gooding, and Day repre- 
sented the Toliver taction, Cary and Logan the 
Martin faction. Two conferances touk place 
and the result was a mutual agreement to keep 
the peace, all signing a paper to that effect 
written by ex-Chief-Justice Hargis, of their own 
county, at Gov. Knott’s request. 

Peace was now prociuimed and all parties 
went home. Morehead hadn't a town Marshal, 
however, and pretty soon her Demucratic con- 
stituency found one in the person of Craig Toll- 
ver, whom the Republicans deciared was a resi- 
dent of a contiguous county, Morgan. They 
argued that his presence meant no eood, and ex- 
mes the belief that County Attorney Youn 

ad imported him to again renew the tactiona 
tight. No trouble occurred, however, until late in 
June, when Pearce, who had formerly aided 
the Humphreys crowd, made a statement that 
Miss Sue Martin had offered him $50 to kill Z. 
T. Young and $25 apiece for all the rest of 
the Toliver taction whom he would murder. 
Miss Martin, who is now the recognized leader of 
the Martin taction, ridicuied this statement and 
pronounced it a ruse of Young's to again foment 
strife. 

Thus matters remained uatil June 28 Jast, 
when Town Marshal Craig Toliver claimed to 


have received information that a mob was gath- 
ering at Farmers’ Station. He went there and 
learned that they had gone. Led by the Sheriff 
to the home of the Martins, near Morehead 
Toliver now procured warrants of arrest, an 
on Friday morning summoned a body of men 
and went to the Martin mansion, where he saw 
Cook Humphreys and one otherman. Calling 
on his allies the Marshal attempted to arrest 
the Sheriff. This was outside of the pre- 
cincts of Morehead, and as a matter of 
course the Marshal had no right legaliy to exe- 
cute his warrants. His companions were Jeff 
Bowling and four other youths, one aged 
16 and said to be the best shot in Rowan 
County. This posse, with Toliver in the van, 

uns cocked and fingers on their triggers, walked 
Boldly up to the Martin house. They were with- 
in a few feet of the door when Miss Sue Martin, 
who, by the way, is a robust young woman of 
28 and of handsome face and physique, sud- 
denly appeared, saying: 

** Well, what is it?" 

; “We want Cook Humphreys,” answered Tol- 

ver. * 

** He isn’t here,”’ retorted the girl. 

** Yes, he is!’’ cried Toliver. 

“Well, if be is come and get him,” replied 
Miss Martin, shutting the door quickly as she 
disappeared within. 

Toliver and party charged, he leading. The 
reached the stairway and rapidly ascended. 
When at the top step a door opened suddenly, a 
voice cried, ‘Get out of here !” and the quick 
firing of shotguns sent the Marshal and his 
party tothefioor below. The shooting ceased 
as suddenly as it had begun, and, strange to say, 
Toliver was the only man hurt, his left hand, jaw, 
and body having been perforated with buckshet, 
The attacking party retired. Later, Humphreys 
and a friend named Rayburn attempted to leave 
the house forthe bushes, supposing their ene- 
mies had gone. A haif dozen quick shots con- 
vinced them of their mistake, and as the second 
volley sounded Rayburn stumbled end fell on 
his face a corpse, Humphreys escaping. This 
was on Sunday, June 29, and when the militia, 
who had meanwhile been ordered out by the 
Governor, arrived on Tuesday they found Ray- 
burn's corpse unburied, the people being afraid 
to go near it. 

Last Monday night the two homes of Miss 
Martin were burned to ashes. Thursday night 
the home of Toliver was burned likewise. 

The troops are under Major Lewis W. McKee, 
and number 100 good men. They found the 
Seunty Judge had run off when they arrived, 
but after a search he was discovered and induced 
to issue warrants for the arrest of all concerned. 
although his tear almost prevented such action 
on his part. 

The entire county is now virtually in the 
feud, and there is no chance for the soldiers to 
leave betore October, after the Criminal Court 
shall bave tried the 10 parties now in custody, of 
whom Cook Humphreys is one. 3 

The relation of the feud to politics and of the 
politicians to feudalism in Kentucky will be 
related hereafter. 





TWO CHIEFS OF POLICE. 





ONE HOLDS THE OFFICE, THE OTHER THE 
TITLE TO IT, 

New-Brounswick, N. J., July 7.—At the 
charter election in this city last Spring the 
Democrats made almost a clean sweep, electing 
the Mayorand eight out of the tweive Alder- 
men. The Republican City Attorney and Treas- 
urer were deposed and Democrats appointed 


in. their stead. A like fate was predict- 
ed for the Republican Chief of Police 
and the police force, but owing to laws 


in reference to police departments of 
cities, providing that civil service reform prin- 
ciples should be applied to police affairs, re- 
moval of the Chief and force was deemed im- 
possible unless charges could be made against 
them. The charges not being forthcoming, 
counsel was taken as to whether the law could 
be evaded. The result was that last evening the 
Democratic Common Council expelled the Chief, 
John Fitzgerald, and the entire force, and 
elected Enos Fowratt Chief of Police. 

Chief Fow1att ana his chosen force were sworn 
in before J. Kearney Rice this morning, when 
they proceeded to Police Headquarters, where 
they were met by a point blank refusal to a de- 
mand for surrender of the keys from Chief Fitz- 
gerald. Chief Fitzgerald’s counsel and the oid 
force were present, and Mayor mags | and a 
number of Councilmen, together with the May- 
or’s legal advisers, surrounded the newly. ap- 
pointed Chief and his force. A large crowd 
of excited citizens was also present. Thrice 
did the Mayor demand the keys, but without suc- 
cess. Amid the laughter and hand clapping of 
the old force and symputhizing citizens the 
Mayor, the new Chief, and his legal adviser with- 
drew from the building, with the intention of 
establishing a headquarters in another part of 
the city. Further developments wiil be looked 
for with much interest. Chief Fitzgeraid feels 
that under the provisions of the law referred to 
he is Justified in retaining his position. A call 
for a special meeting of the Common Council 
this evening has been issued. 

W. P. Voorhees, attorney for Chief Fitzgerald, 
returned here fri m Trenton this afternoon with 
a writ of certiorari issued by Judge KE. W. Scud- 
der, of the State Supreme Court, commanding the 
Mayor and Common Council to desist from in- 
terfering with the affairs of police administra- 
tion and ordering the new force to do nothing 
in the premises until the Mayor and Common 
Council show cause for their action betore 
bim on July 15 at Trenton. Consequently, the 
Common Council meeting to-night was a tame 
affair. Alderman Herbert, of the Republican 
minority, read the mandate of the Supreme 
Court, and the body proceeded with routine 
business. The Democratic majority subsequent- 
ly voted to employ counsel to defend the Mayor 
and the new force, the Republicans protesting.

HE STATES THAT YESTERDAY WAS AN EASY 
DAY FOR HIM. 

Mount MoGreGor, N. Y., July 7.—The 
days are much alike just now with Gen. Grant, 
passirg almost without incident. He has de- 
voted himself to-day to rest, iast night’s rest 
having been somewhat broken, and he twice 
required the attendance of the doctor. During 
this morning the General manifested some in- 
terest in the progress of work on his proofs, 
making several inquiries about it, but most of 


the morning and all of the afternoon he has 
kept his room, resting and napping and not car- 
ing to move about. It was nearly two hours 
past noon when he dressed. 

The General suffered little pain beyond that 
which is always present, and he escaped this 
aiternoon the distress to which he has heen 
habitually subject about 5 o’clock. Dr. Douglas 
saidearly this evening that although the Gen- 
eral’s pulse had not changed in volume or fre- 
quency, weakness was increasing. 

This evening when Dr. Dougias went to the 
cottage the General wrote thut the day had been 
an easy one with him. The doctor asked him if 
he thought the bad weather of the alternoon 
had affected him, and received a negative 
answer. Reference was made to cocaine as the 
Generali was preparing for the night. He wrote 
in reply that although he felt the need of it he 
had gone without it for two nights, and would 
do so to-night, because be thought it induced 
tongue paralysis, and it afforded at hest only 
temporary relief.

SETTLING THEIR OIFFICULTIES. 
PHILADELPHIA, July 7.—The information 
is given here to-day upon the best authority 


that negotiations between the Pennsylvania and 


New-York Central Railroad Companies, with a 


view to the settlement of the trunk line diffi- 
culties, are progressing satisfactorily. For the 
first time since these negotiations were begun 
it is stated that they are in a position 
where .they can be concluded within 24 
hours, but whether it will be done so speedily 
as that even those who are parties to the matter 
cannot say. The most serious obstacle to a set- 
tlement of the trunk line difficulties bas been 
the jealousies and antagonisms existing be- 
tween the Pennsylvania and New-York Central 
Companies, and those have been occasioned by 
the invasion by each upon the other’s territory. 
An ofticer ot the Pennsylvania states that these 
jealousies and antagonisms cannot be appeased 
except by a withdrawal of each from the other’s 
territory, and this means that the Vanderbilt 
interests must abandon their Pennsylvania en- 
terprises, and that in return for this the Penn- 
syivania will exert its influences to subordinate 
the West Shore to the Vanderbilt control, while 
the Pennsylvania will not be so aggressive in its 
New-England business as heretofore. 














CLOSING THE MICHIGAN MINES. 
IsHPEMING, Mich., July 7.—The West Re- 


public mine retired from the list of active pro- 
aucers last week, throwing 100 men out of em- 
ployment. The Paint River and Mastodon 
mines, on the Menomee Range, have also 
closed down. There is some idea on the 
part of the management of closing down 
the Lake Swvperior mine here. It is the largest 
iron mine in the world, and in 1882 shipped 300,- 
000 tons ot ore. Seven bundred men would be 
thrown out of work if it were closed, and it 
would bea serious blowtothetown. The min- 
ing outlook is far from a pleasant one, and many 
of the mining men think that the worst has not 
yet been seen.

MOB RULE IN CLEVELAND 


STRIKERS CLOSE FACTORIES ANB 
ASSAULT A MANUFACTURER, 
TROOPS PLACED UNDER ARMS TO PROTEC? 

LIVES AND PROPERTY IN THE EXPECT 


ED RIOT TO-DAY. 

CLEVELAND, July 7.—Large bodies of the 
strikers were astir at an early hour this morn- 
ing, and by 90’clook fully 2,000 men, armed with 
clubs and revolvers,met in the Fourteenth Ward, 
and listened for an hour to speeches by Karl 
Palka, agent for the Anarchists’ committee in 
this country. About 10 o’clock a procession 
was formed, and the information went from 
man to man that they were going to 
march to the city and drive out the men who 
were working in the different manufacturing 
establishments controlled by the Chisholms, 
The strikers reached the H. P. Nail Company 
works at about llo’clock. They made arush 
tor the works and drove out the workmen who, 
to the number of 150, fled from the building. 
Several men who stood by their machines werd 
given five minutes to leave or be thrown out 
They ali took the bint and left. 

The strikers then proceeded to the Chisholny 
Shovel Works, but their coming bad been an< 
ticipted, and the laborers had been sent hom«q 
and the doors locked. A short distance front 
the shovel works is the large five-story brick 
factory of the Union Steel Screw Works. Fayett« 
Brown, President of the company, had heard 
that the strikers intended to visit the works 
and in the morning applied for police protec 
tion. Two policemen were detailed to protect 
the works, as the strike had not been considered 
at all dangerous. When the strikers reached thd 
works they found all the doors shut and barri« 


caded. Besides the men and boys employed ati 
the works there are in the neighbornood of a 
hundred girls. When the body of strikers drew 
up infront of tie building the greatest con- 
sternation prevailed, as threats had beer 
made to f#estroy the edifice if the me 
did not quit work. Fayette Brown an 
several men stood near one of the doors, and 
when several of the strikers demanded admit~ 
tance it was refused. : 

In an instant the character of the procession, 
changed into an angry mob. A fence was torm 
to pieces and in a monzent the door leading into 
the works was battered down and the strikerd 
began to swarm into the building. Fayette 
Brown stood right in the’ way of the strikers, 
and they made a savage onslaught on him. He 
was struck with a club, knocked down, and 
while down repeatedly struck and kicked. If it 
had not been for the exertions of several of the 
strikers themselves he would have been killed. 
He was taken to a carriage and driven to his 
residence. The physictans say that outside of a 








number of severe bruises his injuries are not at, 


all serious, ‘ 

The mob then swarmed through the building, 
the men and boys who wereat work Jeaving their 
places and jumping through windows and mak- 
ing their exit in the best manner they could. 
The girls were all told to leave, and were pery 
mitted to pass out through the door. Three o 
the girls fainted, and had to be carried to resi« 
dences of citizens Jiving near. One man who re~ 
fused to leave the building was knocked down 
with acluband badly hurt. He was thrown 
down stairs aud had to be carried to his home, 
Afterevery person had been driven from the 
place the strikers returned to the Fourteenth 
Ward and dispersed. 

When the fact became known that Fayette 
Brown, who is one of the most prominent men 
in the city, had been so roughly handled the 
greatest indignation was expressed against 
Mayor Gardner for not giving the com- 


pany better police protection. The Mayor, 
however, immediately called a meeting 
of the Police Board, at which it was 


determined to stop the mob violence of the 
strikers at any cost, Smithnight’s battery was 
instructed to hold itself in readiness to be called 
upon at a moment’s notice. The Cleveland 
Grays are drilling in their armory, and are under 
private instruction from the Mayor. At present 
everything is quiet, but the worst is feared toe 
morrow.

CHICAGO’S STRIKE ENDED. 
THE QUESTIONS iN DISPUTE TO BE SUB+ 
MITTED TO ARBITRATION, 


Cuicaco, July 7.—After lasting just 
eight days the strike of the conductors and 
drivers on the Western Division Street Railway 
has come to an end in & virtual victory for the 
strikers. 

The strike originated in the discharge by 
the railway company of 16 men who had 
been members of a committee which had suc- 
cessfully petitioned the company for the re- 
dress of certuin grievances. The employes be- 
lieved that the men were discharged because of 
their having served on the committee, and in- 
sisted that they should either be taken back or 
given a chance to answer any charges there 
might be against them. ‘the company declined 
todo either, and the conductors and drivers, 
some 1,500 in all, struck. 

To-day the company agreed to take back all 
the strikers andto hold an investigation of the 
conduct, for three days previous to the begin- 
ning of the strike, of the 16 men who were dis- 
charged. This excludes the date when the com- 
mittee which obtained the concessions from the 
company was in service, and gives the company 
u chance to show whether or not there was any 

ust cause for the discharge of the 16 men. 

he settlement of the strike was the result 
of conferences between the Executive Commit- 
tee of the strikers, the officers of the company, 
aid the city officials, upon whose shoulders the 
maintenance of order has fallen. The strikers 
insisted that the discharged men should havea 
fair hearing, and President Jones, after reflec- 


tion, consented that they should. The terms of 
compromise thus determined upon were sub- 


mitted to the strikers at their meeting thiseven- © 


ing and adopted. 

Cars will begin running on schedule time to- 
morrow morning with the old men in charge. 
Cars have been runuing ali day upon the four 
lines which were in operation yesterday. Of- 
ticers guarded each car, but had comparatively 
little to do. A few men who yelled “ Kats” as 
the cars rolled along were arrested, and one mag 
was severely clubbed. 


THE SAWMILL MEN’S STRIKE. 
Bay City, Mich., July 7.—The strike 


among the laborers in the sawmills in this city 
seems to be losing ground. The strikers this 
morning marched to the mills with a band of 
music, and several mills were stopped by their 
men leaving to join the strikers. The employ- 
ers are willing to count 10 hours a day’s work, 
but will reduce wages proportionately. Many 
men will not take reduced pay, and are willin 
to work ll hours. During the day the crowd o, 
strikers dwindled to small dimensions. 





EX-BANK OFFICERS HELD FOR TRIAL. 
PHILADELPHIA, July 7.—The hearing of 
George W. Bumm, William H. Bumm,and Samuel 


P. Millizan, charged with conspiring to defraud 
the Shackamaxon Bunk of over $300.00), took 
Place this afternoon. The testimony of John 8S. 
Kuen, the expert who was employed to «+xam-< 
ine the books of the bank, was to the effect that 


in 188 the frm of Bumm & Sons’ checks 
amounted to $728,671. At the end of 1&4 the 


firm’s account was overdrawn $144,356, and .noted 
amounting to. $137,000, drawn by two clerks in 
the firm’s employ to the firm’s_ oicder, 
were deposited to their credit. In 1885 
the firm’s overdraft was $40,521, 
the oniy deposit during the year was 
§i00. The Teller’s books showed glaring inac- 
curacies, the false entries being in one insiance 
as high as $50,000. Many false additions were 
shown. Joseph Conklin, a contractor, s\vore 
that he began to deposit in the Shackama xon 
Bank 1n 1874, and about two years later be en- 
tered into an arrangement with President W ill- 
jam Bumm, now deceased, to get money trom 
the bank. Mr. Bumm simply gave him a note, 
aud whenever he wanted money to settle \or 
his contract work he took the note and got 
the money. This continued until 1882, when Presi- 
dent Bumm advised him to draw the money on 
his personal checks, which he drew when he 
required it until the time of the tailure. He did 
not keep a bank book, and never made any set- 
tlement. Atter Mr. Bumm’s death Conklin went 
on with his drafts the same as he had betore. 
About two weeks before the failure he depos- 
ited $8,000 in bank with the watcbman aiter 
it was closed. He turned into the bank since 
1883 about $200,000 in bills and warrants, and in 
1878 he had given confessed judgment for $30,000 
to President Bumm. He was to pay 6 per cent. 
for all the moneys since Bumm’s death. He had 
Grawn $25,000 or $30,000. After further testi- 
mony of a similar nature the Bumma were held 
in $20,000 bail each and Milligan in $10,000 bail 
for trial.

FRANCIS A. WALKER INDORSED 
BY THE NEW-YORK ALUMNI. 
WHIS ACTION TAKEN AFTER LONG DISCUS- 

SION AND A CHARGE OF PLAGIARISM 


AGAINST PROF. ADAMS, 
Since Andrew D, White resigned the 


Presidency of Corne!] University a number of 
well known gentiemen have been suggested as 
qualidjed to fill the position. Yesterday after- 
noon Cornel! Alumni of New-York and vicinity 
met in H. W. Sackett's office, in the Tribune 
Building, to express their regret for the resigna- 
tion of Mr, White and to give voice to their opin- 
ion as to who would bea worthy successor to 
him. The members were called to order by Eugene 
Frayer, ané resolutions were enthusiastically 
adopted recognizing the great and valuable sery- 
ices of President White in the foundation of 
the university, and in its organization on a 
broad and liberal basis, unfettered by politics, 
geot, or creed, and free from the exclusive con- 
trol of the champions of any one or two epecial 
branches of learning. It was regretted that Mr, 
White found it necessary or expedient to resign 
into other hanis the work with which he had 
been go long ientified. It was hoped thata 
successor would be chosen who would adminis- 
ter the affairs of the university in the spirit in 
which it was founded, and would succeed in car- 
rying out to complete fulfillment those plans 
to whose execution Mr. White had devoted so 
many years. The Alumni assured President White 
of their heartfelt good wishes that his birhest 
hopes of success might be realized in those other 
pians of work to which he is looking forward, 
and of theit trust that the university might, as 
he suggested, ultimately reup the benefit of his 
labors in those fields. 

The Alumni then took up the question of a 
successor to Mr. White, and discussed the mat- 
ter with great spirit and interest. Asthe Board 
of Trustees wi!] meet in Ithaca on Monday next 
it was considered timely for the Alumni to say 
now whatever they wished tosay on the subject. 
A resolution emanating from theExecutive Com- 
mittee nf theAlumni Association was read, to the 
effect that the Alumni had noted with peculiar 

ratification the suggestion of the name of Gen. 

francis A. Walker, President of the Massachu- 
setts Institute of Technology, as one who might 
be invited to the a prerge f of Corneil! Univer- 
sity, and they hoped that it might be Cornell's 
good fortune to secure for that office a gentie- 
an of such widespread and favorable repute, 
arge experience, and thoroughly proved admin- 
istrative ability and energy. It was resolved 
that a copy of the resolutions be sent to each of 
the Alumni Trustees, and be personally present- 
ed to Messrs. Warner and Van de Water by a 
committee, who should urge upon, them the 
view of the association in this matter. 

It was urged by an Alumnus that the name of 

ames Russell Lowell be added to the resolution. 

awyer John Frankenheimer, in an earnest 
Epeech, said the Alumni wanted no figurehead 
in the President's chair. He did not wish to be- 
little Mr. Lowell, but that gentleman was too 
old for the place, he was too strictly literary, 
find he was unegual to the task. Mr. Franken- 
heimer urged that the Alumni finally express 
themselves in favor of one person, Ex-As-em- 
blyman Sprague opposed a proposed adjourn- 
ment until later in the week, because the 
quicker the Alumni could make their opintons 
known the better for the selection of the man 
they were in favor of. Mr. Sprague wished the 

jumni could express their disapproval of Prof. 

endall Adams for the Presidency. 

A letter was then read from a Western Alum- 
nus, who said he was opposed to Mr. Adams he- 
cause in the latter’s work on “ Monarchy and De- 
mocracy in France ’ he had appropriated largely 
from Buckle’s “History of Civilization,” with- 
out giving Buckle any credit. H. W. Sackett 
paid Mr. Lowell would in his opinion make an 
ideal Pre-idént, but the Alumni should especially 

revent the nomination of Mr. Adams. Mr. 

yaiker was certainly a first-class man for the 
place. Mr. Humphreys wasin favor of urging 
the names of both Mr. Walker and Mr. Lowell 
upon the Board of Trustees. J, S. Lehmeier 
was of the same opinion, as if one name 
only were submitted the Trustees might 
feel that the action of the Alumni savored of 
dictation. Until the Alumni were thoroughly 
prepared to protest against Mr. Adams the 

peaker saw no good in going against him. Mr. 

Potter said Mr. Adams was being seriously con- 
sidered for the Presidency by the Board of 

rustees. Mr. Potter saw ex-Gov. Cornell at 

ebanon Springs recently, and Mr. Cornell said 

e bad heard of no other name than Mr. Adams 
being mentioned for the place, and that he 
knew of no objection to him. The speaker said 
it was important to know whether the charges of 
plagiarism against Mr. Adams were true. 

Mr. Frayer said the Cornell Review contained 
an article some years ago calling attention to 
the plagiarisms referred to. Mr. Frayer con- 
tinued that Mr. Lowell had not the requisite 
qualities for the position. Cornell needed a man 
of peculiar fitness, and it was a difficult matter 
to fill the place of Andrew D. White. The posi- 
tion required a man of firmness and executive 
ability, both of which Mr. Lowell lacked, and 
his election was absolutely out of the question. 
Mr. Frayer did not think he would accept the 

lace, for te had said that within a year or two 

e would entirely sever his connection with aca- 
flemic life, and if he should return to it 1t would 
be to Harvard. Asto Mr. Walker, his name had 
often been on the lips of the Cornell Trustees, 
He was about 45 years old. Mr. Adams was 49 or 
50, and Mr. Lowell 65. Whenaman at the age 
of Mr. Walker had achieved such success in an 
institution somewhat resembling Cornell Uni- 
versity, he was worthy of election to the Prgsi- 
dency. 

An Alumnus deprecated any attack on Mr. 
Adams, as in case he was @lected President it 
would neither do him nor Cornell University any 
good, 

“ Better have the heroic treatment now than 
afterward,” shouted a voice, 

“If we beileve, as men of common sense,” said 
Mr. Potter, * that Mr. Adams isa literary thief, 
we should make it known tothe world. Let us 
find out exactly how this is true.” 

Finally, after an attempt to have Mr. Lowell’s 
mame added to the resolution indorsing Mr. 
Walker had failed through a technicality, the 
resolution itself was passed, and the Alumn) ad- 
journed until to-morrow afternoon, when they 
will consider in detail the question of Mr. 
Adame’s alleged literary piracy. 

Private advices from Ithaca yesterday stated

A STRONG GLASSWORKERS’ UNION. 

PrirrssurRG, July 7.—The officials of the 
Various associations of giassworkers have de- 
cided on a plan of amalgamation to be submitted 
to the forthcoming convention. The associa- 
tions represented were the window glass work- 
ers, with about 2,000 members; the flint giass 
workers, 3,000 members: the green glass bottle 
biowers, 2,500 members, and the hollow ware 
giassworkers, 2,000 members. The enlarge? as- 
sociation will adopt the policy of the window 
giass workers in bringing the elassworkers of 
Europe into union with them in order thereby 
to prevent the manufactures of any country 
from being imported into another country so as 
to break a striks; also to prevent foreign labor 
from being imported to a factory where 
a strike 1s in progress. The glassworkers, 
as a class, have been peculiarly successful 
in all strikes in which they have engaged. 
Their consolidation is significant at the present 
time, as it is the season at which the wagesscales 
in the various branches of the trade are settied, 
and the manufacturers have already declared 
their intention to demand large reductions of 
wages. This movement for fusion is a sign of 
an intention to resist with determination any 
attempt to enforce a reduction, and portends a 
general strike. The different associations have 
always shown a readiness to belp one another in 
their struggies,%as is instanced by the tendering 
of a large sum of money by tne window glass to 
the flint glass workers to enabie the striking 
workmen at Tibby and Hamilton’s factories in 
this city to continue their resistance. The flint 
giass workers intend to freeze out Tibby'’s fac- 
tory by building a co-operative factory close by 
it where they will find work for the strikers. 








H1S FAMILY SAVED HIM FROM JAIL. 

MonrTREAL, July 7.—Another bank clerk 
has gone wrong. This young man, whose name 
is Joseph Portelance, was employed in the 
People’s Bank as general clerk, and sometimes 
was given charge of entering up the paid checks 
in the cash book. By ar oversight of the paying 


teller a check for $700 was paid without being 
canceled with the stamp of the bank. and passed 
over to Portelance to be entered. Portelance 
said that the check had not been cancelea, put it 
in his pocket, and at dinner time handed it over 
to a friend of his who visited the bank the same 
afternoon and cashed it for the second time, 
Portelance also falsified his cash book, but to no 
avail, as it failed to balance, and the fraud was 
easily detected. He has been reg somewhat 
extravagantly lately, dressing in the height of 
fashion, and altogether spending more money 
than his salary, which amounted to $500. He had 
also been speculating in stocks. The matter was 
settled by the young man‘s family paying back 
the money.

THE EFFECTS OF A RATE WAR. 


RETURNS OF THE THREE BIG TRUNK LINES 
FOR THE FIRST QUARTER OF THE YEAR, 
The effect of the suspension of the pool- 

ing restrictions and the waging of a rate war is 

seen in the figures of the three principal trunk 
lines—tbhe Pennsylvania, (east of Pittsburg and 

Erie.) the New-York Central, and the Erie. The 

Lackawanna and the West Shore are not in the 

east-bound pool, and the rate cutting has been 

principally on east-bound business. The re- 
turns of the roads for the first quarter of the 


year are now complete, and the comparative 
statement which hag been prepared makes the 
following showing:

The remarkable thing about the statement is 
the showing of the Erie. Although favored 
with no better rates than the other roads, it 
shows an enotmous gain in net earnings, while 
the Pentisy!vania and New-York Central show a 
great falling off.

NICKEL PLATE CAR TRUSTS. 
ACTION TAKEN BY CERTIFICATE HOLDERS 
FOR THEIR PROTECTION. 


A meeting of holders of car trust certifi- 
cates of the New-York, Chicago and St. Louis 
Railroad was held in one of the offices of the 
East Tennessee, Virginia and Georgia Railroad 
Company, at No. 110 Broadway, yesterday. 
More than $2,500,000 of the certificates were 
represented. W. H. Male, President of the 
Union National Bank, presided. CO, C. Beaman, 
of the firm of Evarts, Choate & Beaman, ad- 
dressed the meeting, and briefly reviewed the 
court proceedings that had been taken for the 


purpose of protecting the holders of the Nickel 
Piate securities. John Bullett, of Philadelphia, 
who stated that he represented from $800,000 to 
$1,000,000 of the securities, spoke in favor of 
ouopomting in anabe proees S measure. 

C. 8. Brice explained how the $6,000,000 realized 
from the sale of the car trust certificates had 
been deposited in the broken Metropolitan Bank 
as a trust fund, to be used only to purchase 
equipment for the road. Of the entire amount 
all but $500,000 had actually been expended for 
equipment. The remaining $500,000, Mr. Brice 
said, seemed to have been used by the ank as 
part of its general assets without the consent or 
knowledge of the Trustee. When the bank sus- 
pended the Trustee received from it securities 
apparently sufficient to cover the amount due 
the trust fund. 

One of the certificate holders suggested that 
they take possession of the equipment of the 
road and see if sume arrangements, pecuniarily 
satisfactory, could not be made with some other 
railroad. The vaiueof the equipment of the 
Nickel Plate, he had been informed, was depre- 
ciating at the rate of 6 percent. a year.

NEGOTIATING A SUBSIDY. 

MONTREAL, July 7.—Viscomte d’Hau- 
terive, of Paris, has just returned from Ottawa, 
where he has been negotiating with the Govern- 
ment in regard to an annual subsidy for the pro- 
posed line in Nova Scotia between Oxford and 
Louisburg, known as the Montreal and Euro- 
pean Short Line, of which Dr. Norvin Green, of 


the Western Union Telegraph Company, is Presi- 
dent, and who is associated in the enterprise 
with Mr. Erastus Wiman and several members 
of the Dominion Parliament from Nova Scotia. 
Viscomte d’Hauterive’s assistant, Mr. Hamper, 
a railway financial agent, of Berlin, is now 
in Paris for the wpurpose of obtaining a 
joan from the Comptoir d’Escompte, one 
of the largest banks of Paris. This loan is based 
on the subsidy to be obtained from the Cana- 
dian Government, as well as on the bonds of the 
line. It is expected that the loan, amounting 
to about $2,200,000, will cover all the cost of con- 
struction. The road is for the purpose of devel- 
oping the coal trafficof this part of Nova Scotia. 
The line has no connection with the Canaqian 
Pacific, and itis expected that as soon asit is 
completed to Montreal, as projected, in conjunc- 
tion with other parties, that a large portion of 
the traffic between Europe and America will go 
by this route, Louisburg Harbor being many 
miles nearer Liverpool than any American port.

THE JERSEY CENTRAL LEASE. 

It is not unlikely that an application 
will be made to the United States Circuit 
Court at Philadelphia to-day to annuwi the lease 
by which the Philadelphia and Reading Railroad 
Company controlsthe Jersey Central. President 


Little, of the Jersey Central, was in conference 
with some of the representatives of the Reading 
Company in this city yesterday. It is under- 
stood that the application for annulment has 
already been prepared. It recites the va- 
rious defaults of the Reading Company 
in the payment of rentals, and on that 
ground it asks the court fur possession of the 
property. ‘There is an expectation that the 
matter will be referred by the court to a Special 
Master, with power to take testimony and re- 
port. A gentleman connected with the Phila- 
delphia and Reading said yestetday that that 
company was anxious to pay the stipulated 
rental for the Jersey Central Road, but was re- 
strained by the court from payine more than 
the net earnings of the leased road. The Re- 
ceivers say that the net earnings of the Jersey 
Central now are not more than enough to pay 
fixed charges. 


THE SOUTH PENNSYLVANIA. 
PrrrspureG, Penn., Juiy 7.—The Chroni- 
cle-Telegraph, the paper owned by Ralph Bag- 
aly, who 1s plaintiff in the suit against the South 
Pennsylvania Railroad, publishes the following 
authoritative statement this afternoon: 


“The papers are just now full of stories to the effect 
that Vanderbilt is making or has made a deal with the 
Pennsylvania Road by which the latter is to control 
the South Pennsylvania Road. Various arrange- 
ments are mentioned. Some papers say that the 
Pennsylvania isto pay 5 per cent. on the money in- 
vested in the road, and others give other reasons. All 
this talk is nonsense. r. Vanderbilt cannot 
dispose of the South Pennsylvania without 
the consent of the Pittsburg interest and that 
interest is hostile to the Pennsylvania Railroad. 
The default of the Buffalo, New-York and Philade!phia 
Road on its bonds is in pursuance of the policy adopt- 
ed by the company not to issue Receivers’ certificates, 
Under the terms of the law on which the default has 
been made, the company has six months before fore- 
closure proceedings can begin. Within that time the 
interests on the firsts and seconds of the old Buffalo 
Emporium Division_and the Warren and Frankiin 
bonds will be paid. The estimates of the company are 
that the earnings will amount to $275,000 net inthe 
next three months. The plan of reorganization 1s be- 
ing considered by the foreign stock and bond holders.” 











NOTES OF VARIOUS INTERESTS. 

The second mortgage bonds of the Gulf, 
Colorado and Sante Fé Railroad Company, issued 
at the rate of $13,000 a mile, have been formally 
canceled, and the issue of new second mortgage 
bonds at the rate of $8,000 a mile has been au- 
thorized to take their place. This will have the 
effect of reducing the bonded indebtedness of 


the company (including the first mortgage) 
from $25, 0 $20,000 a mile. The stockholders 
of the company have ratified this action.

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AMERICAN STUDENTS IN GREECE. 








THE WORK AND NEEDS Of THE PHILO- 


LOGICAL SCHOOL AT ATHENS. 

New-Haven, Conn., July 7.—The Amer- 
ican Philological Association began its seven- 
teenth annual session in this city to-day. Many 
distinguished scholars are present, and a wide 
range of subjects are to be discussed, The chief 
address of the session was delivered to-night by 
Prof. W. W. Goodwin, the eminent Greek 
scholar of Harvard. The American school at 
Athens was his subject. ‘1 want to make an 
earnest appeal,’ he said, “‘to the members of 
this association, individually and_ coliect- 


ively, in behalf of the boldest enterprise 
ever undertaken by our countrymen to 
maintain the broad definition of classte 
philology to which we are pledged. 
It was a wise and farsighted policy which led 
Germany, more than 50 years ago, to establish 
the Archreological Institute in Rome; and it 
was a still wiser policy which led the Imperial 
Government of Germany, about 10 years ago, to 
give this body two homes, one at Rome, and the 
other at the foot of the Acropolis at Athens. 
English scholars soon began to prepare to enter 
the same field. Whileour more cautious Eng- 
lish brethren were planning and securing the 
means to establish themselves, our own more 
impetuous scholars, with admirable zeal, es- 
tablished our school at once, through_ the co- 
operation of 12 American colleges. We have 
thus a foundation which enables us to enter 
upon our fourth year with an honorable record 
in the past and bright hopes in the future. 

"The object of the American school at Athens 
is to afford American students the same advan- 
tages for studying in Greece itself the many 
lessons which the great mother of arts has still 
to teach them as are now ouseres there by 
German and French students and will soon be 
enjoyed by those of England. It will afford the 
most complete facilities for those who wisn to 
make a professional study of the monuments of 
Grecian art and architecture which are pre- 
served in such perfection at Athens; to 
study the vast collections of inscriptions 
which surround the visitor on every side 
as he enters the Acropolis, and to make top- 
og:apbical ‘investigations in Athens, of which 
there is still need in many directions. If our 
school is ever supplied with the means of mak- 
ing independent archeological explorations and 
excavations, as we hope it will be, there is no 
limit to the new opportunities for original 
study which may suddenly be opened to 
students. The ruins of Delphi, with their 
countless buried temples, which peer imploring- 
ly from the scanty earth asif beseeching the 
traveler to restore them to the light of the sun, 
He at this moment only awaiting some one who 
shall excavate them. The French are both will- 
ing and able to complete the work at their own 
expense, while the Greeks are equally willing 
yet unable to meet the expenses of 80 great an 
undertaking. Unfortunately the people of the 
wretched village which now covers these pre- 
cious ruins with only a few feet of earth have 
become fully aware of the value of this sacred 
soil, and now demand $100,000 for their houses 
and lands, of which the Government hesitates to 
dispossess them. But this deadlock must soon 
be ended, and happy will be thescholars who are 
fortunate enourh to be in Greece when the sol- 
emn ailence of that wonderful valley of Delphi is 
first broken by the pickaxe and the spade. 

“The chief object of our school at Athens 
must always be to enlarge the scholarship of 
those who are to teach our youth in our own 
higher institutions by enabling them to com- 
plete their classical studies under all the inspir- 
ing associations of the real Athens. Without 
entering upon any professional investigations in 
either architecture or archeology, without un- 
dertaking excavations, or making special study 
sof inscriptions or disputed points in antiquity, 
every classical student will find a large amount 
of work which he must dosomewhere and which 
he can do nowhere so well as in Greece itself. 
IT hope it may be one of the chef functions of 
the school at Athens to complete and correct the 
strict training in scientific philology which stu- 
dents receive from German universities, or per- 
heps from our own, and thus to give their 
scholarship a practical turn which will be its 
strongest sateguard against pedantry. 

“T wish to make a special appeal at this time 
in behalf of our school, because we are now at 
acrisis in our affairs when it is of the highest 
importance that we should at least begin the 
erection of a building in Athens during the com- 
ing year. It behooves us to accept the liberal 
offer of the Greek Government of a lot of land 
on the slope of Lycabettus, near the French 
school, and adjoining the lot recently granted 
the English school. If we reject this kind offer 
we sball never have an equally good opportunity 
to secure a house in Athens. We began our en- 
terprise in a peculiarly American way; but we 
could not have begun it otherwise, at least 
not for many years. For our full endow- 
ment we need a house in Athens and 
a permanent fund of $80,000 or $100,000, the 
income of which will pay a permanent 
Director, and supply the library with its annual 
needs and defray other expenses. Our school 
can never aspire to the rank which the German 
and French schools now hold unless it can keep 
a Director in Athens who can aspire to be the 
peer of Foucart or K&hler, and this cannot be 
secured by sending a new man each year to take 
charge of the school. Forthe house, furniture, 
and a fund for repairsand future enlargement, 
we need the same sum which the British Gov- 
ernment will invest in their proposed building, 
$20,000. Of this amount $4,000 has already been 
given in, and I call upon all who can contribute 
themselves, or induce others to contribute, to 
see that the remainder is provided in time to be- 
gin our building during the coming year. 

“Nothing that has happened iu this or any 
other country in the last few years has alarmed 
me for the fate of classical studies, or made me 
believe that any otber are likely to supersede 
them as the foundation of literary culture. 
Years ago when Latin and Greek were compul- 
sory at Harvard only five Professors were re- 
quired to teach those branches; now, under an 
optional system, 10 Professors are needed for 
the same work.” 
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CRASH IN A COAL MINE.

A CAVE-IN OF LARGE PROPORTIONS BUT NO 
LIVES LOST. 

WILKESBARRE, Penn., July 7.—A great 
cave-in occurred this morning at No. 3imne of 
the Delaware and Hudson Company, situated in 
the northeastern part of the city. The fire 
bosses on entering the slope were startled by a 
loud rumbling noisé resembling an earthquake. 
Fearing that a cave-in was about to take place, 


they hastened to the surface to inform the 
miners and laborers entering of their dan- 
ger below. No one ventured into the mine 
until about 8 o’clock, when three ex- 
periencea miners went below to_ investi- 
ate the condition of things. They had 
ardly reached the bottom, however, till a 
cave-in took place in a distant part of 
the workings. The pillars were crushed to 
atoms, and the roof fell with a crash. The con- 
cussion was so great that two of the men were 
thrown violently against a pillar, and received 
painful injuries, On the surface the work of 
destruction was even more perceptible. Huge 
crevices in the eartn,.extending hundreds of 
feet in every direction and opening up into 
guping chasms, were plainly discernible, and the 
public were warned that to tread on the dan- 
gerous ground would be attended with prob- 


ably fatal results. Luckily there were 
no houses’ on the surface or they 
would have all been wrecked. <A _ coal 


train passing over the sinking surface had a nar- 
row escape. The hind brakeman felt the car he 
was standing on going down into the earth, 
when he jumped from the top and ran back toa 
place of safety. The railroad track went down 
seven feet and is now atotal wreck. The cave- 
in was caused by the robbing of pillars in the 
mine, which weakened the roof support. The 
aan the owners of the mine will be consid- 
erable. 





UNLUCKY MEN AND MULES. 
GRANTVILLE, Ga., July 7.—Two weeks 
ago T. R. Bingham, of Puckett’s Station, had 
two mules killed by lightning. Hearing that he 
desirea to replace them, Rufus Malcolm and 


John Rowe, from the neighborhood of Rocky 
Mount, went up to Bingbam’s house yesterday 
to sell him their mules. Failing to trade, they 
started for home, and at 4 o'clock P. M., on the 
Newman and Greenville Railroad, a mile and 
a half above Lutherville, in Coweta County, 
they were struck by lightning and both 
mules and men were instantly killed. They were 
riding side by side. One mule fell over on the 
other, with Malcolm between them and Rowe 
just to the right. Malcolm’s clothes were set on 
fire, but it was soon extinguished by Prof. Pren- 
dergrast, who was near by and saw the accident.

UNPLEASANT WEATHER, 
When the result of the Lorillard Stakés 


was flashed over the wires and reached the West- 
ern turf centres there were doubtless many 
heartburhings. Bersan had come East and 
thrown down the gage of battle to the colts and 
fillies who would dare to test his title to the 
proud distinction he had attained upon the 
track, The result of the battle is now known, 
and if an Eastern-bred filly and an Hastern-bred 
colt have won all the honors, sectional feeling 
will not prevent a general acknowledgment on 
the part of Kentucky breeders that New-Jersey 
and. Pennsylvania can produce race horses of the 
highest class. 

It was the great struggle for the valuable 
Lorillard stakes that drew the large crowd to 
Monmouth Park yesterday, and it was a pity 
that the weather rather marred the enjoyment 
of those who ttaveled to witness it. The sky 
was clearand biue until the time forthe races 
to begin, when a flying scud of mist and cloud 
came from the sea and soon enveloped the track, 
bringing a desultory rain that was very annoy- 
ing. This continued all the afternoon. How- 
ever, the racing was s0 good that the vasa- 
ries of the weather were not heeded by 
the crowd, and the excitement ran high 
when the two favorites in the 2-year-old 
race and the Shrewsbury Handicap. were 
beaten. It was essentially a Lorillard day, 
for Pontiac, notwithstanding his heavy impost 
in the Opening mile dash, easily defeated the 
fast horses opposed to him.

work on Stnday. Astute turfmen noticed 
that Bersan pulled up very tired and had not 
been sufficiently acclimated since his journey 
from the West. Pardee was doing well, and he 
had a host of backers. He ran a game race, but 
when he was pulled up it was discovered that he 
had broken down. Tyrant ran up to his form 
and was beaten on his merits. He was simply 
outclassed, This, however, could not be said of 
Bersan, who is a better colt than Joe Cotton, but 
he had not recovered from his long journey. 

In the Shrewsbury Handicap Drake Carter was 
easily beaten, although ridden by Fitzpatrick, 
and the unreliable Thackeray, who was thought 
incapable of going a mile and a half with 114 
pounds up,ran a remarkably good race and 
caused the great surprise of the day. Panique 
was the great tip,and the Dwyers and their 
friends lost thousands of dollars on the result.

The 
day was passed yesterday by the salesmen in 
showing their samplesand soliciting orders f:om 
the dealers, and considering the general depres- 
sion of trade throughout the country, especially 
in the jeweiry tine, the business of the day was 
considered on the whole as satisfactory. large 
number of orders, principally for the cheaper 
grades of jewelry, were secured, and a satis- 
factory foundation was laid for further trade 
during the week. The office of the Astor House 
presented a lively appearance after the close of 
business vesterday afternoon. The corridors 
were thronged with jewelers, many of them 
wearing costly gems, and the waiting and 
reigriin J rooms were filled. The space behind 
the cashier was packed with tier upon tier of 
boxes containing the samples upon which the 
salesmen solicit their orders, and which were 
deemed tvo Valuable to be kept in the rooms of

The traffic in jewelry at the Astor will con- 
tinue during the week, and it‘is expected thata 
large volume of business will be done.

COMMODORE SCHUESSELE REACHES HOME 
SAFELY WITH HIS YACHT. 

The yacht Progress, of the East River 
Yacht Club fleet, sailed up to its anchorage at 
Pottery Beach, Greenpoint, early yesterday 
morning, in good trim, and Commodore James 
Schuessele and his six companions hurried to 
their homes to assure their respective families 
that they were alive and well. Since Monday 
afternoon reports had prevailed that the Prog- 
ress and all on board had been lost in a squall 
off Larchmont. Higit sailing boats owned by 


members of the East River Yacht Club left Pot- 
tery Beach on their annual cruise last Friday. 
Mr, Schuessele, the owner of Progress, was the 
Commodore of the fleet. The boats went direct 
to Larchmont, where they remained during Sat- 
urday, which was the date of the annual regatta 
of the Larchmont Club. 

The yachts started for Greenwich, Conn., after 
leaving Larchmont, but they had proceeded 
only a short distance when an ugiy squall came 
up. The Progress was leuding, and was soon 
separated from the remainder of the fleet. The 
other boats succeeded in making the port of 
Greenwich safely. They waited there until Sun- 
day noon for the Progress, and, seeing nothing 
ot her, concluded that some mishap had befallen 
her. On Sunday evening the yachts went to 
Glenwood, where they remained until afternoon, 
when they went home with the ominous tidings 
that the Commodore and his boat were missing. 

Mr. Schuessele was found at his home, No. 1§ 
Freeman-street, Greenpoint, last night by a 
Times reporter. He said his boat behaved ad- 
mirably in the squall. The reason he did not f° 
into Greenwich was because he mistook the 
landmarks on the shore. He thoucht the old 
Americus Clubhouse was the Rye Beach Hotel. 
The Progress remained at Bellport all night, and 
in the morning she crossed to Northport, where 
she waited until the fog lifted, and then sailed 
over to Greenwich. She reached Greenwich 
about 4 o0’clock Sunday afternoon, and finding 
the other boats of the fleet gone, she leisurely 
followed them home. 


SUGGESTING A CENSOR. 
Curoaco, July 7.—A party of prominent 
Chicago men interested in the Chicago, Milwau- 
kee and St. Paul Railroad left the city yester- 
day foratrip over that line. To-day a friend 
on ’Change telegraphed oneof the members of 


the party, suggesting the appointment of a 
censor for messages sent home. This hint was a 
facetious allusion to what is said to have been 
the inception of the great break in Northern 
Pacific two years ago. There was an excursion 
over that road while it was in process of con- 
struction and the story of an incident of the 
trip runs as follows: 

One of the members of the party remarked to 
another, as they were skimming over the wilds 
north of the Rocky Mountain region: ‘* But 
there’s nobody lives here, you know; this can’t 
pay, you know.” 

To this the person spoken to responded: “ By 
Jove! that's 80; let’s sell.” 

The moment they got toa place where they 
could communicate with New-York the two tel- 
egraphed their orders to sell out their holdings 
of Northern Pacific stock. A few hours after- 
ward, the story being too good to keep, they let 
out to other members of the party what they 
had done, and the result was a stampede. A 
large part of the stock held by the members of 
that excursion party was sold out to their order 
pefore they started on the return rege The 
pressure was followed by other holders, and the 
result is well known. 











A PICTURE OF TRADE. 

A large lithograph cartoon was exhib- 
ited in the trading room of the Produce Ex- 
change yesterday which hit some of the grain 
men pretty hard. For some time exporters have 
complained that the grading standard of grain 
for export was so low that it was hurting Amer- 
ican grain in foreign markets. The picture rep- 
resented an invalid, labeled “Trade,” lying 
upona big bedstead, one of the legs of which was 
very thick and solid and marked “Supply.” 
Another very thin Jeg was marked ** Demand.” 
Standing around the invalid were figures having 
the features of Grain Inspector Sterling, Max 
Held, Alexander Bingham, and the three members 
of the Grain Committee—C. R. Hickox, T. A. 
McIntyre, and E. T. Cushing. Inspector Ster- 
ling appeared in the role of doctor, and, with his 
hand on the invalid’s wrist, he was made to ad- 
dress the members of the Grain Committee as 
follows: *‘ You have reduced him to such a low 
grade that if you give him any more of that 
mixture he will die on your hands. Better try a 
few grains of triticum veritum No. 2, (No. 2 Red, 
the sagenee grade,) and gradually bring him up 
again. 








THE MAYOR MUST ACT. 
Corporation Counsel Lacombe sent to 
Mayor Grace yesterday the result of his exami- 
nation of the act passed at the late session of 
the Legislature requiring the erection of a 
bridge at One Hundred and Eighty-first-street, 
over the Harlem River, for the purpose of ascer- 


taining whether the act is mandatory in its 
character. Under the act the Mayor, Controller, 
and President Sanger, of the Board of Alder- 
men, are authorized to appoint a commission of 
three to construct the bridge, and the Mayor, 
who has been opposed to the project, ia anxious 
to be relieved of the duty of appointing the 
commission.

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RECOMMENDATIONS OF THE BOARD 
OF VISITORS. 
®HE DISCIPLINE PRAISED, MONEY ASKED 

FOR IMPROVEMENTS, AND AN OVER- 
HAULING OF THE STUDIES SUGGESTED. 
WasuHINGTON, July 7.—The Board of Vis- 
ftors to the West Point Military Academy has 
submitted its annual report to the Secretary of 
War. In relation to the discipline of the Acad- 
emy the board reports that, so far as it can as- 
certain, the requirements are reasonable. Cer- 
tainly they are strict, far more so in many things 
than the graduate is called upon to submit to, 
put the object is to teach regularity, system, and 
the great virtue of absolute, cheerful, and ready 
obedience to orders because they are orders. The 
general impression made by the appearance of 
the cadets in drilis and reviews, barracks and 
mess hall. and off duty gives a very favorable 
idea of the discipline and drill of the institution. 
The board is of the opinion that every gradu- 
ate of the Academy should be an expert in the 
use of the rifle, off-hand or lying down, at short 
or long range, completely understanding and 
competent to teach ali thata scientific marks- 
man ought to know. It recommends that in- 


creased opportunities and instruction be given 
with a view to attaining the highest excellence 
with small arms, The board finds that a wise and 
honorabie conduct bas uniformly characterized 
the transactions of all persons in charge of the 
fiscal operations of the Academy. An appro- 
priation of $30,000 is recommended for a new 
gymnasium, $5,000 for improving the cadet laun- 
dry, $10,000 for improving the blacksmith and 
other shops, $12,000, if that sum will suffice, for 
removing the barracks for the cavalry detach- 
ment nearer the stables and riding hall, $5,000 
for changesin the library building, and $175,000 
to make suitable provision for the departments 
of chemistry and philosophy. The board also 
rays that the quarters for the families of the en- 
listed men are very indifferent and new ones are 
needed, 

In regard to instruction at the Academy, it is 
recommended that some parts of the strictly 
military subjects—of tactics, outpost, &c.—be 
studied in each year of the cadet’s life at the 
Academy. All changes which may be made in 
the course of study hereafter shou!d be directed 
to the end of allowing more time to be devoted 
to the study of the science and art of war in all 
its relations. It is also recommended that the 
medical officers should deliver lectures on hy- 
piene to the First Class. The board further rec- 
ommends that the Chief of Engineers be made 
the Inspector of the Acauemy, and that 
the number of appointments “at large” 
be restored to 10 per year. The report incluces 
communications from the Professors of the 
Academy in regard to the time devoted to mathe- 
matics. The majority ot the Professors say that 
the time is not aisproportionally great. The 
Board of Visitors calls the attention of the Secre- 
tary of War to this subject, and recommends 
that the Academy bvard be asked to take into 
consideration the relutive value of the various 
subjects now taught at the Academy.

SCHOOL TRUSTEES TROUBLED. 

WASHINGTON, July 7.—An acrimonious 
quarrel between members of the Board of 
School Trustees of this city has been under in- 
vestigation by District Commissioner West for 
several days. Charges no less serious than 
“ falsification of teachers’ pay rolls” and diver- 
sion of public moneys into unauthorized chan- 


nels were among the items on the indictment 
brought by one Trustee against another, though 
there appears to have been no intimation in any 
quarter that the personal gain of the’Trustee 
was among the motives for any of the alleged 
irregularities. Gen. West, who was not author- 
ized to sit in judgment upon the matters in- 
volved, but merely to take the testimony in the 
case, brought the inquiry to an end this fore- 
noon. 

The last development was one which seems to 
touch the record of the District Commissioners 
themselves. Capt. Burton Ross, of one of the 
local militia companies, an employe of the War 
Department, was called as a witness and testified 
that he received pay at the rate of $25 a month 
as Tactical Instructor of the High School boys, 
having received the money from the hands of 
one of the High Schoo! pupils, who held the rank 
of Major in the pupils’ battalion. Capt. 
Ross undersood that his name went 
upon the pay rolls the first month 
as that of an instructor, but upon 
inquiry this was found to be obnoxious to the 
law. which forbids the payment of two Govern- 
mental salaries to the same employe. It was 
thereafter so arrangea that he received the 
money from the Major of the schooi battalion. 
Gen. West entered upon the record a statement 
to the effect that the high school *“ Major” was 
borne upon the rolls as an assistant instructor. 
The Commissioners had decided that when a per- 
son was employed to dO a certain work and the 
work was done the employe had a right to make 
such use as he might choose of his money.

4. A merchant aporaiser is only entitled, under

apy one day upon more than one reappraisement such 
compensation shall be contributed pro rata by the sev- 
eral importers tor whom the reappraisements were 
held, (Letter to Collector of Customs at New- Y ork.) 

5. Certain earthenware “thirds” in an invoice of 
earthenware of different qualities which were ad- 
vanced on reappraisement over 10 per cent.. are heid 
to be liable to the additional (penal) duty of 20 per 
cent. ad valorem, under section 2,000 Revised statutgs, 
notwithstanding the tact that such advance did not 
pdvance the whole invoice over 10 per cent. in value.

6. Certain so-called printing paper, but which, upon 
Investigation, was found to consist of tissue paper, 
generally used for wrapping and various purpuses 
other than printing, is dutiable at the rate of 25 per 
cent. ad valorem, under the provision of T. 1., new, 
8¥2, for “paper not specially enumerated or provided 
for.” (Letter to Collector of Customs at Philadelphia.)

Brainerd & Co., of 
Joliet, Ill., were the lowest bidders, A protest against 
their being awardea the contract was filed by Straub & 
Co., of Buftialo, the next lowest bidders, on the ground 
that Brainerd & Co. arethe contractors for the labor 
of the Iilinois State prison and would employ convict 
labor on the Post Office. The matter was referred to 
Solicitor McCue, who gave an opinion that the depart- 
ment should not be expected to dictate the means by 
which contractors perform their work, and that he did 
not believe the protest a valia one. Secretary Man- 
ning has sustained the Solicitor and the contract will 
be awarded to Brainerd & Co, 

Postmaster-General Vilas has been investi- 
gating the methods formerly pursued in the depart- 
ment in leasing buildings for Post Offices, and has ar- 
rived at the conclusion that in certain cases, where 
leases have been made for a number of years, (in some 
instances for periods of 20 years,) the prices paid by 
the Government were exorbitunt. The Attorney-Gen- 
eral holds that, in the absence of express authority 
conferred by a tof Congress, the Postmaster-General 
has no right to make a lease for any period beyond the 
time for which the appropriation was made. Under 
this decision Postmaster-General Vilas feels that the 
Jeases are not obligatory upon the Government, and 
proposes to terminate them upon notice, in cases where 
it appears proper for him to do so.

VIVISECTION IN ENGLAND. 


From the London Spectator, June 27. 

The annual meeting of the Victoria- 
Street Anti-Vivisection Society, held on the 
12th inst.—a meeting of which an adequate re- 
port has only just appeared—was remarkable for 
four speeches; one by Prof. J. Rendel Harris, 
who resigned his seat in the Johns Hopkins 


University rather than acquiesce in the intro- 
duction of vivisection into that university; one 
by Mr. Bernard Coleridge, one by the Bishop of 
Oxford, and one by Mr. Lawson Tait, the emi- 
nent surgeon. Prof. Rendel Harris—who with 
excellent taste declined to attack the 
university he had just quitted in order 
that he might pose as a martyr—criti- 
cised Mr. Busk’s official report on the vivisec- 
tional operations of last year from the optimist 
point of view. He showed how much the act of 
1876 had prevented. Evenif Mr. Busk’s report 
were not as exhaustive as it should be—and of 
this Mr. Coleridge gave adequate evidence— 
Prof, Rendel Harris showed how the act had 
succeeded in limiting English physiological ex- 
periments on tiving animals to a few hundreds, 
many of them almost painless; while in the 
English and American physiological laboratories 
the number of victims are to be counted 
by the thousand. Moreover, no less 
than 30 per cent. of the English licen- 
sees return “no experiments at all,” and 
it is very improbable that they would make any 
such return had not the act virtually taken the 
heart out of English vivisection, Mr. Bernard 
Coleridge, in an able speech, criticised Mr. 
Busk’s report from an opposite point of view. 
He showed that in many respects it did not tally 
with the tacts reported in the medical journals— 
Dr. Sydney Ringer, for instance, who has made 
many experimerits, having held no license—but 
is Mr. Coleridge sure that Dr. Ringer’s experi- 
ments were made in this country? And he showed 
that the same criticism applies to Dr. Gaskell, 
ot Cambridge—who may also, however, have 
gone to the Continent to make his experiments. 
The Bishop of Oxford also made a very able 
speech, in which he pointed out that the friends 
of vivisection tell youin the same breath that 
it is unfair to agitate against them since they do 
so littie, and that they demand full liberty todoa 
great deal more. Well, it will certainly not do 
to withdraw the agitation against a practice 
which is quiescent only because it feels 
its fetters, and which loudly demands that 
these fetters shall be removed. Mr. Law- 
s0n Tait’s speeeh was very weighty 
from the point ot view of a great sur- 
geon. Heshowed how utterly inapplicable are 
experiments made on the livers of dogs to jus- 
tify conclusions concerning the action of the 
human liver. ‘I am quite sure,” he concluded, 
“that many even of the vivisectors themselves 
will come to the conclusion which the lessons of 
surgery and pathology have taught me, that 
vivisection is not only uselessin solving riddles 
such as we haveto deal with, but that it is ab- 
solutely misleading.” 


VIRGINIA’S FINANOIAL DISGRAOE. 

RiIcHMOND, Va., July 7.—Mr. William L. 
Royall, counsel for the English holders of Vir- 
ginia bonds, has returned from London. In re- 
lation to his mission he says that the Council of 
Foreign Bondholders, as well as individual hold- 
ers of bonds, aretoaman unalterably opposed 
to making any proposition of compromise to the 
State. If any adjustment is ever effected the 
move toward it will have to come from the 


State. The creditors have a deep feeling of re- 
sentment at the treatment they have received. 
They say they have had two settiements 
with the State, in each of which they greatly 
reduced their just claims, and the only return 
they have received is the utter denial of 
their rights and such abuse as is bestowed 
upon pickpockets. Mr. Royall believes that if 
the fatal policy that has been adhered to of war 
upon the bondholders was changed into a pacific 
policy of conciliation and friendly negotiation 
that some adjustment could be arrived at, but 
so long as the authorities of the State maintain 
their present attitude of defiance and pillage the 
State will get deeper and deeper into the mire. 
The State creditors are determined to test to its 
final conclusion the question whether the insti- 
tutions of this Government are equal to sustain- 
ing themselves. *‘ It makes a Virginian hang 
his head in shame,” said Mr. Rovall, ** to see how 
this State is thought ofin England. Itisenough 
to kill any measure in London to let thename of 
Virginia appear to be connected with it.” 








A “PRIMROSE” WEDDING.

The last meeting of the old Board of Di- 
rectors of the Cable Railway Company was held 
at No. 206 Broadway yesterday, and a new board 
was elected for the ensuing year by the stock- 
holders, There are 20,000 shares into which the 
capita! stock is divided, and 19,995 of these were 
voted on at the meeting.

MRS. VAN ANTWERP'’S CHILD.

LAWYERS DISCUSS HER HUSBAND’S RIGHT 
TO ITS CUSTODY. 

Argument was heard by Judge Barrett, 
in Supreme Court, Chambers, yesterday, on the 
motion for the confirmation of the report of 
Reteree Requier in favor of Elizabeth Van 
Antwerp’s plea to be given the custody of her 
child, George T. Van Antwerp, who was taken 
from her by her husbard, William Van Antwerp. 
Ex-Recorder James M. Smith, who appeared for 


Van Antwerp, argued that Referee Reauier’s 
findings of law and fact were not justified by the 
evidence before him or the precedents. 
He insisted that the Referee had wrongfully 
stigmatized Van Antwerp as a man of bad moral 
character, and had avoided the effect ot the tes- 
timony showing tbat Mrs. Van Antwerp had 
shown herself unable to care for the child. The 
finding as to his moral character not being well 
founded, he said, the father had the prior right 
to the custody of the child, of which he was 
equally as capable ina pecuniary sense as his 
wife of caring for. The ex-Recorder admitted 
that Van Antwerp had made the mistake of 
making use of his wife’s fortune in his business, 
but he denied that his act was larceny and that 
the Referee had the rightto judge of it in the 
case before him. 

John O. Mott, who moved for the confirmation 
of the report, flercely denounced Van Antwerp 
asa man who had shamelessly robbed his wife, 
and consequently his child, and, after the dis- 
covery of his misdeeds, had traduced the persons 
on whom he had lived for y-ars. He insisted 
that the evidence proved him to be an unfit cus- 
todian of the child, not alone because of his use 
of his wife’s property, but because he utterly 
abandoned his wite and child last April. Judge 
Barrett reserved his decision.

MRS. SCHOENBERGER BEATEN AND THROWN 


DOWN STAIRS. 

Esther Schoenberger, of No. 259 Stanton- 
street, appeared yesterday at the Essex Market 
Police Court as a complainant against a tellow- 
tenant, Samuel Danziger, whom she charged 
with breaking into her mother’s room and pull- 
ing her mother out of bed, then pulling her hair 
and beating her, and finally throwing her down 
stairs. Her mother, she said, was taken to Belle- 


vue Hospitalin consequence of the injuries she 
had received. Justice O’Reilly held the accused 
to await the result of the woman's injuries. 

Coroner Levy was called to Bellevue Hospital 
in the afternoon to take the ante-mortem state- 
ment of Mrs. Schoenberger, whose condition 
had become critical. She said that she was 84 
years old and the wife of Benjamin Schoenber- 
ger, and was the mother of seven children, the 
youngest an infant. About 8:30 o'clock on 
Monday evening, while she was lying upon 
her bed nursing her infant, Danziger en- 
tered her room and struck her daughter 
Esther, ai girl of 14, Her husband 
was absent, and she remonstrated with Dan- 
ziger, who thereupon exclaimed: ** Now you are 
at home I will kill you.” ‘** He then,” she testi- 
fled, ** pulled me off the bed, caught me by the 
neck and threw me on the floor, trampled on 
me, kicked me on different parts of the body and 
on the abdomen, dragged me outof the room, 
and threw me down two flights of stairs. His 
relatives and friends, about ten in number, as- 
sisted | him. lnever had any quarrel with Dan- 
ziger.” 

Mrs. Schoenberger was ina critical condition 
last night. 





THE FIRST JEWISH PEER. 

The London Jewish Chronicle, in an- 
nouncing the intention of the Queen to oreate 
Sir Nathaniel M. de Rothschild a peer of the 
United Kingdom, says: ‘* Sir Nathaniel wiil as- 
sume the title of Lord Rothschild. His eleva- 


tion to the House of Lords not only confers 
personal honor on_ the recipient of the 
Queen’s gracious favor, but also. sheds 
lustre upon the entire Jewish community. Tne 
creation of the first Jewish per in England is 
one of the most significant of the acts of Mr. 
Gladstone, to whose advocacy in part it was due 
that Baron Rothsci:ild, Sir Nathaniel’s father, 
was eventually enabled to sit in the House of 
Commons. To Mr. Gladstone, it will be re- 
membered, is also due the appointment of the 
jate Sir George Jessel, first as Solicitor-General 
and subsequently as Master of the Rolls. By the 
Parliamentary Oath Amendment bill, which re- 
ceived the royal assent on May 1, 1866, Lord 
Rothschild will be enabled to take his seat 
amon, the peers Of England without any diffi- 
culty in connection with the oath to be adminis- 
tered to him.” 





HANGED HIMSELF ON THE ROOF. 

Ernest Gerdes, an insane German, 36 
years of age, utilized a wooden framework on 
the roof of his residence, No. 321 Broome-street, 
as a gallews, on which he hanged himself yester- 
day morning. He was ap unmarried man, and 
for the past six years worked for and boarded 
with John Miller, acigar manufacturer at the 
above address. Gerdes had been drinking very 
heavily of late, and on Monday he was suffering 
from delirium tremens, when Mr. Miller called 
ina physician to attend him, The doctor said 
Gerdes ought to be put in an asylum, 

Steps were being taken with this object in 
view, but they were rendered unnecessary by 
the suicide. He lett his room at 3 o’clock yester- 
day and said that he was going on the root fora 
breath of fresh air. Two hours later he was 
found hanging by a piece of rope twisted about 
his neck to a wooden framework consisting of 
two uprights and a crosspiece, erected on the 
roof for drying clothes. He was quite dead 
when fouud, 





AN EX-SALOON KEEPER MISSING, 
The wife of Ernest Ludwig, who former- 
ly kept a lager beer saloon at No. 28 Rivington- 
street, called at Police Headquarters yesterday 
in great distress aud reported the disappearance 
of her husband. Owing to the refusal of the 


Board of Excise to grant a license for the place 
because a portion of tie premises was occuvied 
by dissolute women his business was broken up. 
The brewer who held a mortgave on the fixtures 
of the place sold out the establishment, leaving 
Ludwig penniless and in debt. He was despond- 
ent in consequence. On the 28th ult. he went 
out and since that time his wife has neither seen 
nor heard trom him. The woman is in absolutely 
destitute circumstances. A general alarm de- 
scribing the missing man was telegraphed to all 
police stations.

A FUNERAL POSTPONED, 


UNDERTAKERS IN A RUMPUS OVER BRUNO 
PEREIRA’S BODY, 

The funeral of Bruno Pereira, who shot 
himself on the Fourth of July at No. 153 El- 
dridge-street, was to have taken place yesterday, 
butit had to be postponed on account of a 
quarrel between two undertakers. Ferdinand 
Brown, of East Houston-street, was askea to 
take charge of the bodv directly after the shout- 
ing, and accordingly placed it on ice and pre- 
pared for the funeral. Then the mother of the 
young man, who lives in Para, Brazil, sent word 
to her lawyers here to take charge of 
the funeral and ener placed it in the 
hands of Herbst Brothers, who turned it 
over to Diehl’s Funeral Bureau. This incensed 
Undertaker Brown, and bis indignation was not 
in the least decreused when it was rumored that 
the parents of the dead man were millionaires, 
He had the death certificate and the burial per- 
mit, and he refused to give up either to Mr.

Mr. Diehi’s bill only amounted to $84, and he re- 
fused to comply with the demand. He offered 
Mr. Brown §20, which he claims is the entire 
profit of the funeral, for tne trouble he had 
already had, but Mr. Brown would not accept 
it. Then he offered to turn the whole matter 
over to Brown, and he refu-ed to take it. The 
health authorities refused to issue a second per- 
mit, but addressed a letter to Brown advising 
him to give up the body. The agents of Mr. 
Diehl will take the matter into court this morn-

A SPENDTHRIFT MONARCH. 
Public attention is again being directed 
to the eccentricities of King Ludwig of Bavaria. 
His Majesty is represented, the Berlin cor- 
respondent of the London Daily Chronicle says, 
as having become more inaccessible than ever, 
and as having dismissed the greater part of his 


servants, hisimmediute attendants now being a 
body of light ® cavalry, a condition of 
whose service is that they follow his 
Majesty’s behests with the most implicit 
obedience. The royal expenditure has increased 
at such arate that unless a stop is at once Fe 
upon it, a financial catastrophe must ensue. The 
private theatrical performances which the King 
delights in, with himself as sole spectator, have 
been of the most lavish description of late, 
and have sensibly tended to the depletion 
of the royal exchequer. His Majesty’s 
craze for’ the erection of sumptuous 
edifices—also for his unique enjoyment 
—has likewise been much indulged in of late, 
and further works are in course of construc- 
tion, whiie others are being planned. The 
8,500,000 marks (£425,000) which was advanced 
about ayearand a half ago by some Munich 
banks has already been exhausted, in great part 
bv the royal menus plaisirs, and the exchequer 
is again empty, or nearly so. It had been 
thought that this last named liability would 
have been wiped off by the 8,000,000 marks which 
Prince Maximilian of Taxis was said to have 
left the King, but it now appears that King 
Ludwig inherited nothing under the Prince’s 
will. All this, of course, concerns the King’s 
private purse, but as a continuance in this poli- 
cy of mad extravagance must involve the king- 
dom in difficulties, it is by no means unlikely 
that the Landtag will shortly insist upon 
the King’s private affaira being submitted 
to its judgment. It is certain that mat- 
ters cannot go on much longer in their pres- 
ent condition. Public dissatisfaction has, 
indeed, reached such a pitch that there is much 
talk of a change of ruler. King Ludwig, who 
is in his thirty-ninth year, has as his next heir 
his brother Otto, who, however, is unfortu- 
nately insane. His next nearest relative is his 
uncle, Prince Luitpold, who, however, wou:d 
hardly be likely to succeed his ‘nephew 
on account of his weight of years—he 
is 62—and then comes the son of Prince 
Luitpold and cousin of the King, Prince Lud- 
wig, who is married to an Austrian Princess and 
is the father of some nine or ten children. 
Prince Ludwig is just turned 40 years of age 
and isin every respect an amiable personage; 
and there can be little doubt that in the 
event of the Bavarians being able to in- 
duce their eccentric sovereign to definitely 
betake himself to the solitude he loves so 
well, Prince Ludwig would be chosen as his suc. 
cessor. The Prince is not only of amiable dis- 
position, but he is a man of high intellectual 
capacity, of simple tastes, and is much interest- 
ed in art, science, and agriculture—tbree things 
that cannot fail to endear him to the people of 
Munich, and indeed to al] Bavarians. 


WANT TO BUY MEXICAN TERRITORY. 

Santa F's, New-Mexico, July 7.—A call 
fora mass meeting in favor of annexation by 
purchase of the northern tier of States of Mex- 
ico has appeared over the signatures of about 
a hundred representative Spanish-Americans of 


both Mexico and the United States. The plan 
contemplates the sending by the United States 
Government of a commission composed of lead- 
ing statesmen to treat with the Government of 
Mexico for the purchase of the States of Chi- 
huabua, Sonora, Durango, andjCohabuhila. It is 
claimed that the ide mililons in the Treasury 
could be put to no better use, as these Stutes are

Let us keep in mind that the ill-health 
was similar and froma similar cause—literar 
overwork—that the two ladies were of exalte 
character and intelligence, and that they had 
the same physician- a mind curer, Now, is there 
any way to account tor the opposite results save 
that of contrasted temperaments? Mrs. Bur- 
nett bas in avery rare degree the inspirational 
temperament. She has something of the 
mystic in her disposition. She is poetic, 
impressionable, receptive. Miss Alcott, while 
imaginative and creative, has the practical 
rather than the romantic and poetic tem- 
perament: and I venture to say this, know- 
ing that Miss Alcott has written charm- 
ing verse, as bas also Mrs. Burnett, although 
neither of the two makes a specialty of poctic 
composition and both are professional novelists. 
But Miss Alcott’s stories are of the realistic, 
while Mrs. Burnett's are of the romantic, school. 
Again, there are many who have, ina high de- 
gree, the poetic temperament who do not write 
poetry, and one might almost add that there are 
writers of poetry who have not the poetic tem- 
perament. Now, without making any tnvidious 
distinction which would be impossible between 
two women who are each so notable and so high- 
ly esteemed, might not this difference of tem- 
perament account for the different results in 
their experiment of the metaphysical cure? 
Miss Alcott is, I should say, meg ey by nature, 
while I should equally fancy that Mrs. Burnett 
is trustful and believing without being, in any 
sense, unduly credulous. Very likely Ido not 
more than approximate to the truth, if that, in 
this crude generalization. 





OVERBOARD FROM A FERRYBOAT. 


A CRIPPLE FALLS OR JUMPS INTO THE 
WATERS OF THE BAY. 

Just before the Staten Island ferryboat 
Westfiela started on her 8 o'clock trip on Mon- 
day evening a one-legged man, who used 
crutches, hobbled on board. He seemed to be 
about 35 years of age, and was dressed in a well- 
worn dark suit, and wore a black derby hat. He 
sat down in the “ gents’ cabin” at first, and then 
went uptothe aft gangway on the main deck, 
close to the paddlebox, Here he laid down nis 
crutches, and then leaned on the rail and looked 
listlessly out to seaward during the entire trip. 
He did not get off at any of the land- 
ings, and Capt. Brooker collected his re- 


turn fare when the boat started back 
at 9o’clock. One of the deck hands saw him 
stillleaning against the rail after the boat had 
left Tompkinsville. There were very few pas- 
sengers on this trip and none were near him on 
the deck. The same deck hand passed through 
the gangway 10 minutes later, and found the 
crutches leaning against the rail and the hat the 
man had worn on the deck, but the man himself 
was missing. Capt. Brooker was notified anda 
thorough search of the boat was made, but the 
lame man could not be found. The boat was 
searched again after the slip was reached, 
but no trace could be discovered of the 
owner of the hat and crutches. The ocon- 
clusion was finally arrived at that the 
man had either fallen or jumped overboard, ard 
the police were notified. The hat and crutches 
were left at the ferryhouse yesterday for pur- 
poses of identification, but no one called to look 
atthem. Thereis nothing in the hat or about 
the crutches that furnishes any ciue to the per- 
sonality of the man who used them. The label 
in the hat bears the name of Lincoln & Bennett, 
of London. 

The body was found last evening in the Nar- 
rows, off Fort Wadsworth, and taken to the 
Stapleton Morgue. Coroner Schingler searched 
the clothing and found letters and papers ad- 
dressed to * Henry Bracht, care of John F. Voss, 
hotel and restaurant, No. 910 Spring Garden, 
Philadelphia.” 





JEWISH CONSCRIPTS IN FINLAND. 

The St. Petersburg correspondent of the 
London Times writes: “A very cunmous note 
appearsin the newspapers in connection with 
the Finnish troops and the Jewish question to 
the effect that Jews who have to undergo 
their share of military service in Finland 
will be permitted to reside freely in the 


Grand Duchy until June 1, 1886. How 
magnanimous of the Government to permit its 
Hebrew subjects to perform their military duties 
to the Crown without let or hindrance, and then 
to reward them, when no longer required, by ig- 
nominious restrictions and expulsion! The Jews 
naturally appreciate this unfair exchange to the 
full, and do their best to evade military service 
altogether. Itisasignificant fact that inthe 
last conscription nearly 16,000 Jews failed 
to put in an appearance in their various 
districts, or more than 50 per cent. of the whole 
number of those who evaded the law. The 
Bashkirs and Tartars, to say nothing of secta- 
rians like the Memnonites, for instance, are also 
much compluined of for using various means, 
such as injuring their fingers and lessening the 
measurement of the chest, in order to escape 
military service. A number of Bashkirs have 
just been brought to account for reduc- 
ing the size of their chests by semi- 
starvation and other tricks, and thus obtain- 
ing medical certificates of exemption. In Rus- 
sia aconscript is rejected by the doctors if his 
chest does not measure at least half the length of 
his stature. In one quarter only of asmall dis- 
trict there were 150 men disqualified on this ac- 
count out of 500, which fact led to a strict inves- 
tigation. It was found, several months after- 
ward, that those rejected had quite recovered 
their norma! healthy condition, and measured 
even more than was necessary round the chest.” 





A FOOLISH SWIMMER'S LEAP. 
READING, Penn., July 7.—Monroe Bech- 
tel, a young and expert swimmer, with a num- 
ber of friends were yesterday swimming in the 
Schuylkill near the railroad bridge. Bechtel 
proposed jumping from the top of the bridge 
into the river, a distance of 75 feet. The river at 


this point is 18 feet in depth. Heclimbed up the 
braces and stood fora moment. Then, holding 
his nose with his right hand and with his left 
band pressed closely to his side, he sprang into 
the air and shot down with fearful rapidity. 
When some distunce from the water he doubled 
up his legs and struck the waterin that way. 
He remained under water about a minute, his 
companions in a boat anxiously waiting his ap- 
pearance on the surface. He was assisted into 
the boat, bleeding copiously from the nose for 
afew minutes. He says he was not hurt, but 
will never make the jump again. 





PROF. TYNDAi L’S TRUST. 
PHILADELPHIA, July 7.—The liberal con- 
tribution of Prof. John Tyndall for the endow- 
meut of ascholarship in the University of Penn- 


sylvania was formally received and the deed of 
trust ordered to be executed at the meeting of 
the Trustees of the institution this afternoon. 
The deed of trust sets forth that the donor de- 
termined to devote the proceeds of a series of 
lectures delivered in this country in 1872 and 1872 
to the education of young men who bad evinced 
decided talents in physics. By judicious in- 
vestment of the sum set apart tor this purpose 
the fund increased to $32,400, of which the Uni- 
versity of Pennsylvania receives one-third. 





SPORADIC (HOLERA IN OHIO. 
ToLEeDO, Ohio, July 7.—About 50 Poles 
implicated in the riot of June 28 have been shut 
up in the city prison since the occurrence. The 
prison is badly ventilated, aud two and three 


men have been placed in each cell, Several of 
the men have been ailing for several days. Yes- 
terday two of them were taken with spasms 
and cramps. The physicians called pronounced 
them cases of sporadic cholera. The sick men 
were taken to the prison hospital, and are ap- 
parently doing well. The prisoners were after- 
ward taken into the police court and the prison 
thoroughly cleansed and disinfected. 


SMALIPOX 1N A TENEMENT HOUSE. 

Arthur Keenan, a child 344 vears old, was 
found sick with smallpox in the apartments of 
its parents, in the tenement house No. 2,203 
Fourth-avenue. The child was removed to 
Riverside Hospital. This is the second case of 
smallpox reported in this city in over a year, and 
the sanitary officials have not been able to trace 
the infection. The apartments have been thor- 
oughly disinfected and fumigated, and the house 
will remain under observation.

CHAUTAUQUA, N, Y., July 7.—The Ohio 
State Teachers’ Association began its thirty- 
ninth annual meeting here to-day.

A DISASTROUS TRIP. 


THE THREE ACCIDENTS WHICH OCOURRED 
ON ONE TRAIN. 
Fram the Omaha (Neb.) Bee, July 8 

The passengers on the Atlantic express 
on the Union Pacific, which arrived here 
Wednesday morning, tell of a series of fatal acci- 
dents which occurred in the passage from the 
West. 

The first one was of singular weirdness occur- 
ring at Green River. Among the passengers 01 
this train was a finelooking, well dressed 
Frenchman, whose baggage indicated that he 
was a man of means. While the train lay at 
Green River he walked about and taok in the 
grand scenery, which at length seems to have 
turned his brain, He suddenly entered the car, 
left his hat, valise, &c,, on the seat he had occu- 
pied, and leaving the train bareheaded struck 


off on adead run for the lofty hills which rise 
almost perpendicularly from the city, crowned 
by summits of peculiar rocks. He was pursued 
for same distance by the railway employes, but 
was seen to reach the summit of the highest 
ridges, throw his arms above his head wildly, 
and leaping from the crag disappeared. 

At Point of Rocks the second sensational oc- 
eurrence took place. A man by the name of 
Pat Hopkins, who came from County Galway, 
Ireland, and had been in this country about four 

ears, was on thetrain with his siater, both 

ound for the old country, intending to sail 
from New-York July 4, Pat was about 32 years 
of age, and his sister, a handsome young lady, 
was apparently a few og ounger. The lady 
said that ber brother had alwaya been in good 
health, and was sound in mind, but that in mak- 
ing the trip across the mountains he seemed un- 
easy and expressed his fears that some calamity 
was pending over him. The train reached Point 
ot Rocks about dusk, and just befare it ar- 
rived there Monday night Hopkins told 
his sister tnat he was going to see a friend in the 
rear of the train. He passed out on the plat- 
form, and that is the last the sister ever saw of 
him. When the train had run about 30 miles, 
search was made for himand he was not to be 
found on the train. The conductor is reported 
to have seen a man creeping up one of the steep 
declivities which line the road here, and it is 
supposed that the man jumped or fell off, and 
has wandered away into the desert, where he 
must soon die of thirst and hunger untegs res- 
cued. A large amount of telegravhing was done 
the next morning to learn news of the unfort- 
unate fellow, but without success. His sister 
continued on her journey alone, not seeming to 
realize the gravity of the situation, 

As if to round up the horrors of the trip Frank 
Thomas, of Thomaston, Me., breathed his last 
about daylight ‘'uesday morning, the disease 
carrying him off being consumption. An in- 
quest was deemed unneceseary, and the body 
was turned over to the railway compxny to be 
shipped on to the destination oalled tor on the 
ticket. The deceased had letters on his person, 
from which {t was learned that he had a brother, 
Bartley J, Thomas, living in Thomaston, who 
was telegraphed the sad news.

PAYING THE DEATH PENALTY. 


JAMES KANE HANGED FOR KILLING GIS 
BROTHER. 

PHILADELPHIA, July 7.— James Kane 
was hanged in the county prison at 10:06 this 
morning. The crime for which Kane was exe- 
cuted was committed on the night of Jan. 11 in 
a saloon kept by the murderer and Albert Fox. 
Andrew Kane, the younger brother of the pris- 
oner, was shot in the breast so that he lived 
but a few hours. He refused to say 
who shot him. While there was no doubt 
as to the guilt of James, the cause of 
the shooting was not brought out at the 
trial, but it is generally believed that the 
brothers quarreled over Amanda Cross, the 
murderer’s mistress. Both were drunk, and, 
being desperate men, the murder followed nat- 
urally from the collision. It is reported that 
Kane denies that the woman was the cause of 
the shooting, and says that orly his spiritual! ad- 
viser shall ever know the true story of the mur- 
der. Kane was one of the last of a murder- 
ous fang which has been gradually extermi- 
nated by its members being sent to the gal- 
lows and the penitentiary and by murdering 
each other. Kane killed James Dougherty, one 
of the gang, in 1872, and served seven years for 
manslaughter. He was under bail upon a 
charge of passing counterfeit money when he 
murdered his brother. The condemned man 
was perfectly tranquil, He appeared thorough- 
ly contrite, and seemed to have uo thought of 
anything but the ministrations of the priests. 
He expressed sorrow that his victim had been 
sent into eternity unprepared, and his last hours 
were entirely devoted to prayer. The drop fell 
while he was still on his knees, and his death 
seemed to be instantaneous,

THE FRENCH LANGUAGE IN CANADA. 

The Montreal (Canada) Gazette quotes as 
follows Prof. Rivet in an address before the 
University of New-Brunswick: "Now, the 
question arises what is the language of our Do- 
minion ? I suppose there ought to be only one 
answer to this. Canadais an English possession: 
we acknowledge the British flag, and any other 
raised in defiance would be torn down and 
trampled under foot. Nevertheless we cannot 
ignore the fact that the French element forms a 
third of our entire population and that that ele- 
ment is strongly united, vigorous, and intelli- 
gent, and, although receiving no aid from im- 
migration, is increasing at an enormous rate. 
It is fast invading the New-Engiand States, 
crowding out the English-speaking people from 
Eastern Ontario, and planting everywhere in 
the West large and prosperous colonies, And 
when we remember what were tlie Acadians of 
only a very few years ago, unknown, illiterate 
with scarcely any exception, despised often, 
with what they are now, whose influence is be- 
ginning to be felt even at Ottawa, and who pos- 
sess very efficient colleges in all the large cen- 
tres where they are to be found, we are forced 
to admit the importance of that element, and to 
recognize that in Canada we have two lan- 
guages. The hope of doing away with the 
French must be abundoned forever. Fifty — 
ago it might have been possibie; to-day it is im- 
practicable. We have to submit to fate and 
realize fully that soon the most successfu! poli- 
ticians, the officials, merchants, and others in 
our Dominion will be those who can understand 
and speak both languages, In Switzerland, 
where a portion of the population is French and 
the other German, all public men have found it 
necessary to learn equully well the idioms of 
both peopies. Our circumstances appear simi- 
lar.”’ 





TWO NEGROES LYNOHED. 

GrraRpD, Kan., July 7. — At Baxter 
Springs, :Cherokee County, a girl 14 years old 
was waylaid and terribly maltreated on Satur- 
day atternoon. John Lawrence, colored, aged 
17 years, was arrested for the crime and brought 
to Columbus at night for safe keeping. A mob 
followed, andin some way a young white man 
named Wolf, one of the party, was shot and 
killed. Sunday morning the colored boy was 
brought here and lodged in jail. When the train 
from Baxter Springs reached bere at noon yes- 
terday about 20 men got off near the station and 
scattered through the town. Half an hour 
later a number of armed men made a dush for 
the jail, broke down the fron door, took the pris- 
oner outtwo blocks west of the jail, and hanged 
himtoa rafter ot an unfinished house. Then 
oneof them, said to be the father of the girl, 
emptied his revolver into the eB The par- 
ticipantsin the lynching then walked out of 
town and returned to their homes, 

TRINITY, Texas, July 7.—James Hathorn, 
colored, who attempted a criminal assault upon 
the 4-year-old daughter of a prominent citizen 
Friday night, was captured by a Sheriff s posse 
near Lovelady Sunday morning and placed in 
jail, At night, fearing that the indignant citi- 
zens would lynch the negro, the officers secreted 
him in the woods and tied him to atree. While 
they were gone for water the prisoner was taken 
by a mob and tianged within 200 yards of the 
county jail, where his body was found hanging 
yesterday morning. ’

from Vienna, stating that *The noble vineyards 
of the Hegyalja, including the famous Tokay 
district, which bave hitherto been but slightly 
affected by the phylloxera, are this season al- 
most totully covered by the insect, and are 
threatened with complete destruction.’ Will 
you kindly allow me, as a wine grower and 
member of the Phylioxera Committee for this 
county, (Zemplin,) to correct the above? About 
a fortnight ago phylioxera was discovered in 
several vineyards at Térczal, on the west side of 
the Tokay hill, and since then it has been discov- 
ered near Szerencs, but as the district is over 80 
miles in length it will take many years to de- 
stroy the whole, and I hope that with Govern- 
ment aid and our own exertions we shali be able, 
by planting the American vines, to produce the 
famous Tokay in spite of the phylloxera, Of 
course we must graft our ‘furmint’ 


on the 
American vine.”

The Chicago car drivers and conductors 
fave gained a substantial victory by their 
strike. A compromise has been agreed to 
according to which the company is to 
take back the strikers and such of the 
originally discharged sixteen men as a 
board of arbitrators consisting of three 
disinterested persons shall decide to 
have been discharged without proper 
cause. Probably if the company had 
consented in the first place to refer 
the case of the discharged men to 
arbitration or to give a fair hearing in 
regard to the cause for discharging them, 
instead of treating the demand for their 
reinstatement with contempt, the whole 
trouble and disgrace of the last week 
would have been avoided. As it is, the 
company has permitted its employés to 
win the prestige of a successful contest, 
in which violence has played an unfori- 
unate part and the weakness of the legal 
authorities of the city has been exposed. 








The falling off in the earnings of the 
three principal trunk lines of railroad 
from the West for the first quarter of this 
year as compared with the corresponding 
quarter of last year is no doubt to be at- 
tributed in part to the breaking down of 
the ‘“‘ pool” and the cutting of rates. The 
figures which we print elsewhere give no 
means of judging absolutely, as the volume 
of business for the two periods compared 
is not indicated. Neither is it shown 
how far these three lines were affected by 
the increased competition due to the 
West Shore and the extension of the 
Lackawanna. The reduction in running 
" expenses may be due in some measure to 
asmaller volume of business, except in 
the case of the Erie, which shows a con- 
siderable increase in net earnings. Its 
loss in gross earnings is relatively the 
smallest and its reduction of expenses the 
largest; but its fidelity to the pool rates 
jast year has been suspected. It would 
be interesting to ascertain the precise ex- 
tent to which the decrease of earnings has 
been due to the suspension of the pool 
tariff. 


A directory of living ex-convicts in the 
State of Ohio ought to be prepared from 
the penitentiary and prison records for 

‘the use of Surveyor CALDWELL, of Cin- 
cinnati, and the Agricultural Depart- 
ment at Washington. Commissioner 
COLEMAN’S appointment to a clerkship 
of a man who has served his term 
for stealing was evidently an error 
into which he was led by some old- 
fashioned Democrats from Ohio, and a 
full list of discharged convicts would en- 
able him to avoid such scandalous blun- 
ders in future. But with Surveyor CaLp- 
WELL the appointment of ex-convicts is 
tlearly a settled policy, and a complete 
directory of the guild would be a great 
tonvenience to him. 




















The proposition to annex to New-Mexico 
four States of Northern Mexico finds 
more favor in Santa Fé than it is likely 
to find in any other American capital. 
New-Mexico will before very long be de- 
manding admission as a State. A large in- 
fusion of the element known in the South- 
west as ‘“‘the Greaser” is not politically 
desirable in view of this probability. 
Neither is it. to be desired that the 
American holders of mining claims in 
the Provinces in question should be 
armed with the powers of the General 
Government, and particularly of the 
General Land Office, for the purpose of 
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enforcing these claims. Two Senators 
and one Representative chosen by working 
the primaries of Chihuahua, Sonora, Du- 
rango, and Cohahuila would not be or- 
naments to the national councils, not 
even if the enfranchised Greasers should 
send to Washington the owners of such 
partly familiar names as those of Sefior 
Dorsry, El Col. Bopso INGERSOLL, and 
the eminent moralist Don STEeFano B. 
ELKINS. 








Mr. GLaDsTON#’s speech about the new 
Ministry did not contain any troublesome 
pledges for the speaker or for his party. 
The most amusing feature of British 
politics is the attempt of the Conserva- 
tives to out-Liberalize the Liberals in 
their treatment of Ireland. The votes of 
the Parnellites are no doubt desirable, 
but they may be bought too dear. The 
Irish organs which were utterly disgust- 
ed with Mr. CHAMBERLAIN’s proposal to 
give Ireland a generous measure of home 
rule profess themselves perfectly content 
with Lord SaLIsBuRY’s promise not to 
renew the Crimes act. It remains to be 
seen how long this era of good feeling 
wili last, and also how the Tories enjoy it. 








Reports about what is going on in the 
vicinity of the Afghan frontier are con- 
tradictory. From St. Petersburg we learn 
that the Afghans are gathering in force on 
the Murghab apparently with the intention 
of attacking the Russians who whipped 
them at Pul-i-Khistii A London paper, 
whose information concerning affairs in 
India and Afghanistan has been fresh 
and trustworthy, declares that the Ameer 
wants more British gold, and that until 
he gets it his attitude will be uncertain. 
Moreover, it is asserted that the people 
and local rulers in Northern Afghanis- 
tan are leaning toward Russia. The 
news from Persia that the Russians 
are massing troops at Askabad and 
sending fresh troops daily from the Cas- 
pian to the frontier confirms previous re- 
ports and is undoubtedly trustworthy. It 
will be very easy for Russia to precipitate 
a quarrel at any time with Afghanistan 
or Persia. In the last few weeks she has 
extended her line of attack, and if she 
should decide to move southward she 
would not now be restricted to one path. 








REFORM IN THE POLICE FORCE. 


The application of the principles and 
methods of the civil service reform law to 
the police force in this city has now been 
made for a sufficient time and with suffi- 
cient thoroughness to permit some very 
definite conclusions to be drawn from it. 
They are all favorable to the reform. In 
the first place, it is obvious that the re- 
form methods have commended them- 
selves most strongly to those officers of 
the force who have had immediate con- 
nection with it, and the changes which 
they have introduced in the details of the 
examinations have all been in the direc- 
tion of greater strictness. The feature of 
the system as applied to New-York which 
is peculiar to this city is the competitive 
physical examination, coming after and 
being in addition to that which is made 
by the police surgeons. This feature was 
criticised—as was nearly every other pro- 
vision of the system—as being unnecessary 
and too severe, the critics of the reform 
not having as yet succeeded in agreeing 
among themselves or with themselves on 
the grounds of their criticism. But when 
the police examinations were transferred 
to a board of which a police officer was a 
member, they were made, as far as phys- 
ical tests are concerned, even more ex- 
acting than before, and the excellent re- 
sults before obtained have been continued 
and increased. This of itself is evidence 
conclusive of the ‘‘ practical” nature of 
the system. No one will accuse Assistant 
Chief Bonner, of the Fire Department, or 
Inspector ByrRNEsS, of the Police, of being, 
in the slang of the spoilsmen, ‘‘ school- 
ma’ams.” 

In the next place, it has been found per- 
fectly feasible to conduct a fair and im- 
partial competition for appointment to 
the police force. From the moment the 
applicants leave the hands of the surgeons 
of the department and enter upon the 
competitions both physical and written 
there has not been found any serious prac- 
tical difficulty in fairly and fully testing 
their relative capacity and attainments. 
What we have noted above with refer- 
ence to the physical tests has been proved 
equally with reference to the written 
tests. The principles which the Advisory 
Board appointed by Mayor Epson and 
continued by Mayor GracrE laid down 
and applied through the examiners at 
first selected are now applied with 
equal ease and even greater  strict- 
ness by the present Board of Examiners. 
The questions for the current examina- 
tions were framed under the direction of 
Inspector BYRNES, who cannot be accused 
of any over-devotion to mere theory, and 
while they test the average mental quick- 
ness and clearness of the applicants they 
are at the same time extremely searching 
and satisfactory with reference to the nat- 
ural or acquired aptitude of the applicants 
for police duty. Itis not pretended, and 
never has been, that the fitness for a po- 
liceman’s work can be perfectly ascer- 
tained by preliminary examinations. But 
it was plain to any intelligent and impar- 
tial person that as between a number of 
persons all inexperienced questions could 
be framed to show which of them were 
likely to make the best policemen. That 
has been done, and the public service has 
the benefit of it. 

Thus before the applicants leave the 
hands of the examiners the real and prac- 
tical advantage of the reform system has 
been amply proved. But the system does 
not stop here. Every man, who, by com- 
petition, has shown his superiority over 
other applicants sufficiently to obtain an 
appointment, has still another test to un- 
dergo. Heis put on the force only on 
probation, and for a month the police 
authorities have the opportunity to try 
him in the actual performance of his 
duties. If he fail to satisfy them 
he is dropped from the force. It 
is clear that this system is vastly 
superior to the old mode of appointment, 
which in theory rested solely on the dis- 
cretion of the Commissioners, and in prac- 
tice rested on political and personal favor- 
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itism and influence. It is desirable that 
the new system should be cleared abso- 
lutely from all suspicion of the evils of 
the old. That cannot as yet be said to 
have been entirely accomplished, because 
in practice it is still the Commissioners 
who determine directly or indirectly an 
applicant’s chances to be examined. It 
would be much better if all applications 
were made directly to the Secretary of 
the Civil Service Board and the applicants 
were sent direct to the surgeons, That 
would remove all suspicion of favoritism 
in naming applicants for examination, 
and should be acceptable to the Commis- 
sioners for that reason. 


SENATOR CONGER’S PLAN. 


Senator Conaer, of Michigan, is 67 
years old. He has served as a Judge, as 
State Senator in Michigan, as a member 
of a State Constitutional Convention, as a 
member of Congress for several terms, and 
he is now a United States Senator. He 
has had a long and varied experience in 
public life, and ought to be a man of 
sense. Yet this is Senator CONGER’S idea 
of the action of the Senate upon the 
President’s removals of Federal officers 
for offensive partisanship: 

“T cannot say authoritatively, but 1 havea 
pretty good idea that the questions will be 
something like this: What has the person re- 
moved done to make him an offensive partisan ? 
Has he done more than to exercise his rights as 
an American citizen? If these questions are 
answered by the statement that he has acted on 
Republican committees and has been largely in- 
strumental in keeping the Republican Party in 
power, then questions will be asked and investi- 
gations made concerning the man who has been 
appointed in his place. Has he acted as Chair- 
man of Democratic committees, and has he been 
an offensive partisan on the Democratic side the 
same as the man removed has been on the Re- 
publican ?” 

Such an opinion calls either for pity or 
for contempt. If Senator CoNGER’s mind 
is so dull that he really supposes this way 
of testing the President’s appointments to 
be a fair one he is deserving of pity, for in 
a body where there are so many able men 
as in the United States Senate his stu- 
pidity must often put him in extremely 
humiliating positions. 

But if the Michigan Senator seriously 
proposes to apply the’ measure of permissi- 
ble partisan activity in office to the con- 
duct of men in private life as a test of 
their fitness to enter the service, knowing 
that such a test is not fair or honest, he 
deserves the contempt of all fair-minded 
men, and will get it. 

If there are valid grounds on which any 
of the removals and appointments made 
by the present Administration may be 
resisted by the Senate we hope it will not 
fail to do its duty by refusing to confirm 
the President’s acts. But an opposition 
proceeding upon the lines of a sterile and 
purposeless partisanship such as Senator 
CONGER proposes would make the Senate 
ridiculous. 








THE HARLEM RIVER BRIDGE. 


The Mayor has been very anxious to 
postpone or avoid action under the act of 
the last Legislature providing for a com- 
mission to construct a bridge over the 
Harlem River at One Hundred and Eigh- 
ty-first-street, if it could be done consist- 
ently with the absolute requirements of 
the law. His motive has undoubtedly 
been to save the city from an increase 
of financial burdens, already very heavy, 
for work which he does not regard as 
of immediate necessity. He adheres 
firmly to his view that there can be no 
bonds of the city issued under the limita- 
tion of the constitutional amendment for 
this or any similar purpose, and that the 
cost must be met by an addition to the 
tax levy. The funds to pay for the new 
park lands must, in his opinion, be raised 
in the same way, as well as those to im- 
prove docks and provide new school- 
houses and new armories. Therefore he 
thinks the best interests of the city de- 
mand a further postponement of the 
building of this bridge. 

But against his view of the require- 
ments of the public interest stand the 
specific provisions of the act of June 11. 
The Park Commissioners were authorized 
to construct a bridge at the point pro- 
posed so long ago as 1871. In 1876 the 
land for the approaches was condemned, 
and the cost was assessed upon the owners 
of adjoining property to the amount of 
$37,751 78, which assessments were long 
ago paid. Thus the people on both sides 
of the river acquired a certain right to have 
the bridge constructed that they might 
secure the benefits. for which they had 
paid. The Park Commissioners some two 
years ago invited plans, of which three 
were submitted and paid for, and were pre- 
paring to go on with the work, but they 
had delayed so long that a special com- 
mission was demanded to take charge of it. 
There is no doubt that the people imme- 
diately interested were justified in their 
impatience, and it is altogether desira- 
ble to have the bridge built as speedily 
as possible. The only thing that raises 
any question is the embarrassing financial 
situation of the city under the construc- 
tion of the law affecting the debt and the 
sinking fund which has been adopted by 
the Mayor under advice of the Corpora- 
tion Counsel. 

But the practical question now is 
whether the law passed at the recent ses- 
sion shall be executed. It simply author- 
izes the Mayor, Controller, and President 
of the Board of Aldermen to appoint the 
commission provided for, but it is the 
opinion of the Corporation Counsel, forti- 
fied by the general construction of similar 
laws, that the act ‘‘ imposes an imperative 
duty upon the officers named to appoint 
Commissioners with such reasonable 
promptness as shall tend to facilitate 
the completion of their duties within 
the time indicated in the statute.” There 
seems, therefore, to be no escape from the 
duty of appointing the commission, and 
fairness to those who are to compose it 
demands that it shall be done promptly. 
They are absolutely required to have the 
bridge completed within three years from 
the passage of the act. It is estimated 
that it will cost $2,250,000, if built accord- 
ing to the plan which the Park Commis- 
sioners had practically decided to adopt. 
This would entail an addition of $750,000 
to the tax levy for three years, but noth- 


ing would be gained by delay, as the: 
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whole burden must fall within. the limit 
of three years from the 11th of June. 

The Mayor objects to the provision of 
the law giving the Commissioners power 
to purchase materials and employ men 
without putting any limitation upon the 
manner or amount of the expenditures. 
He complains of the absence of the cus- 
tomary safeguards. He may be right in 
this, but as the provisions of the law 
will doubtless have to be complied with, 
a very great safeguard may be secured 
in the character of the commission, The 
chief safeguard upon all the expenditures 
of the city is the Board of Estimate and 
Apportionment, and three of its four 
members are intrusted with the appoint- 
ment of this commission. Their responsi- 
bility in the matter is therefore very great, 
and it lies in their power to appoint a 
commission whose capacity and character 
will be a surer protection against waste 
or extravagance than any legal restric- 
tion. Moreover, the Controller has in his 
general power of settling and adjusting 
claims against the city the means of check- 
ing any excessive expenditure. He may 
if he sees fit put the Commissioners on 
oath whenever their accounts are pre- 
sented, and examine them in regard to the 
justness of such accounts. But let three 
men be appointed of the highest fitness 
for the duties to be performed and of ap- 
proved integrity in the community, and 
their character will be a more satisfactory 
safeguard for the public than any statu- 
tory restrictions that could be devised. 








THE WEST POINT CURRICULUM. 


The Board of Visitors annually ap- 
pointed to inspect and report upon the 
system of discipline and instruction at the 
United States Military Academy generally 
feels bound to magnify its office by en- 
tertaining a large number of suggestions 
for change. Upon consideration, how- 
ever, it finds it best to leave things as it 
found them. 

The board is commonly composed of 
eminent and cultivated persons, and the 
board this year certainly does not fall be- 
low the average. Not more than one or 
two of its members are graduates of the 
Academy. It is well that the graduates 
should be represented on the board, for 
the reason that they can furnish ex- 
planations of many things which might 
otherwise puzzle the civilians of the board. 
It is at least as desirable that they 
should be in a minority for the old rea- 
son assigned by WHaTELY that experts, 
while the best possible judges of proposals 
for modifications of detail, are the worst 
possible judges of proposals for more radi- 
cal changes. It is well that the curricu- 
lum of West Point should be reviewed 
once a year by distinguished men taught 
by other methods than are there in vogue 
with reference to its suitability to its 
special purpose of training soldiers as well 
as to its value asa method of. education 
considered more generally. 

In these days of optional studies the 
rigidity of the West Point system and the 
Procrustean character of the curriculum 
seem especially strange. There has really 
been no change in the idea of the Acad- 
emy since it was established, nearly eighty 
years ago. It is acurious proof of the 
change in our national relations that near- 
ly as much attention was given to Spanish 
as to French, while German was ignored, 
and this requirement continued, if it 
do not continue still, down to a compara- 
tively recent date and for many years 
after the reason for it had passed away. 
The close of the Mexican war and the ac- 
quisition of California were the events 
which made a knowledge of Spanish by 
American officers an accomplishment of 
slight importance, but the conservatism 
of West Point did not relax the obligation 
on that account. 

Mathematics have always been the 
staple of education at West Point. A boy 
may be diligent, enthusiastically fond of 
soldiering, and have all the other quali- 
fications for the profession of arms; but 
if he have not also ‘“‘a head for mathe- 
matics” he can take no high rank at West 
Point, and he will find it difficult to avoid 
being found deficient. This seems rather 
an absurd requirement, and the present 
Board of Visitors has been oppressed with 
its apparent absurdity. A canvass of the 
Professors at the Academy naturally 
results in showing that they do not think 
the time spent upon mathematics in any 
degree wasted, and the board contents 
itself with calling the attention of the 
Secretary of War to the subject. 

The truth seems to be that line officers 
can get on very well in their profession 
up to acertain point and attain high dis- 
tinction in actual war without knowing 
any mathematics, or, indeed, much of 
anything else beyond tactics. The Duke of 
WELLINGTON was even of the opinion that 
a high degree of accuracy in spelling ren- 
dered a young officer open to suspicion. 
But West Point is not merely a training 
place for Indian fighters. It is especially 
a school of the staff, and experience con- 
firms the belief that for the successful pur- 
suit of any branch of military science 
a mathematical training is the best 
possible basis. It does not at all 
follow because West Point was at the be- 
ginning and still is primarily a school of 
mathematics that it has undergone no 
advance. In nothing has more progress 
been made within the past thirty years 
than in applied mathematics, and no- 
where is that progress mure accurately re- 
flected than at the Military Academy. 
The intellectual result of the course is seen 
in the positive, exact, and analytic habit 
of mind which its graduates are apt to pos- 
sess, and which is no doubt a valuable 
possession, calculated to make the pos- 
sessor a useful member of society whether 
or not he becomes a soldier. 

Ou the other hand, this training has its 
drawbacks. To the great majority of 
men who have no particular turn for 
mathematics, and who work their way 
through a distasteful course by dogged 
perseverance, the process of their educa- 
tion must remain a hard and dismal pro- 
bation. Where, as at Harvard, mathe- 
matics are in a large degree optional, it 
is unlikely that there are graduated 
five men a year who know as 
much mathematics as every graduate 
of West Point must know. The profit 





and advantage of this mathematical | 
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training are for all but a few men un- 
mixed with any of the pleasure which 
men educated with more liberty derive 
from their education, not only while they 
are acquiring it but all their lives after- 
ward. It is not, however, the object of a 
Government in establishing a military 
academy that its pupils shall have a good 


time, but that they shall become efficient 
soldiers, 


IMPROVING THE RACE. 


Of all modern surgical operations» that 
recently performed by Dr. CHABRET, in 
Paris, is perhaps the most remarkable. He 
removed a diseased eye from a young girl 
and replaced it with the eye of a rabbit. 
The transplanted eye has accepted the 
situation, and promises to be an efficient 
substitute for the lost one. Of course, it 
may differ in focal length from the girl’s 
original eye, but that is a defect that can 
be remedied by spectacles, 








This operation is apparently destined to 


put anend to blindness among men. Hith- 
erto the loss of an eye has been irrepara- 
ble, but if our missing eyes can be made 
good by the eyes of the lower animals no 
one need be without a pair of good, sub- 
stantial eyes. The supply of eyes which 
can be made use of for this purpose is in- 
exhaustible, and as the cost of production 
is practically nothing the cost of supplying 
one’sself with new eyes will be very small. 

Not only can blindness be thus rendered 
unnecessary, but persons who have lost 
their original eyes can more than supply 
their loss. In fact, we can all greatly im- 
prove our powers of vision by providing 
ourselves with choice and desirable eyes. 
The efficiency of the police force would 
obviously be greatly increased were every 
policeman to be supplied with a pair of 
cat’s eyes. He would then be enabled 
to see a cashier or other criminal 
on the darkest night without the 
aid of a lantern, while his eyes 
would be at least as valuable in the day 
time as are ordinary police eyes, The 
eyes of hawks and other far-seeing birds 
would be of immense advantage to sailors 
and other persons whose occupation 
makes unusually good eyesight necessary, 
and it is probable that within the next 
few years no sailor will be able to receive 
an officer’s certificate unless he can prove 
that he is supplied with the standard ma- 
rine eye—whether that may be the eye of 
a hawk, an eagle, or a crow. 

For purposes of personal adornment the 
new plan of supplying girls with beauti- 
ful eyes is sure to be popular. What 
man could resist the pleading gaze of a 
girl wearing a pair of setter’s eyes or the 
eyes of a deer? What could be more 
attractive than a girl with the eyes of a 
pink rabbit? The eyes of a Skye terrier 
would be just the thing for girls who wear 
their hair banged, and the eyes of an 
owl would be very appropriate for girls 
who are fond of moonlight excursions, 
Of course, the feminine fashion in eyes 
will change from time to time, and set- 
ters’ eyes, which may be fashionable next 
year, may be decided to be vulgar a year 
later when peacocks’ eyes come into 
fashion. Indeed, it will probably be 
necessary for a fashionable lady to change 
her eyes with her dress, and we shall hear 
disparaging remarks made of this or that 
girl to the effect that she is wearing the 
same old eyes that she wore at Mrs, 
Smith’s party last Winter. 

Long ago it was discovered that teeth, 
hair, and skin could be transplanted. Now 
that we have learned that we can wear the 
eyes of animals, there is reason to believe 
that we can supply ourselves from the 
same source with other organs. What an 
unspeakable benefit it wotld be to the fre- 
quenter of boarding houses could he pro- 
vide himself with the stomach of a gen- 
uine ostrich. He could then eat boarding 
house steak or Spring chicken as easily 
and comfortably as he could eat a cro- 
quette of carpet tacks or a fillet of brick, 
Imagine the improvement which could be 
made in any army were the rank and file to 
be fitted with mules’ legs instead of the 
weak and harmless legs supplied to men 
by nature. Dr. CHABRET’S operation opens 
to us almost unlimited possibilities of im- 
proving the human race and of forming 
what would really be a new type of man, 
made up of judicious selections from the 
best limbs and organs in use among the 
lower animals. It is earnestly to be hoped 
that Dr. CHABRET is not a myth and that 
his patient with the practicable rabbit’s 
eye is notan invention of some imagi- 
native and unscrupulous Parisian jour- 
nalist,

Such war as men make against wild beasts 
and Indians was doubtless made, but that state 
of de facto war no longer exists, as indeed 
appears from the fact ot indictment accord- 
ing to peaceful custom. Perhaps the lawyers 
can show that when they charged “‘war’’ they 
meant something else. Thus the dynamiters 
were convicted of levying ‘‘ war” in London, it 
being explained that such a breach of the 
Queen’s peace was within the language of the 
writ. If these questions are not evaded, but 
settled upon their merits, the trial, which begins 
on the 20th inst., will be very interesting.

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ARCHAIOLOGY IN CYPRUS. 


RESEARCHES BY RICHTER WHICH UTTERLY 
DISPROVE CESNOLA’S CLAIMS, 
From the Pall Mall Gazette. 
Mr. Max Ohnefalsch Richter, who hag 
been during the greater part of the English oc. 


cupation of Cyprus engaged in archeological 
excavation in the island for the British Museum 
and for the insular museum of which he is Su- 
perintendent, has been in London for a few days 
on business connected with his researches, and 
from bim we gather some interesting items as to 
the future of archeeological research in Cyprus, 
The work to be done still in the island is enor- 
mous, possibly more than has yet been done, 
and the light thrown on ancient civilization by 
Mr. Richter’s excavations already 1s most im- 
portant, both in new discoveries and in correc- 
tion of previously entertained errors. He has 
discovered several important sanctuaries, of 
which the most important are those of Achna, 
sacred to Artemis-Cybele, and Voni, to Apollo. 
At the latter place he has unearthed nu- 
merous statues of Apollo, resembling very 
closely in character and agreeing in attributes 
with those found by Col. Cesnola at the locality 
he called Eolgoi, which is a misnomer, no such 
locality existing, and the excavations of Cesnola 
were made at Atieno, where are not one but 
three temples, all dedicated to Apollo, as is 
proved by the similar discoveries at Voni, where 
many inscriptions prove the statues supposed 
by Cesnola to be of Aphrodite to be really of 
Apollo. Photographs of some of the statues 
found at Voni correspond so closely with those 
in Cesnola’s book, even to the manner of Gispos- 
ing the drapery and possession of attribu 
that there can be no doubt of their identity o 
character. The hypothesis of a great worship of 
Aphrodite at the so-called Eolgoi is, as was 
already claimed by some archeologists, without 
any foundation; the only inscription other than 
dedications to Apollo found with these statues 
being one to Artemis, who, as is well knowno,was 
commonly worshiped with her brother. 

Careful investigations of all the ground about 
Curium, where Cesnola reports his discovery of the 
celebrated Curium treasure, have been made by 
Mr. Richter, and he bas tound and taken up the 
mosaic which Cesnola states that he broke up 
and destroyed in order to enter the treasury, 
but no treasury, vault, or grotto of any kind 
exists, nor are there any indications of ex- 
cavation on thespot. Mr. Riciter regards the 
reality of the Curium treasure as an antique de- 
posit to be absolutely disproved—a result which 
may reconcile English archeologists to the loss 
of the collection now at New-York, since with 
the authenticity of this collection of jewels the 
exceptional value of the Cesnola collection dis- 
appears. Mr. Richter’s researches-into the early 
necropoles of Cyprus, systematically and exten- 
sively carried on as they have been, de- 
velop some curious and unexpected re- 
sults. He has found three classes of cemeteries 
prior to those, of the Greek epoch—Pheenician, 
Assyro-Babylonian, and prehistoric—besides 
tombs distinctly marked as Egyptian. One un- 
expected conclusion is obtained from this exam- 
ination—the Phosnician tombs contain no glass 
whatever, and the inscriptions which they con- 
tain are, as judged by experts, all of the fourth 
and fifth centuries B.C. There is glass in the 
Egyptian tombs, and in great quantities in the 
Greek and Greco-Roman. The cylinder is only 
found in the Assyro-Babylonian, and none have 
ever been found in the neighborhood of Ctri- 
um, where are many tombs, though none near 
the temple site. Among other novelties discov- 
ered by Mr. Richter, and of which he showed ug 
both drawings and photographs, is a style of 
glasswork hitherto unknown, painted after man. 
ufacture and in perishable colors, wnich have 
been always cleaned off by the tomb diggers, 
who treated all giass alike. By careful cleaning 
with his own hands Mr. Richter has managed tc 
preserve the colors of the glass with tolerable 
completeness. 

Regis ns tothe present arrangements pri- 
vate individuals are permitted to excavate in 
Cyprus, and may retain one-third of the objects 
found; ail excavations to be made under the 
supervision of Mr. Richter, who represents the 
Government of Cyprus in its archeological in- 
terests. Hitherto excavations, with the excep- 
tion of those by her Majesty’s Consuls and the 
French agents under the Turkish régime, have 
been made without any scientific knowledge and 
in the most desultory and reckless manner, 
solely for the purpose of getting antiquities for 
the market, and many of the islanders have ex- 
cavated independently and without supervision. 
This will no longer be permitted. The privilege 
of excavation will be given freely to competent 

ersons, under the restrictions of the law, and 

here is an almost illimitable field for research. 

Mr. Richter is about to return to Cyprus to 
continue his work. 





FACTORS IN EDUCATION. 


PAPERS READ BEFORE THE CONVOCATION 
OF THE STATE UNIVERSITY. 

ALBANY, July?7.—The attendance at tha 
first day’s session of the twenty-third convoca- 
tion of the University of the State of New-York 
was the largest and most representative since 
the inauguration of the convocation. The in- 
creased interest is attributed to the fact that the 
managers have endeavored to bring live topics 
to the front and to secure eminent educators to 


talk onthem. The morning was devoted to the 
address of welcome by Chancellor Henry R. 
Pierson, reports of committees, and a paper on 
“ Teaching History in Secondary Schools,” by 
Prof. Harry P. Judson, Principal of the Troy 
— A long debate on the subject fol- 
owed. 

In the afternoon the Rev. Dr. Howard Crosby 
reada paper on * The Study of the Classics,” of 
which the following isa brief abstract: “The 
opposition to classical study rarely comes from 
classically educated men. ‘The ground of oppo- 
sition is that such studies are ornamental and 
useiess, but the ornamental and the useless are 
not synonymous, and even on the lowest prac- 
tical grounds classical studies are useful. Man 
was made for higher objects than material pros- 
perity. Classical study is the study of the mas- 
ter mindsin their original expression. Linguistio 
study is the study of mind, and the Greek is the 
aueen of languages. Opposition to classical 
study is opposition to the full growth 
of man. A materialistic mind thinks more 
ot pocket and muscle than of _ brain 
and heart. Classical studies are one of the few 
remaining defenses against this materialism. 
Thus the ‘useless’ studies are most useful. Even 
the practical business life (so called) is made 
more successful by classical knowledge. The 
mind is made observant and adaptive, percept- 
ive and discriminating, and these are the ele- 
mentaries of practical wisdom in any depart- 
ment of life. Classical studies should be rightly 
pursued, not by dwelling on insignificant details 
of grammar aud prosody, but by imbibing the 
— ot the language and the writer. Gladstone 

an example of a classical man, most practical 
and useful because of his classical learning. So 
are English’statesmen generally. Classical studies 
beget a higher moral tone in man.” 

President Franklin Carter, of Williams Col- 
lege, spoke on the question “ Ought the Degree 
of A. B, to be Given without some Knowledge 
of Greek ?”? He spoke of the intimate relation 
between character and learning as emphasized 
in the New-England colleges, the types of our 
Northern education, and of the newer tendencies 
as evincing this intimacy. The necessity of tie 
study of language for precision of thought was 
dweit upon, and the peculiar fitness of the Greek 
language to develop this precision. The idea of 
Greek life as giving beauty and art in distinc- 
tion from the Roman idea as giving force was 
shown to be a factor in modern thought. 
The giving up of Greek would lead to 
a lessening of the vaiue of the de- 
gree, as was shown by the _ proposed 
substitutions. Greek literature contained can- 
ons for all literature. Liberal training, training 
to gentlemanly, gracious, true, and patriotic 
types, came fuller from the humanities than 
from any other source. Our troutle with Greek 
was not that we had studied it too much Dut too 
little. President Carter’s paper started a vigor- 
ous discussion, in which the leading speakers 
were President Dodge, of Madison University; 
Dr. O’Leary, of Manhattan College; Prof. 
Forbes, of Rochester University; Dr. Wilson, of 
Cornell University, and Principal Hill, of Ha- 
vana. Not a voice was lifted in behalf of the po- 
sition taken by Mr. Charies Francis Adams, Jr. 

‘rhis evening Gen, John Eaton, United States 
Commissioner of Education, delivered an ad= 
dress on *“ Education as a Factor in Modern 
Civilization.” 


JUDGE STALLO ON CIVIL SERVICE. 
CINCINNATI, Ohio, July 7.—A farewell 
dinner was given to-night to Judge Stallo, who 
will sail within a week as Minister to Italy. The

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QUAY’S FRIENDS ASSURED 


PROMISES OF THE PENNSYLVANIA 
CONVENTION. 

A MAJORITY OF THE DELEGATES, IN CAU- 
CUS, AGREE TO SUPPORT HIM FOR 
STATE TREASURER. 

PHILADELPHIA, July 7.-—A special to the 
Times from Harrisburg to-night says regarding 
the Republican State Convention: “* The caucus 
of Quay’s friends, held after 9 o’clock to- 
night, has effectually settled the contest for 
State Treasurer in Col. Quay’s behalf. One 
hundred and sixty-nine delegates were officially 
igclared as present at the caucus. Few 
of the unofficial tallies, however, made 
as many as this, but none of them 
vent below a clear majority of the convention. 
Quay was enthusiastically declared the choice 
»)f the caucus for Treasurer. The other formali- 
jies were soon gone through with and the cau- 
tus adjourned. It was in session not more than 
‘5 minutes. 

The opponents of Quay were somewhat puz- 
Hed by his tactics im calling the caucus, and 
many of his friends were extremely doubtful 
pf the policy of showing hands in such a 
way. It was just like Quay, however, who is 
bold in‘all his movements. Asa matter of fact 
the caucus cal! has all day been a source of 
inxiety to the opposition. It was noted by all 
that Quay was entirely confident of his ground 
ind the result shows how clear his judgment in 
that respect was. In no other way could the 
question have been so directly settled in ad- 
yance of the convention itself. It is now known 
}o everybody that Quay controls the conven- 
tion, and there are many delegates for him now 
who were not till to-night, and others who for 
pne reason or another did not see fit to go to the 
baucus. 

In addition to announcing their preference 
for Treasurer the caucus also adopted an order 
pf business for the convention to-morrow, after 
vhich itadjourned. Ex-Congressman Biery, of 
Lehigh County, will be the permanent Chairman.

THE IOWA GREENBACKERS. 

Des Mores, Iowa, July 7.—Last night’s 
ronference of Greenback delegates showed dis- 
agreeing views as to methods, but harmony as 
to the end hoped for. A resolution to claim 
the Lieutenant-Governor and Superintendent 
pf Instruction, the Democrats to nomieate 
approved anti-monopolists for the other places 
on the joint ticket, was carried by a decided ma- 
jority.

A DOUBLE LYNCHING. 

GRENADA, Miss., July 7.—This afternoon 
as the Sheriff was going tothe train with Felix 
Williams, who had been convicted of murder and 
yentenced to the penitentiary for life, a mob 
composed of 150 persons forcibly took Williams 
from the Sheriff and hisdeputies. The mobthen 
went to the County Jail and took therefrom 
Perry McCristian. who had been convicted of 
murder and sentenced to be hanged Aug. 1, but 
whose case had been appealed to the Supreme 
Court. The two murderers were carried away by 
the moband hanged. Williams and McCristian, 
in August last, killed a peddler who had nothin 
but his pack and $l2in money. They concealed 
his body in the woods, and his remains were 
found this Spring. The evidence against them 
was circum-tantial and direct, and Williams 
made a confersion, The mob carried the two 
men abouta mile from town and hanged them 
tothe same limb. Williams confessed having 
committed the crime, stating that he, McCristian, 
and three others had killed two peddlers, that he 
deserved death, and was ready to go. McCristian 
denied the crime to the last. 








SUNK IN A COLLISION. 

MonTREAL, July 7.—The steamer Lake 
Champlain, which left Quebec this evening for 
this port, has on board the Captain and crew of 
the steamer Dent Holme, which was sunk ina 
collision off Matane with the Lake Champlain. 
The accident occurred during a thick fog. When 
the Dent Holme was first sighted she was 
directly across the bows of the Lake Champlain, 
and the order was immediately given on the 
latter vesselto reverse the engines. The other 
steamer would appear to have simultaneously 
changed ber course, and the consequence was 
that she was struck amidships, the bow of the 
Lake Champlain cutting a hole in her below the 
water line. The force of the collision was 
so slight that the engineer of the Lake Cham- 
plain did not feel the shock. At first the serious 
nature of the accident was not realized. The 
Captain of the Lake Champlain, however, con- 
tinued to stand by the damaged steamer, and 
soon was called upon to take off her Captain and 
crew, the vessel sinking within 40 minutes after 
being struck.

CORNELL’S OARSMEN AT HOME. 


COMMODORE HYATT TELLS HOW BOWDOIN 
FOULED THE FOUR. 

IrHaca, N. Y., Juty 7.—The Cornell crew 
were warmly welcomed on their arrival here to- 
night by the citizens of Ithaca on their return 
home from Lake Quinsigamond. A procession 
composed of students of Cornell, firemen, and 
townspeople met the four at the train, and 
escorted them through the principal streets of 
the village. The whole place was decorated with 
Chinese lanterns, flags, pennants, and bunting, 
and presented a holiday appearance. The Childs 
Cup was presented to the victorious crew in 
Dewitt Park by President White in an appro. 
priate address. “ 

Commodore Hyatt, of the Cornell crew gives 
this as the statement of his crew and of the 


Pennsylvanians regarding the foul in the inter- 
collegia‘e raceon Lake Quinsigamond. Brown 
was steering a straight course on the west shore 
and was entirely out of the squabble. Cornell 
came next in position, then Bowdoin, with 
Pennsyivania on the east shore. The remarkably 
crooked steering of Bowdoin carried them first in- 
to the water belonging to Pennsylvania. A foul 
was the consequence, to extricate themselves 
from which they madea bold lunge, and brought 
up in Cornell’s water. The latter crew bad been 
leading them all at the time. The oars clashed, 
the shock wrenching loose a screw in the Cornell 
steering gear. Unfortunately, the screw fell 
back in a groove, so that Howland was unable 
to move his feet. The rudder at the time 
was so turned that it was necessary to 
call upon the port side of the boat 
for most of the work over the remainder of the 
course. Being still in the lead Cornell was per- 
tectly at liberty at their own risk to take any 
course she chose, and that course was the one in 
which Pennsylvania should have been. Inspite 
of the thus claimed foul, the turned rudder, anda 
the consequent extra strain upon Schofield and 
Holman, rh rowed a far ionger course than 
any of her competitors, and still came in the 
real winner in most excellent form. 

Mr, Lincoln says the Cornell champion isa 
gentieman of high repute and unimpeachable, 
but he certainly proved verysunsatisfactory as a 
referee. Itis the general opinion in Worcester 
that Bowdoin should have been ruled out and 
the race have been given to Cornell, with Brown 
assecond. The clumsy rowing of the Maine 
man spoiled the entire race, which should have 
been a most interesting and exciting one. 
That the crew which has the fastest 
Cayuga Lake record. the hest Schuyl- 
kill record, and the best Quinsigamond 
record should be barred out of a winning 
race because of the blundering of a far less com- 
petent four, isenough to make one more than 
indignant. Cornell during the week before the 
race twice a day rowed the mile and a half 10 
seconds better than the next best crew here ever 
covered the distance, that exceptional record 
being made but once, and then when the wind 
was intheir favor. ‘* Furthermore,” says Com- 
moaore Hyatt, “I claim that Schofield; Olm- 
stead, Holman, and Howland make up the fast- 
est crew that ever entered the intercollegiate 
contests, and had there been no misfortune on 
the day of the race they would have left a race 
record of 8m. 20s.”

A MEETING OF TEACHERS. 


A CIVIL SERVICE REFORM SCHEME SUG- 
GESTED FOR SCHOOL TEACHERS. 

Newport, R. L., July 7.—The morning 
meeting of the American Institute of Instruc- 
tion was largely attended. President Patterson 
delivered an address ‘and was followed by Prof. 
W. H. Payne, of Michigan University, whose 
theme was “New Education.” At the after- 
noon session Mrs. Abba Goold Woolson read a 
paper on *‘George Eliot and Her Heroines.” T. 
W. Bicknell, editor of the Boston Journal of Ed- 
ucation, spoke of ** Civil Service Reform as Ap- 
plied to Teaching,” and advanced the following 
scheme for examining and certificating teachers: 


First—A State Board of Education in each State, 
with the State Superintendent as its Secretary. 

Second—The Board of Education of each State should 
be made State Examiners, with power to appoint such 
assistants as they might need in the details of the ex- 
amining work. 

Therd—Annual examinations of new candidates to 
be held under the direction of the State Board and its 
Secretary, the questions to be prepared by the board 
and the standard of qualifications established by it. 

Fourth—State certiticates should be granted entitling 
those certificated to teach in such grades of schools as 
are indicated by the certificate in any part of the State. 
The diploma of any State Normal school shall be ac- 
cepted in lieu of a certificate of an Examining Board. 

Fiith—These certificates should be good for three 
years. to be substituted for a life certiticate without 
examination at the close of three years of successful 
service as a public school teacher. By this plan we 
adopt the principles and enter into a uniform course 
ef action with civil service. 

Sixth—Interstate comity to be recognized, so that 
certificates granted in one State will be accepted in 
another after an indorsement by the State Board of 
Examivers. 





FAILURES IN BUSINESS. 
WILEESBARRE, Penn., July 7.—John E. 
Hunter, owner of Hunter’s Hotel, has failed. 
The house was closed this evening by the Sheriff 
upon an execution issued against him by John 
Hughes, of Lynn, Mass., whose claim is $2,000.

NewsureG, N. Y., July 7.—Cornelius C. 
Smith, a retired merchant of Hurley, Ulster 
County, has made an assignment for the benefit 
of his creditors to Major James E. Everett, of 
Kingston. The amount of his liabilities is stated 
at $50,000. His assets are not known, but are 
supposed to be fully equal to the liabilities, 
Among his creditors are the National Bank of 
Newburg and several mercantile firms.

YESTERDAY’S VOCAL CONTESTS AT THE 
BROOKLYN GRAND OPERA HOUSE. 

Yesterday afternoon and evening were 
taken up with the competitive performances of 
most of the singing societies represented in the 
National Saengerfest. The contests were car- 
ried on in the Brooklyn Grand Opera House, the 
auditorium of which was partially filled 
during the afternoon and crowded at night. 
In the afternoon the societies rated as consti- 
tuting the third ciass as the smallest in num- 
bers were listened to. Those competing were 
the Concordia Maennerchor, from Carlstadt; the 
Germania Maennerchor, from Washington; the 
Virginia, from Richmond, Va.; the Philadelphia 
Quartet Club, the Liedertafel, from Camden, N. 


J.; the Troy Maennerchor, and the Harmonie, 
from Baltimore. The compositions rendered 
were by Witt, Durrner, Wagner, (the pilgrims’ 
chorus from ‘“*fannhiuser,”) Beethoven, Man- 
gold, Abt, and Liszt. The singing, with the ex- 
ception of that of the Philadelphia Quartet 
Club and the Baltimore Harmonie, was 
not particularly good, and inaccurate intona- 
tion often offended theear. The organization 
from Philadelphia, however. did excellent work, 
and the Baltimoreans’ performance, although 
not faultless, claims perhaps equal commenda- 
tion because of the difficulties of Liszt's ** Gottes 
ist der Orient,” the composition chosen for 
interpretation, Ina general way fault could be 
found with the quality of tone sent forth by the 
tenors in all the choruses. It would be well if 
the conductors saw to the production of tone 
as carefully as they see to the intonation and 
shading of the singers. The tone of the tenors 
yesterday was almost invariably throaty or 
nasal; in compensation some superb bass voices 
were now and then revealed. In the evening— 
the experience of which confirmed the jus- 
tice ot the foregoing observation—some of 
the singing was quite admirable. The list 
of first-class organizations included the 
Philadelphia Harmonie, the Philadelphia Maen- 
nerchor, the Germania Maennerchor, from Bal- 
timore; the Arion, from Newark, and the New- 
ark Phoenix, while the second-class bodies were 
introduced respectively as the Philaae!phia 
Liederkranz, the Pittsburg Frohsinn, the Wash- 
ington Saengerbund, the Baltimore Arion, the 
Philadelphia Arion, and the Buffalo Lied- 
ertafel. Among the best performances—and 
many that were heard may be re- 
ferred to as most  creditable—was that 
of the Arion Society, of Newark, under Mr. Van 
der Stucken’s direction. The fine rendering of 
Beschmitt's ** Ossian’”’ by the Philadelphia Maen- 
nerchor showed moreclearly than the Newark- 
ers’ interpretation of Malmerié’s ‘O lieb’ so 
lang’’’ the chorus' easy command of compara- 
tively difficult music, but for effectiveness 
of delivery, involving pure and brilliant 
tone, certainty and vigor of attack, and 
nice gradations and vivid contrasts, the 
work of the Newark Arion was far and away 
the most noteworthy and telling enjoyed, and 
when it was done the opera house resounded 
with applause. The singing of the second class, 
though less conspicuously good than that of 
the first, was, as a rule, very praiseworthy, 
and there will be some difficulty, we imag- 
ine, in singling out the fittest recipients 
of the prizes. These are to be awarded 
to-day by a committee whereof Messrs. Al- 
exander Rihm, Max Spicker, Dudley Buck, 
F. Van der Stucken and Adolf Neuendorff are 
the members. The choral performances yester- 
day were prefaced afternoon and evening by 
brief programmes of miscellaneous music.

ARREST OF A YOUNG SWINDLER. 


ELMIRA TICKET-OF-LEAVE MAN AGAIN 
IN TROUBLE, 

George Livingston, who says he is a 
clerk, 24 years old, living at the Putnam House, 
was a prisoner at Police Headquarters last night, 
charged with having swindled a jewelry firm in 
Maiden-lane out of property valued at $450 by 
means of a worthless check. It is charged that 
on the 27th ult. Livingston went to the store of 
W. Doughty & Co., No. 23 Maiden-lane, and 
represented that his sister was about to 
be married and he wished to make her 


a nice present. He selected two unset dia- 
monds, weighing one and an eighth carats each, 
and a wateh and chain valued in all at $450, 
which he ordered to be sent to No. 39 West 
Ninth-street, where his brother would receive 
and pay forthem. When the messenger called 
at the number given he was met by Livingston, 
who took the property and gave the messenger 
a check for the amount drawn on the Ninth 
National Bank to the order of W. Doughty & 
Co., and signed it James W,. Baldwin. He told 
the messenger that his brother was unavoidably 
absent, and he therefore had obtained the check 
from a friend to pay for the articles. The check 
was worthless. 

When the case was reported to the police the 
detectives recognized the description given of 
the swindler as that of a young man who had 
been arrested twice before for similar trans- 
actions. Search was made for Livingston and 
he was seen by Detectives Cosgrove and Hickey 
at Madison-avenue and Twenty-ninth-street. 
He knew the detectives, but was not aware that 
they were looking for him, so he came up, shook 
hands cordially with them, and then. to his 
surprise, was placed under arrest. Yesterday he 
was fully identified by the clerk who had waited 
upon him in the store and the messenger who 
had delivered the goods to him. The landlady 
and one of the servants in the house No. 39 
West Ninth-street also recognized him as having 
hired a room in the house on the morning of his 
visit to the Maiden-lane jeweiry store, and paid 
$5 in advance for the same, but failed to occupy 
it beyond that day. 

At first he denied all knowledge of the transac- 
tion, but subsequenly he admitted his guilt and 
took the detectives to the pawnshop of M. S. 
Madigan, No. 557 Second-avenue, where he had 
pawned the diamonds and watch and chain 
for $47 on the same day that he had 
obtained them. In March last he was 
released from the Elmira Reformatory on 
ticket-of- leave. He admitted yesterday 
that aiter obtaining the property from Doughty 
& Co., and with the diamonds and watch and 
chain in his pockets, he went to the office of the 
agent of the Prison Association in the Bible 
House to report as required by the terms of his 
ticket-of-leave, and then proceeded to Madigan’s 
pawu shop and pawned the goods. Livingston 
was at the Jefferson Market Police Court yester- 
day and was remanded by Justice Ford until 
to-day.

Only the escort of 
officials and counsel for the Crown were present. 
Riel looked healthy and quite self-possessed. 
The information and complaint were made by 
Alexander David Stewart, of the city of Hamil- 
ton, Chief of Police, before Hugh Richardson, 
Stipendiary Magistrate. The complaint contains 
six clauses, but the substance of the whole is 


that Riel is charged with levying war on her 
Majesty the Queen at Duck Lake on March 26, 


MontreaL, July 7.—Mr. F. X. Lemieux,

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‘DEATH OF LEVI J. NORTH. 


THE CARBER OF A ONCE FAMOUS CIRCUS 
PERFORMER. 

While standing beside the open grave of 
his old-time associate, Frank Pastor, a brother 
of Tony Pastor, last week Levi J. North, who 
was without exception the most celebrated 
circus rider of his day, turned to a little group 
of white-haired veterans of the ring close at his 
elbow and said: 

** Another one gone, boys. Who'll be the next ?” 

Last night the same group of men were among 
several others that met in a Brooklyn chop house 
and agreed to attend Levi J. North’s funeral ina 
body to-morrow. It is said that Mr. North caught 


cold at Pastor’s funeral. After a brief illness he 
died from hemorrbage of the lungs on Monday 
at his home, No. 143 Wyckoff-street, Brooklyn. 

Levi James North, or * The North Star,” as he 
used to be heraided on circus posters, was a 
prominent pioneer in his profession. He coined 
money, became a manager, built a theatre, and 
boughta farm. Before he reached middle age 
he called himself a rich man. For the past few 
years he has been dependent on other members 
of his tamily for support. North ran away 
from home when a lad to join a circus. When he 
was born, in June, 1814, his parents were liv- 
ing in Newtown, Long Island. His father died 
when he was a baby, and so soon as he was able 
to work the boy had to help his mother to earn 
a living. It was a ereat grief to the mother 
when Levi disappeared on the same day witha 
circus that had teen performing in Brooklyn, 
but promises of very remunerative compensa- 
tion soon reconciled her to it, and she bound 
out her boy as an apprentice to Quick & Mead, 
the proprietors of the circus he went away with. 

The show journeyed southward, and after a 
week’s practice on horseback young North 
made his first bow to an audience under 
canvas in Camden, S. C. After traveling in 
Cuba, the West Indies, South America, and 
subsequentiy making a tour ot this country in 
1838, North went to England with Joe Black- 
burn, the clown, to fill an engagement at Ast- 
ley’s Royal Amphitheatre. Atthat time it was 
managed by Ducrow & West, and Andrew Du- 
crow was considered the champion rider of Eng- 
land. North’s success here was not less remark- 
able than in his own land. He astonished Price, 
the champion English vaulter, by turning 33 
somersaults in rapid succession, while Price 
could do but 20. His daring and agility in the 
ring compelied Ducrow to take down his cham- 
pion colors. North left Astley’s with a full 
»ocketbook and a warm attachment for Sophia 

est, the daughter of one of the managers. 

Forming a partnership with Price, the vaulter 
whom heso badly defeated, North made a tour 
of the English Provinces, and during one exhibi- 
tion excelled his previous record by turning 55 
somersaults in succession. He won agoid medal 
for doing it. In 1840 he came back to New-York 
and performed in the Bowery Theatre, when 
crowds flocked to see him. His popularity 
gainei himasalary of $50 a night and aclear 
benefit every Friday night, which at the time 
was considered unparalleled munificence. After 
working two years North went back to England 
to marry Sophie West. He remained in London 
until 1848, when be came back to this city and 
opened with Stone & Rockwe!ll’s circusin Niblo’s 
Garden. In 1844 he went back to England again, 
disposed of an interest in a circus he had there, 
and joined Franconi’s Hippodrome, in Paris. 

It was here, in 1845, that North reached the 
summit of his success. He was ordered to ap- 
pear before King Louis Phillippe and members 
of the royal family in a private riding school. 
While be was turning a backward somersault 
his horse shyed and he fell. The Queen sent her 
own surgeon to attend him. Coming back to 
America late in 1846, North received a perfect 
ovation. He started numerous enterprises in 
company with Price, but most of them were un- 
protitable, and he steadily lost money. 

In 1856 he built a theatre in Chicago, and the 
year following he was elected Alderman. Fire 
swept away his theatre and the companies in 
which he had insured it failed. That almost 
ruined him, but he saved enough to buy a farm 
in Des Plaines, a few miles west of Chicago, and 
in ashort time he had to dispose of it at a sacri- 
fice and go back to his profession. He traveled 
through the West and in Canada, and in 1866, 
when he was 52 years oid, he performed in this 
city with Lent’s circus, in the old Fourteenth- 
street Hippodrome. Mr. North leaves a widow 
and two children, Henry and Sophie. The 
funeral will take place to-morrow afternoon 
from No. 275 Sackett-street, Brooklyn. 


THE COLUMBIA AGROUND, 





SHE STICKS FAST IN THE SHOALS OFF ROCK- 
AWAY INLET. 


The excursion steamer Columbia, of the 
Knickerbocker Line, plying between this city 
and Rockaway. ran aground on the shoals off 
Rockaway Inlet, just above Barren Island, on 
her down trip yesterday afternoon. She had 
taken aboard about 300 passengers at her various 
landing places in this city, and had made her 
way down the Bay ina dense fog, guided solely 
by her compass. In passing up the narrow chan- 
nel of Jamaica Bay the fog became so thick that 
nothing could be seen 15 feet from the boat, and 
the lead line was kept continually in use, the 
vessel feeling her way carefully. 

The first bell buoy had just been passed in 
safety when a heavy shock was felt throughout 
the vessel, followed by two or three smaller 
shocks. The engines were signaled to stop in an 
instant, and then to back, but they were unable 
to stir the boat, as she was fast aground. The 
passengers were a little inclined to be frightened 
at first, but were assured by Capt. George Holton 
that they were not in the slightest danger. A 
lifeboat was quickly sent for assistance, and 
a thorough examination was made of the ves- 
sel’s hold. She was found to be uninjured, and 
as there was little sea on there was no 
danger in staying aboard. It was 4 o'clock 
when the Columbia ran aground, and about an 
hour laterthe Grand Republic, her sister boat, 
passed up on her home trip to New-York. She 
was attracted by the continual whistling of the 
Columbia, and stopped !ong enough to see that 
she could not be of any assistance. After con- 
siderable delay, during* which the men in the 
small boat lost their way, the little steamer 
Hazel Kirke, of the Canarsie Line, came along- 
side the Columbia and transferred her passen- 
gers to the East New-York trains. They were 
brought back to Brooklyn free of charge. 

Capt. W. H. Van Schaick, of the Grand Re- 
public, was inclined to make light of the acci- 
dent last night. ‘* There’s not a straizht course 
in that channel,” said he, “over five minutes in 
length, and it’s only good Juck that has kept us 
from running aground there before. We often 
touch there and nobody knows auything about 
it. We'll have high water about 2 o’clock in the 
morning, andI have not the least doubt that 
the Columbia will then float off of her own ac- 
cord. It was only a foot above low water mark 
when she went aground, and she only draws 
eight feet of water. Weare so positive of her 
safety that we have sent her no assistance. 
She’ll probably make her accustomed trip to- 
day.” 





A LARGE QUANTITY OF LUMBER. 
MiInnEAPouis, Minn., July 7.—All the log 
drives of the St. Croix and tributary streams 
have made their destination with the excep- 
tion of Sauntry and Tozer’s Clam River drive of 


8,500,000 feet, which is pung up at the mouth of 
Snake River, and the Upper Snake River 
drive of 12,000,000 feet, which is now 
in the flowage of the Chengewatona 
Dam, just below Pine City. The lumbermen are 
moving to secure the opening of the Winne- 
bagoshish dams in order to prevent a fall of the 
river and avert the hanging up of a great num- 
ber of Jogs now in danger of being caught at 
Olmsted Bar, just above Fort Ripley. Senator 
Buckman has consulted with Major Allen, 
United States Engineer in charge of the Upper 
Mississippi River improvements, and the Goy- 
ernor in relation to the matter. If it is decided 
to open the dams the result will be watched with 
e great deal of interest, as it will be the first 
practical application of the service for which 
they were constructed, and will prove what may 
be the future value of such works.

Her claim is supported by an 
engagement ring which she says Mr. Hyde gave 
her, and by numerous love letters. Mr. Hyde 
marned Miss Catherine Clark, of Netherwood, 
N.J., Dec. 18. In answer to the charge he ac- 
knowledges that he was engaged to Miss Worther 
from 1879 to 1882, but claims that about Sept. 1, 
1882, Miss Worther released him from his en- 
gagement. Both Mr. Hyde and Miss Worther 
are highly connected, and the outcome of the 
affair is awaited with much interest,

MORE FACTS ABOUT REAPPRAISE- 
MENTS. 


_-o—_—__—— 
To the Editor of the New-Vork Times: 

One of our evening papers is especiaily 
bitter in its attacks upon importers of embroid- 
eries. The cause of truth investigation, un- 
doubtedly the real object, is obstructed, how- 
ever, by the ignorance of the facts displayed by 
this paper. One of the articles speaks of em- 
broideries made by the small manufacturers of 
St. Gall and Hamburg. The writer does not 
know, it seems, that no embroideries are made 
at Hamburg. He evidently confounds the 
name of Swiss embroideries, made in the Con- 
sular District of St. Gall and known to the 
trade as Hamburg embroideries, with the name 
of the city of that name. When Swiss em- 
broidery machines were first put in use em- 
broideries were shipped from Hamburg as a 
means of concealing the place and process of 
their origin; soit came that this name was in- 
troduced and remained in use ever since. 

Of equal validity is the statement made that 
“ the tricksters,” speaking of the importers’ of 
embroideries, now under the harrows of reap- 
Praisement, are scheming to get goods in under 


the stitch basis, described in my letter of the 26th 
of June. Here we see denounced as a dark trick 
of conspirators to defraud tke revenue what 
has been put in use and practice by the Govern- 
ment asa method of getting at the true value 
aud has been in such practice for the last 
seven years. The real conspirators are the Spe- 
cial Agents and the St. Gall commission houses, 
who are co-operating in the same direction and 
with the same purpose. Some months ago, long 
before this matter became the subject of open 
discussion, letters were received from St. Gall 
informing importers here that the report was 
current there that all values would be raised 20 
percent. This is now being put into practice. 
But as this is simply arbitrary, and has no. basis 
of law to stand upon, it will fail ultimately, if 
importerys have only the common sense to defend 
their undeniable rights. That my statement of 
the legal and practical position was correct in 
all its details can be learned from an editorial 
on the subiect in the well informed and careful 
Journal of Commerce, which I had not seen until 
my letter appeared in print, and which gives the 
facts exactly as I had given them. 

A system adopted by the Government and re- 
ceiving the sanction of long usage is suddenly 
abandoned, and the penalty of this arbitrary 
revertive action of the Government is laid upon 
the importer. He not only has to submit to 
to havine his invoices raised over the 10 
per cent. rate adopted by the Board of Ap- 
praisers in 1878, but also toa penalty of 20 per 
cent. besides, for no other offense than trusting 
in the binding force of Government rulings. In 
no single case of reappraisements has the value 
of tne stitch basis, upon which the invoices 
were calculated, been impeached or doubted. 
Upon this alone undervaluations could have 
been proved under the old system. It is clear, 
however, that the stitch basis has been wholly 
abandoned, as wellas the theory of a 10 per 
cent. addition. 

The addition now considered proper must be 
in the neighborhood of 20 per cent., 10 per cent., 
as is alleged, being to represent expenses and 10 
per cent. the manufacturer’s profit. To put the 
matter exactiy, [should say that the advances 
now made are such as on the lowest basis of 
average would place the goods reappraised at a 
point which would represent at least 20 per cent. 
addition to the actual cost of the goods. 

It is now currently stated that the testimony 
is received of witnesses who base their valua- 
tion upon a mere general examination of the 
goods without acount of the stitches. I have 
seen the figures of one reappraisement by six 
different importers acting as witnesses on an 
article invoiced at 47 cents. The lowest estimate 
was 40 cents: from there running up to 65, and 
they were all experts and large importers. This 
alone shows the wisdom of the adoption of the 
stitch basis by the Government as the only safe 
and equitable method of valuation of an article 
which has always been one of the most difficult 
to estimate correctly. The results arrived at 
now are as varied as they used to be ten years 
ago before the stitch basis was adopted for the 
purpose of correcting them. 

It isknown that one of the merchant apprais- 
ers called by the Government, himself a partner 
of the iargest American dry goods jobbing 
house, has in several cases protested against the 
imposition of any additional charge beyond the 
10 per cent. previously in practice, as it would 
be an injustice to add anything beyond that. 
He could not be induced to sustain any further 
advance, 

But in spite of this, different importers, all of 
whom invoice their goods upon precisely the 
same basis and principle, are advanced 10 per 
cent., 15 per cent., and some 20 per cent. Mer- 
chants who have from the first protested against 
the imposition of 10 per cent.,and had not aaded 
them on to the cost of their goods, had not a 
higher percentage added by the reappraisement 
than those who had added the 10 per cent. All 
of this implies penalties running up into tens of 
thousands of dollars. In all of this the importer 
had no warning, no intimation that the Govern- 
ment was to abandon its rule. The change was 
suddenly sprung upon the importer, and the 
adhesion of the Government’s distinct ruling 
was made by the Government a subject of fine 
and penalty and the victim of this proceeding 
branded a perpetrator of frauds and cheats. 

This is a simple question of rights. If the im- 
porters submit to this usage they deserve worse 
treatment, and I doubt not they will get all they 
deserve. The courts are open to them. It isa 
slow process, but the only one, possibly, that wiil 
give them their rights. The Government, how- 
ever, will doubtlessly see in time that it is allow- 
ing special agents to place it, in this instance, 
in a wrong position. 

According tothe rules of the Treasury De- 
partment it appears that practices laid down 
or decisions made cannot be altered by succeed- 
ing Secretaries. Witness the great steel bioom 
question, which at the time was the subject of 
much comment in the press. Theimporters pro- 
tested against the decision of Judge French, 
whose rulings were about as arbitrary as those 
of a Jeffries, whereby as Acting Secretary he 
had decided that bloomsof 3% inches should 
be passed as steel in bars, and pay a duty of 
2144 cents a pound, or $50 40 a ton,a duty of 
nearly 200 per cent. ad valorem. The importers, 
not satisfied with this decision, appealed to 
Judge Folger. He relieved blooms down to5 
inches only, stating that he could not, under the 
law, reverse former decisions of the Treasury 
Department, but admitted thatall blooms ought 
to be passed at 380 per cent., at which rate he 
would have all blooms classified if he were not 
prevented from doing so by the erroneous de- 
cisions of his predecessors. Thecases were taken 
to the courts, who decided that all blooms en- 
tered under appeal were to be admitted at the 
rate of 80 per cent., which was what the import- 
ers had claimed. 

It may be said that a method of appraisement 
adopted by the department can be changed, re- 
versed, or modified at any time without bring- 
ing the action under the —— heading of the 
cited case. It is plain, however, that if the 
Government cannot retract decisions, though it 
becomes convinced that they are erroneous, it 
is still more certain that it cannot inflict penal- 
ties on those who act under these decisions or 
rules. Nor can there be any doubt that. it is the 
meaning of this law that Treasury deoisions 
shall not be subjects of capricious rulings and 
changes, which would certainly be the case here. 

This matter isso plain and simple that no au- 
thorities are needed to show where a sense of 
right and juetice ought to lead the {udentent of 
an unbiased mind. The law is clearly on the side 
of the importers, and no amount of hard words 
ean impair their position. 

It is as inconceivable, however, that a free 
Government should willfully abuse its power as 
that a citizen should have to submit to arbitrary 
action. That the intention of the Administra- 
tion is anything but a desire to carry out the 
laws and do justice to everybody is doubted by 
noone. It remains only to present the case 
clearly and distinctly, and I think that the au- 
thorities will not hesitate a moment to correct 
any ill-conceived arbitrary ruling.

UNDERVALUATIONS IN 
TARIFF SYSTEM. 


OUR 


To the Eattor of the New-York Times: 

Custom House frauds, undervalutions, 
and, in fact, the prevailing scandal existing in 
our rotten tariff system, resemble the cholera 
now raging in Murcia, in Spain. The fell dis- 
ease and pestilence has its hold upon the devoted 
city and district because the sanitary system 
has been so bad, and the filth that accumulated 
for years has become sucha sacred institution 
that the pestilence is only a natural outcome of 
it. The sanitary faculty of the world agrees 
upon one thing, and that 1s, thatiall the medical 
assistance is unavailablo without the inevitable 
removal of the primary cause. The accumula- 
tion of a series of rotten tariff laws in the 
United States is producing, and has al- 
ways more or less produced, the pestilence 
of frauds and corruption. And all the loud 
protestations of the “hold overs,” who some- 
how have become mighty zealous all at once 
since the 4th of Maroh, cannot stamp it out—un- 
less we remove the real cause, and that is our 
existing bad tariff laws. Our tariff laws are the 
very descendants of Ishmael, whose hands are 
ana “‘every’’ merchant, be he 
ever so honest or upright. Consequently a band 
of importers has sprung up who are fighting 
this ishmaelite tariff with similar unfair weap- 
ons. To believe that all our importers of goods 
subject to an ad valorem duty, which in 1884 


, amounted to a little over $200,000,000, aré sys- 


tematic undervaluers or defrauders of the 
revenue would be as plausible as to charge the 

.000,000 of people of the United States with 
being habitua) assassins, because we do most 
certainly deplore the fact that a few hundred 
people are pistoled, knifed, or clubbed to death 
annually. 

Again, when sensational papers and the un- 
fortunate * hold-overs" assert that the loss to the 
revenue is 000,000 annually through these 
undervaluations, we may well wonder not only 
at the credulity but ignorance of those who can 
believe this enormous falsehood. In order to 
lose $60,000,000 duty on $200,000,000 importations 
subject to an ad valorem duty it would require 
thatthe goodsshould be valued at 60 cents on the 
dollar only. In other words, the $200,000,000 goods 
imported must in that case actually represent a 





value of no less than $350,000,000. 
L theless, wa may with

a good deal of undervaluation is go 
we may feel sure of two things:' 
great bulk of the importation is honest. Be- 
cause the great importer, whose dealings in 
silks or other stuffs, amounting to $1,000,000 or 

,000,000 annually, cannot y me a 
criminal without taking into his confidence his 
bookkeeper, his shipping clerk, bis invoice 
clerk, and perhaps two or three more of his em- 
ployes. Let the sober minded judge of this for 
themselves, Secondly, the habitual undervalu- 
ers, with asystematic fraud and collusion asa 
stock in trade, are a small fry, but they are also 
a mischievous and pestiferous fraternity, who 
are naturally anxious for our present rotten 
tariff system to remain. 
~ But let me show to-day the equity of the law 
in regard to reappraisinent, of which so much of 
‘late has been said. Let me (to usea Biblical term) 
{from this very rock bring forth water and ex- 
‘pose the iniquity of this law. As a rule the 
habitual swindling small fry of an undervaluer 
does not ask for a reappraisment. It is nat- 
ural that such a culprit is as shy of an exposé as 
a bunco steerer is of a police station. Such a 
man, if his game of bold fraud or collusion fails, 
pays the penalty in the first instance and says 
nothing about it. But how stands the case 
of the real honest importer of goods, whose 
invoice has been unduly raised by the 
Appraiser? Say Mr. Smith buys or re- 
ceives an invoice of _ silks,. the 
silk examiner is of opinion that the goods had 
been undervalued 10 per cent. or more, which 
carries a penalty of 20 per cent. additional duty 
with it. Now, Mr. Smith not only feels but 
knows that his invoice is correct, that he never 
paid more than the stated cost for the goods, 
or, intact, would not lend himself to any agree- 
ment, connivance, or other dishonest act to de- 
traud the revenue, Well, the first fiat has gone 
forth. The silk Appraiser believes, and perhaps 
from all the light he has on the subject honestly 
too, that the silk is undervalued 10 per cent., and 
he so reports it. Consequently the merchant 
can only do one of two things: either pay the 
duty as the Appraiser valued it or demand a re- 
appraisement. Naturally he demands the 
latter. And now comes the gist of the 
case. The man who has just appraised 
the goods isa Government servant; he natural- 
ly feels it his duty to protect the Government 
first upon any doubt he may have. Having 
done this duty, he retires and is heard of no 
more, The General Appraiser then becomes the 
guardian of the Government interest, and his 
bias, a very honest one, is not less vigilant. Then 
the examiner in the Appraiser’s office is also, 
of course, not on the side of the merchant. 
Then the Collector, (remember, I say advisedly 
the Coilector,) a still greater representative of 
the Government, chooses a respectable citizen 
familiar with silk goods to determine in con- 
junction with the General Appraiser the 
market value of the goods. Of course, 
the Collector has only to see that this private 
citizen 1s respectable and knows the trade. But 
surely it cannot be assumed that this merchant 
in any way represeats the interest of the un- 
fortunate importer, inasmuch as the importer 
has no voice in this selection. Now, a man 
chosen to sitin judgment on his neighbor, who, 
above all,is his competitor in the same trade, 
may of course be able to do complete justice 
without bias. Still, if that is to be the rule, then 
the challenging of jurors is an outrage and 
ought to be abolished. One of these two sys- 
tems must necessarily be wrong. 

Thus, then, this court of reappraisement is 
constituted. The General Appraiser, who nat- 
urally is on the side of the Government, and the 
private citizen merchant competitor, who, un- 
less human nature is entirely changed, has no 
warm corner for the unfortunate importer. 
Still, there are events in these reappraisements 
where the citizen merchant differs, and stoutly 
adheres to the market value as entered by the 
importer. In such a case the Collector, the high- 
est official of revenue after the Secretary of 
the Treasury, gives his decision. And in order 
to exonerate the importer he, the Collector rep- 
resenting the Government, whose aim it 
is to collect always the highest rate of duty, and 
always teartul of thetricks that are vain used 
by importers, is called upon to stultify 
and ignore the decision of two Government 
officials, namely, the Examining Appraiser and 
General Appraiser, who are supposed to be ex- 

erts and have made these questions their study. 
Bach is the law of reappraisement, and I leave 
it to my readers whether the observation of the 
late Jamented Mr. Bumble, that “if this is the 
law the law is an ass,” is not very applicable in 
the law of general appraisements. Nay, this 
law is worse than an ass, because it is one- 
sided. Of course, the law as it stands has to be 
carried out vy the Administration. The Treas- 
ury has noalternative. Nevertheless, it isa great 
hardship. Therefore, relief to the merchants 
and an honest collection of revenue can only be 
attained, ir we simplify these internal arbitrary 
tariff laws, by reducing the duties to a standard 
whereby many articles now paying anad va- 
lorem duty can be made tu pay specific duties 
and abolish forever this mirage of foreign mar- 
ket values, which has proved indefinable. The 
remedy that the poor hold-overs have suggested, 
and oo doubt still suggest. is the reinstitution of 
the moiety system on seizures of books. But 
they are as averse toa simplification of the in- 
tricate tariff laws as are the cholera-stricken 
Murcians to cleaning their city of the accumu- 
lated pestilenti:| filth. J. 8. MOORE.

Madison, Wis.. which has a good, efficient Fire 
Department, well able to protect its business 
houses, is making a strong endeavor to secure 
the rebuilding of the tobacco warehouse here 
instead of at Stoughton, where fires heretofore 
have been very disastrous. 


A rocket struck into the loading depart- 
ment. of the Remington Armory, at Ilion, N. Y., 
at 11 P. M. Monday, which destroyed that struct- 
ure and $5,000 worth of cartridges. The fire ex- 
tended to the main building, damaging the upper 
rooms, machinery, and sewing machine stoc Eby 
fire. smoke, and water, to the extent of $25,000. 
Allthe losses are covered by insurance. The 
whole armory was threatened at one time. Fire- 
men from the surrounding villages assisted in 
subduing the flames. No department but the 
cartridge works is interfered with by the fire, 
and that will be replaced at once. 


On Monday night the hotel of George 
Southard, at Bellmore, town of Hempstead, was 
discovered to be on fire in the garret. The 
building, a frame one, burned with fearful ra- 
pidity, and all efforts to save it were futile. Most 
of tne furniture and bedding was saved. - The 
building was owned by the Charles Smith estate. 
The loss is about $5,000; partly insured. The 
origin of the fire is a mystery. 

H. <A. Leavitt’s grist mill, sawmill, 
stables, and barn at Great Barri m, Mass., 
with most of their contents, were rned last 
night.

SIR JAMES MACAULAY HIGGINSON. 

Sir'James Macaulay Higginson, K. C. B., 
whose death is reported by cable from London, 
came from a military family, his father having 
been the Major of the Tenth Faot Regiment at 
the date of the son’s birth, in 1805. , The future 
K. C. B. was educated at Portora School, near 
Enniskillen, and at Trinity College, Dublin. His 
first entrance upon military lite was in 1824, 
when he received a commission in the Bengal 
Army, serving with the Fifty-eighth Regiment in 
the Bluntpore campaign, and taking part in the 
successful storming of the fort of that name in 
1826. In he was transferred to the staff, and 
among otrer positions held by him were aide-de- 
camp to Lord Bentinck, Governor-Genera! of 
India; private and military secretary to the 
Governor of Agra, Superintendent of the My- 
sore Provinces, and resident agent atjthe Court 
of Moorshedabad. When Sir Charlies Metcalfe 
returned to f®urope he was accompanied 
by Coil. Higginson, and when that statesman was 
appointed as the Governor of Jamaica in 1839 he 
named Col. Higwinses as hissecretary. He fol- 
Jowed Sir Charles Metcalfe to Canada in 1843, oc- 
cupyin under his adm}nistration the joint offices 
of Civil Secretary and Superintendent of Indian 
Affairs. Earl Cathcart, who _ succeeded Sir 
Charles Metcalfe as Governor-General of Can- 
ada, selected Col. Higginson as his private and 
military secretary. In 1846 he was made Goy- 
ernor and Commander-in-Chief of the Leeward 
Islands, holding that position until 1850, when he 
was transferred to the Governorship of Mauri- 
tius. His nomination to the Order cf the Bath 
was made in 1851, when he was made a Compan- 
ion. Five years later he was advanced to the 
dignity of a Knight Commander. He was retired 
in 1857, after a foreign service extending over W 
years.

THE DISINFECTION OF RAGS

WOw SOME CARGOES . ARRIVING 

HERE ARE TREATED, 
47ACTS REGARDING THE ACTIONS OF THE 

PAPER STOCK DISINFECTING COMPANY 

AND THE HEALTH OFFICER. 
following is a copy of a letter sent to 
‘Collector Hedden on Monday by a firm of pa- 
jer stock importers who have suffered much 
wnnoyance and delay in consequence of the 
wompulsory rag disinfection orders: 

New-York, July 6, 1885. 
Edward L. Hedden, 0: of Cust . New-York: 
DEAR SIR: We respectfully call your attention to 
the following action of the New-Jersey Lighterage 
Company. ‘They took from the bonded lighter Erie 
tome goods that were on her under -—— order, 
transported them to Roberts’s pier, in Brooklyn, 
where they landed them without notifying the dis- 
rict customs officer, and afterward took two-thirds of 
he goods and shipped them out of the city. The cus- 
ms permit to land above goods has never been pre- 

fron to any one authorized to receive it, Such ac-

The Collector had done nothing in the matter 
upto last night. The members of the firm of 
Lockwood & McClintock have been fighting the 
compulsory disinfection scheme since its incep- 
tion, and they are pretty well acquainted with 
Its various stages of development and with the 
persons who are interested in it. Rags con- 
Biened tothem on the bark Exile, from Leg- 
horn; the ship Vigilante, from Hiogo, Japan, 


athe bark Battaglia, from Leghorn, have 

n delayed and detained by means which 

essrs. Lockwood & McCuntock are inclined to 
gard with grave suspicion. 

So peculiar have the circumstances connected 
‘with rag disinfection at this port seemed to Mr. 
McClintock that he bas written out a succinct 
history ot his firm’s experiences for private dis- 
tribution. His paper is entitled, “Some Facts 
Regarding the Actions of the New-York Paper 

tock Disinfecting Company and Health Officer 

mith.” The general facts concerning the 
detention, for disinfection, of the rags 
brought to this port by the ships Exile, 
Vigilante, and Lattaglia have already been stated 
fn Tue Times. Mr. McClintock presents them in 
‘detail. Herelatestwo instances where he went 
fto Washington to see Assistant Secretary Fair, 
child, in the hope of being permitted by th 
Treasury officers to take possession of the goods 
‘consigned to his firm. On both occasions his 
request to have his property surrendered to him, 
without being damaged by the injection into it 
of superheated steam, was resisted before the 
Assistant Secretary by W. Scott Smith, Seore- 
tary of the Paper Stock Disinfecting Company. 
*®. B. Bartlett, of Brooklyn, who 1s interested in 
the disinfecting company, and who controls the 
(Baltic Stores, appeared witb Smith. When the 
case of the rags brought here from Japan on the 
Vigilante was being considered by Assistant Sec- 
retary Fairchild, according to Mr. McClintock, 
there was misrepresentation on the part of per- 
sons who were speaking in the interest of the 
idisinfecting company. On this point the fol- 
howing paragraph from Mr. McClintock’s paper 
4s quoted: 
| “Mr. Bartlett remarked that the consignees falsely 
ystated that they had a permit to land the goods, that 
they never had any such permit, as it had been revoked. 
‘Secretary Fairchild remarked that he could not see 
how the health permit could have been revoked if the 
leonsignees neverhad one. ‘The fact is that the con- 
wignees then had a health permit in their possession, 
tbat it had not been revoked up to that time, nor has 
8t been since, but still remains in their hands. Sec- 
retary Fairchild closed the interview by saying he 
would instruct the Collector.” 

Mr. McClintock remarks that originally the 
Paper Stock Disinfecting Company proposed to 
mse sulphurous acid gas, but finding that this 
could ve produced in the packing houses abroad, 
they decided that nothing would be useful but 

uperheated steam, which it is thought can Only 

e utilized by the use of such machinery as they 
have covered in their patents. The paper con- 
tains the following paragraph in relation to the 
480 bales of rags brought here from Leghorn on 
the Battaglia, a portion of which were con- 
pizned to Lockwood & McClintock: 

“These goods were ordered by the Collector to be 
‘taken in bonded lighter to Kobbin’s Reef to be disin- 
ected and then returned by bonded lighter tu Coe’s 

Stores, in New-York City, where a permit had been 
ssued bythe City Board of Health for them to be 
anded. On the arrivai of the goods at Robbin’s Reef 
they were taken possession of by the disinfecting 
company, who refused to deliver them to the lighter 
which brought them here, put them on lignters of 
their own enploy, and sent them to Bartlett’s stores, in 
rookiyn.” 

Itis a singular fact that no rags have been 
put through the so-called process of disinfec- 
tion in Brooklyn except when the goods were 
vertified by Health Officer Smith as being free 

from infection before they were allowed to 
and at the Baltic Stores. Mr. cClintock 
pays of the Health Offieer: “Dr. Smith 
has certainly acted in an extra-official ca- 
pacity. As Health Officer of the Port it is 
this privilege, in fact his duty, to stop at Quar- 
antine any vessels having on board disease 
or infectious cargo, and cause the vessels to be 
scparged there. After he has passed them he 
as no authority under the law, we are advised, 
to order part of the cargo to be taken anywhere, 
aod hesays so himself. It is admitted that if 
for any good reason he, after passing a vessel, 
learns there is anything wrong concerning her 
pargo or herself, she may be ordered back to 
Quarantine, but it appears to be perfectly ab- 
Burd that he should allow goods that require 
disinfection to pass Quarantine, come up to the 
city, be discharged there and taken off to any 
other point for disinfection. Were goods infec- 
tious would not the stevedores, lightermen, 
truckmen, and all other handlers of the goods 
subject to infection and carry it wherever 
they went?”

MCCARTHY FOUND GUILTY.

‘A’ SCOUNDREL WHO SHOULD HAVE NO 


MERCY SHOWN HIM. 
The trial of Timothy McCarthy, saloon 


keeper, of No. 41 Oak-street, for assaulting Cath- 


erine Barrows, terminated yesterday afternoon 
in a verdict of guilty of the offense charged in 
the indictment. The penalty is from 10 to 20 
years’ imprisonment in the State prison. Mc- 
Carthy, who has long had an unsavory reputa- 
tion, was the keeper of a saloon at No. 41 Oak- 
street which was known to be a resort for 
bad characters, and he has himself been 
cbarged with various crimes, including burg- 


lary. His trial for the crime of which 
he was convicted yesterday afternoon was 
begun on Thursday last and adjourned 


at the close of that day until Monday. Catherine 
Barrows, the young woman he was accused of 
assaulting, was, according to her own story, an 
immigrant who arrived bere in April and went 
to Philadelphia to join her brother, who, how- 
ever, had diéd before her arrival. She returned 
to New-York and put up at a Washington- 
street lodging house, and, while seeing the sights 
of New-York with a man .whose acquaintance 
she made there, was robbed by him of her 
pocketbook containing £55 in English money. 
She had the man arrested but he escaped pun- 
ishment, and she went to Castle Garden. 

While there McCarthy visited the place and 
engaged her, as he said, to nurse his sick wife. 
He carried her to his place in Oak-street, where 
he soon after assaulted her and then kept her 
locked up in a room for overa week. She made 
her escape by the assistance of some persons 
living next door, at No. 43 Oak-street, and when 
she went to claim her things of McCarthy he 
had her arrested for drunkenness. The Police 
Justice, however, before whom she was 
taken on hearing her story dismissed 
the charge and caused her to make 
® jcompiaint for assault against Mc- 
Carthy. Various persons from No. 48 Oak- 
street corroborated Catherine's statement of her 
enforced confinement at. No. 41, and Matron 
Tillman, of the House of Detention, testified 
that the bruises on her body bore evidence of 
the cruel treatment she had received. McCar- 
thy’s lawyers made no attempt to controvert the 
evidence, but contented themselves with en- 
deavoring to show that Catherine was generally 
a very bad character, but even of this they 
could offer no satisfactory evidence. 

Assistant District Attorney Bedford, who con- 
ducted the case for the et ag said in summing 
up: “Such men as Timothy McCarthy are the 
very pestilence of the earth. Their acts of sav- 
age brutality bring more grief and anguish to 
the lives of women than all the tears of heaven 
can efface, This scoundrel, who makes his boasts 
that his political influence will protect him; 
this creature, who has dared with his foul 
breath to pollute the channels of justice, by 
bragging that he controls the authorities, stands 
before you to-day. Gentlemen of the jury, I 
ask you with all the fervid zeal of my official 
oath to show Timothy McCarthy, the politician, 
that noinfiuence on earth can swerve you one 
instant from doing your duty in this case, and 
thus ridding the public of this living devil.” 

The jury was out from shortly after 3 o’clock 
until 5:15. McCarthy, who evidently expected 
an acquittal, was thunderstruck by the verdict. 
He was remanded for sentence until Thursday 
morning. 


EXCITEMENT ON A STEAMER. 








THE RESCUE OF A DROWNING CHILD FROM 
THE RIVER. 

The passengers on the steamer Laura M. 
Starin, returning from Glen Island yesterday on 
the5 P. M. trip, witnessed’ an exciting scene 
when the Starin overtook an excursion barge in 
tow of asmall side-wheel steamer off Astoria. 
The excursionists on the barge cheered and 
waved their hats and handkerchiefs and the sal- 
utations were returned by the passengers on the 
Starin. One of the most enthusiastic excursion- 
ists on the upper deck of the barge was a woman 
who leaned over the rail holding a child in one 
arm and waving a handkerchief with her other 
hand. During the excitement, and to the borror 
of the passengers on the three boats, the woman 
let the child fall intothe water. As the mother 
saw her child descend 25 feet and strike the 
water with a splash she fell back on the deck of 
the barge and fainted. The excitement on the 
barge was intense,and men ran wildly about 
shouting for some one to lower aboat. One 
young man threw off his kat and coat and was 
about to spring over the rail of the upper 
deck, but he was restrained by his 
friends. The barge was nearly upset by the 
people crowding on one side to get a view of the 
child who was — on the water, it being 
kept up by its clothing. The Captain of the 
barge ran out of the wheel house and shouted to 
the excited excursionists as the barge was ca- 
reening, “* For God sake step to the other side of 
the barge* or you will all go overboard.”’ The 
people saw their danger and quickly obeyed the 
warning. 

Two men were inarowboat attached to the 
stern of the barge. As soon as they saw the 
child one of them cut the tow line with a knife 
while the other rowed toward the child. In less 
than three minutes they had the child in the 
boat. As the boat was paddled toward the barge 
cheer after cheer went up from the passengers 
on the three boats. A man on the lower deck of 
the barge held out his arms and the child was 
passed to him and the little one was quickly 
taken from his arms bya woman. The Starin 
proceeded on its way to the city leaving the 
little side-wheel steamer siowly towing the barge 
excursior party down the river. 








CURTAILING A SHERIFF’S AUTHORITY. 

In 1857 the New-Jersey Legislature 
passed an act to transfer the custody of the 
jails of Essex and Hudson Counties from the 
Sheriffs to the Boards of Chosen Freeholders, and 
in the concluding section authorized the boards 
of any other counties to adopt the provisions of 


the act. Passaic, Union, and Mercer Counties 
availed themselves of this clause, and for 28 
years at least in the former two counties the 
ails have been in the charze of the county 

oards or Jail Wardens appointed by them. Last 
Fall Camden County elected a Democratic 
Sheriff, who promptly took charge or the jail, as 
usual] in that county. The Republican Board of 
Chosen Freeholders immediately adopted the 
provisions of the actin question, and appointed 
as Jail Warden the defeated Republican candi- 
date for Sheriff. The Sheriff refused to surren- 
der and the newly appointed Warden carried the 
ease to the Supreme Court. That tribunal 
has just decided that the optional clause 
in. the act is unconstitutional, as that 
sweeping provision is not indicated in the 
title of the act. This would oust the Boards of 
Chosen Freeholders of Passaic, Mercer, and 
Union Counties of their jurisdiction over the 
jails, and would place those institutions in the 
charge of the Sheriffs, who would be paid in fees 
and a per diem for the board of the prisoners, a 
system that was attended with great abuses in 
the old time. To checkmate the Sheriff in any 
such attempt which he might contemplate the 
Passaic County Board yesterday adopted a series 
of resolutions constituting the county jail a 
county workhouse under an ancient statute, and 
appointed the present Jail Warden to be Master 
of the Workhouse for the balance of his term as 
Warden. Two small portions of the jall were set 
apart for jail purposes,so that if the Sheriff’s 
right to the jail shall be established by tbe Court 
of Errors and Appeals, to which the question has 
been carried, he will bave little or nothing left 
worth fighting for. The Chosen Freeholders 
felicitate themselves with the idea that they 
have just a little the best of the Sheriff thus far. 








TERESA MINDEN BAGS A THIEF. 

Teresa Minden, a pretty young servant 
employed by Louis Fuchs, of No. 75 Meserole- 
street, Brooklyn, Eastern District, heard some 
one prowling around in the front hal! at that 
address on Monday evening, and went to inves- 
tigate, she being the only person in the house. 
The girl found one man groping his way in the 
hall, and another, who ran away when she ap- 
peared, standing at the door, apparently 
keeping watch. The man in the hall at- 
tempted to run too, but Teresa was 


‘too quick for him, and grabbing him around 


the neck she began to call for assistance. With 
an oath the fellow struck the plucky servant 
full in the face, knocking her down, and then 
ran out. Teresa jumped up, and following the 
man caugbt up to him and got hold of his coat 
tail, at which she tugged with all her might, still 
erving for help. The brutestruck her again and 
once more got away, but the undaunted gir! fol- 
lowed him and caught him a thirdtime. This 
time an officer came to her help and arrested the 
thef. At the Sixth Precinct Station House he 
was recognized as an old offender, and Justice 
Naeher fined him $100 and sent him to prison for 
six months. 








DR EDSON’S GOOD WORE. 

Dr. Cyrus Edson sent to the Health 
Board yesterday a report of the work done by his 
division during the three months ending June 30, 
From this report it appears that 15,890 pounds of 
beef, 64,596 pounds of veal, 21,988 pounds of mut- 
ton,5,999 pounds of pork, 14,170 pounds of poultry, 
8,010 pounds of cheese, and 181,532 pounds of fish 
were seized as being unfit for human food. The 
sale of 195 packages of adulterated tea was pro- 
bibited; 1,622 specimens of milk were examined 
and 194 quarts were fouud to be adulterated. 
During the quarter the inspections made by the 
force under Dr. Edson were as follows: At mar- 
kets, 154: commission houses, 1.241; butchers’ 
sbops, 713; storehouses, 1,091; packing houses, 
18; vessels, 126; stock yards, 146; railroad depots, 
209, and fish stands, 2/682.

A SANITARY VISIT TO “ THE BEND” 

IN MULBERRY-STREET. ! 

WORK OF THE DISINFECTING CORPS OF 

THE BOARD OF HEALTH AMONG FOUL 
WOMEN AND BESOTTED MEN. 

The disinfecting corps of the Board of 
Health, under the direction of Dr. Tay!or, paid 
a visit yesterday to that section of Mulberry- 
street known as “The Bend,” which extends 
from Park-street to Bayard-street. This part of 
Mulberry-street is probably the filthiest portion 
of the lower part of thecity. Its inhabitants 
are mostly Italians, who keep low dives in the 
basements of the houses, where they sell stale 
beer at 2 cents a glass to the tramps who beg in 
the streets during the day, and harbor women 
of the most depraved character. The houses 
and their surroundings are so filthy that the 
truck of the disinfecting corps visits them 
about every four days, and even with this ex- 
traordinary precaution it is found impossible to 
preserve anything like an approach to cleanli- 
ness in the neighborhood. Verminswarm in the 
ill-smelling rooms and cover the inmates; the 
atmosphere is full of pestilential odors, and the 
street and gutters fairly reek with the dirt and 
refuse thrown from the houses. It is a pesti- 
lence-breeding region, and if cholera makes its 
appearance here this Summer “ The Bend” will 
be one of its first and favorite resting places. 

The work of disinfection is carried on under 
the supervision of Deputy McGowan, of the Bu- 
reau of Infectious Diseases, and a TimzEs re- 


poster yesterday accompanied him on his visita. 
be large truck of the department, containing 
500 gallons of a solution of chloride of mercury, 
chioride of potash, and carbolic acid, followed 
Mr. McGowan, and four men drew large pailfuls 
of this solution and spread itin the gutters, in 
the street,in the vaults, and in the houses. 
Some of the rooms which were the most filthy 
and emitted the foulest stenches were fairly 
flooded with the deodorizing mixture. **They 
will sweep it all outafter we have gone,” said Mr. 
McGowan, “but it will kilithe vermin and force 
them to spread fresh sawdust on the floor, which 
they would not do for months but for our fre- 
quent visits. You see, it doesn’t disturb these 
people at all. They expect us at regular inter- 
vals, and they take our overhauling of their 
premises as quite a matter of course.”’ 

This statement was made in a dive in the base- 
ment at No. 52 Mulberry-street. On a long 
bench a tramp was stretched at full length, 
sleeping off his night’s debauch on stale beer. 
He simply lifted bis head as the disinfectant was 
dashed on the floor, gave a sleepy grow), dropped 
his head again, and began to snore. In thesame 
room, which was about 10 feet square, were two 
other tramps, sitting on benches and smoking 
blackened clay pipes, and three persons in the 
ragged garb of women from whose faces dissi- 
pation had driven every trace of womanhood. 
‘hey greeted their uninvited visitors with 
shouts of laughter and vile language, raised 
their feet as the liquid was dashed upon the 
floor, and then relapsed into a state of drunken 
stupidity. The sawdust which covered the floor 
of this den was black with filth and the dregs of 
stale beer, which had been spilled or thrown 
in all directions. A more perfect picture of ab- 
solute degradation of humanity could scarcely 
be imagined than that presented by the six 
creatures in this apartment. 

Tn the area outside the scene was no more in- 
viting than within. A year ago this area was 
paved with cobblestones, between which the 
dirt and filth lodged and refused to be moved. 
By order of the Board of Health flagstones have 
been substituted for these, and this has proyed a 
wxreat sanitary improvement. The stones, how- 
ever, were vesterday covered with dirt and 
grease, and little piles of refuse were to be found 
scattered in all directions.. The odor which arose 
from the area was simply overpowering, and to 
breathe the polluted atmosphere for any length 
of time without succumbing to nausea was im- 
possible. Bucket after bucket of the disinfect- 
ant was dashed over the stones and down into 
the cellar, from which a powerful stench arose, 
and when the health officers left the place it 
was smelling sweet and fragrant in comparison 
to its former condition. “ It will be just as bad 
by the time we come again, in fouror five days,” 
said Mr. McGowan, “ Constant vigilance is the 
price of safety in these dives.” 

Probably the worst plece in the street is at No. 
8. This is a four-story and basement brick 
house, the upper fioors jnhabited principally ~ d 
Italians and the basement as a dive of the foul- 
est description, in which men and women are 
huddled together like pigsin a pen. In the rear 
is another house, separated from the front 
building by a flagged courtyard. The large 
basement of this house is divided intotwo rooms 
by a blanket, which is hung up asa partition. An 
old beer keg occupied one corner of the first 
room yesterday, and the only furniture visible 
was one long bench. In the room were eight 
women, two of whom were dancing a jig when 
the health officer entered, to the singing of a 
third. They paid no attention to the sudden ap- 
pearance of their visitors, except to greet them 
with aloud laugh, and continued to dance. Some 
of these women were guite young, and under 
different conditions might be regarded as 
pretty. But the faces of all were  be- 
sotted and hardened, and all bore the unmis- 
takable signs of a life of dissipation and crime. 
They looked on as the officers proceeded to dis- 
infect the place, some laughing loudly, and 
others gazing stolidly, but none of them uttered 
aword. This den isso ful! of tramps and aban- 
doned women at times during the Summer that 
dozens of them sleep off the effects of their de- 
bauches on the flagstones of the courtyard, the 
room being too crowded to accommodate them, 
Brawlsand fights are frequent, and stabbing 
affrays often occur. Raids have been made on 
the place by the police often,and the women 
have been sent to the Island, butithe next day 
found their places filled and the dive in tull op- 
eration as usual. 

It took the health officers nearly three hours 
to disinfect ** The Bend,”’ and when they had fin- 
isned they had used three truckloads, or 1,500 
gallons, of the deodorizing liquid. 








ASSAULTED BY MASKED MEN, 





FOUR RUFFIANS BREAK INTO A HOUSE IN 
JAMAICA AT NIGHT. 

The quiet village of Jamaica is greatly 
excited at the dastardly outrage committed at 
an early hour on Monday morning by a gang of 
drunken roughs, three of whom are now under 
arrest. Mrs. Mary Hankan lives on Willow- 
street in the above village witn her brother. 
Her husband left her some time ago, and she has 
supported herself and infant by doing work for 
her neighbors. On Sunday evening she and her 
child retired early to bed, sleeping in a front 
room in the second story. Later her brother 
came home and after locking the house up went 
to his roam, which is on the same fioor and di- 
rectly opposite to that of his sister. 

Shortly after daylight on Monday morning 
Hankan and his sister were awakened by a loud 
knocking on the front door, and hefore.they 
could jump from bed the door was burst open. 
Hankan ran from his room to the head of the 
stairs to learn the cause of the noise just as four 
men dashed up the stairs. The men wore masks, 
made of handkerchiefs, with holes cut in them 
for the eyes, mouth, and nose, completely hid- 
ing their features. Mrs. Hankan, who had run 
from her room when she saw the men, ran back, 
locking the door after her, and jumped into bed. 
A moment later her bedroom door was forcea 
open, and the men entered her room, followed 
by her brother, who was knocked down by one 
ot the ruffians with a barrel stave. Three of 
the gang then rushed to the bed, one of them 
throwing the infant out on the floor, while two 
others seized hold of Mrs. Hankan, who broke 
from their grasp and, jumping from bed, shout- 
ed for help. he mep attempted to stifle her 
cries, but her brother coming to her rescue they 
beat a hasty retreat from the house. 

Late on Ménday night Officers Sprague and 
Masterson arrested Victor Murray, a young 
Italian, William Meaghan, and Michael Solman, 
who are neighbors of Mrs. Hankan. Frank 
Johnson,a young man of highly respectable 
parentage, is now being looked for by the officers 
as one of the party who broke into Mrs, Han- 
kan’s house and assaulted herself and brother. 
The arrested parties were arraigned before Jus- 
tice Betts yesterday, when they pleaded not 
guilty and were remanded until Thursday for 
examination. : 








SUPPOSED TO BE INSANE. 

Agent Barkley, of the Society for the 
Prevention of Cruelty to Children, made an in- 
vestigation in the case of little Jessie Stillman, 
who tried to drown herself in the Harlem River 
on Monday night. Mr. Barkley reported the re- 


sult of his inquiries to Justice White, in the 
Harlem Court, yesterday afternoon. He said he 
found the family living in a small house, poorly 
furnisbed and poorly kept, in One Hundred 


and Sixty-seventh-street. The father, Ed- 
ward Stillman, was left a _ fortune 
by his father, one of the_ earliest resi- 


dents of Morrisania and one of the founders 
of the village. The house they now inhabit is 
the only remaining remnant of the estate, and 
the taxes on it have nut been paid since 1881. 
The neichbors, Agent Barkley says, describe the 
family as very poor and quarrelsome, and say 
that the father only yt opi mw dl works. He has 
five children younger than Jessie in addition to 
a grown-up family by his first wife. Jessie was 
committed to the care of the Commissioners of 
Charities and Correction for examination. She 
is subject to fits.

LA FARGE COMPANY'S TROUBLES,

AN INJUNCTION OBTAINED BY ONE OF ITS 


TRUSTEES, 

The example of the La Farge Decorative 
Art Company in taking legalsteps against John 
La Farge has proved infectious, as the company 
now finds itself in the réle of defendant, one of 
its Trustees, Miss Mary Tillinghast, having pro- 
cured an injunction which prevented the Sheriff 
from selling the company’s effects on Monday to 
satisfy a judgment obtained against it by Will- 
iam Henry Smith, ex-President of the Manhattan 
Bank, and father-in-law of George A. Chamber- 
lain, Tresurer of the company. The judgment 
was for over $9,000. Two years ago Mr. 
Chamberlain was in the dry goods commission 
business. Miss Mary Tillinghast, whose father 
was the junior member of the firm of Hunt 
& Tillinghast, was at the same time 
manager for John La Farge, decorative 
artist. Mr. Chamberlain was acquainted with 
the Tillinghast family, and in this way gained 
some knowledge of La Farge’s business, He 
was informed that there was money in it if it 
was properly managed. He decided to drop dr 
goods and invest in art. A company was formed, 
with Thomas A. Smith, a brother of William 
Henry Smith, as President. Mr. Chamberlain 
was made Treasurer and Miss Tillinghast a 
Trustee. The company took Mr. La Farge’s 
stock of materials and a number of contracts in 
exchange for stock of the par value of $18, 
The total stock amounted to $50,000. Mr. Cham- 
berlain was to put in $26,000, but only advanced 
$12,590, which was more money than any one 
else contributed. Miss Tillinghast took $2,000 
worth of stock. 

Almost from the start there was friction be- 
tween the business and art elements in the com- 
pany. Mr. Chamberlain did not approve of 
some of Mr. La Farge’s plans, and Mr. La Farge 
refused to be subjected to dictation in matters 
pertaining to art by one whose knowledge of 
such matters was necessarily limited. The 
climax of a long series of disagreements was 
reached when Mr. La Farge claimed as his prop- 
erty 34 enlarged photographs, which the com- 
pany also claimed. He refused to surrender 
them, and a suit for larceny was the result. 

The character of the photographs the owner- 
ship of which was in dispute, gave rise to a 
discussion yesterday morning before Jus- 
tice Gorman on the law of custom as ob- 
served by photographers and artists generally. 
Ex-Judge Dittenhoefer, who appeared for Mr. 
La Farge, maintained that the ee of 
models, by atacit agreement between model and 
artist, always remained in the possession of one 
or the other, and that it was contrary to custom 
to transfer them toa third party. This custom 
covered photographs or tim types of 
nude or partly draped models, and often 
of models whose faces had merely been 
taken. To prove his point he called Mr. 
St. Gaudens as a witness. The latter said 
the custom alluded to by ex-Judge Dittenhoef- 
er was in force in the profession everywhere. 
To prove that the photographs taken by Mr. La 
Farge were not those of nude models, Mr. 
Brooke produced a tin type of a young women 
clad in raiment of a most Summery character. 
Mr. La Farge suddenly snatched the tin type. 
“This is mine,” he said, “‘and I claim it” 
** You'll band it back all the same,” said Lawyer 
Brooke, and at the instance of his counsel, the 
excited artist didso. The case will be resumed 
at 2 o’clock on Tuesday afternoon. 

This morning a motion to dissolve the injunc- 
tion obtained by Miss Tillinghast against the La 
Farge Company will be argued before Judge 
Donohue. The judgment, George A. Chamber- 
lain said to a TIMES reporter yesterday, was per- 
fectly good. The company, he added, had been 
in financial straits for some time. Sums aggre- 
gating $9,600 had been advanced by Mr. Smith 
as call loans. The company bad not been abie 
to meet these loans, and to protect himself Mr. 
Smith had obtained the judgment. Miss Tilling- 
hast affirms that the judgment was obtained on 
insufficient grounds, 





LAWYER GOODWIN’S THREE BONDS 





REFEREE COLE DECIDES THAT HE IS ENTI- 
TLED TO THEIR VALUE. 


In the suit of Lawyer Almon Goodwin 
against Grant & Ward, Receiver Julien T. Davies, 
the Union Trust Company, and others, Referee 
Hamilton Cole has decided that Mr. Goodwin 
has proved himself entitled to the value of 
three bonds of the Central Park, North and East 
River Railroad Company, which he deposited 
with Grant & Ward as margin for the carrying 
of Western Union and American Telegraph and 


Cable Company’s stock, which he ordered to be 
bought for him and which Ferdinand Ward 
falsely informed him had been bought. The 
bonds were hypothecated by Grant & Ward es 
part security for loans to the amount of $150,000 
made by the Union Trust Company. 

These Joans not having been repaid, the Union 
Trust Company sold all the securities excepting 
Western Union and Omaha preferred stock of 
the market value of $31,125, which belonged to 
M. V. Clarke and Jerome B. Fellows. The sale 
produced the full sum loaned, excepting 
$8,634 97, which sum Receiver Davies paid and 
thus obtained possession of the unsold stock, 
which he immediately turned over to its own- 
ers on the receipt from them of $20,873 66 which 
they owed Grant & Ward. Less the sum he had 
paid out, there came in this way into the hands 
of the Receiver a surplus of $12,233 77 over the 
sum due the Union Trust Company. It was 
against this surplus that Lawyer Goodwin made 
his claim. Finding that his bonds were sold by 
the Union Trust Company for $3,675 75, Referee 
Cole decides that Mr. Goodwin is entitled to that 
sum, with interest trom June 13, 1884, the date ot 
sale, and the costs of his suit, making altogether 
the sum of $4,074 78. 

Judgment for that sum was entered yester- 
day, and was immediately paid by Receiver 
Davies out of the surplus. By direction of the 
Referee Receiver Davies will pay himself a fee 
of $1,556 25 for his services in obtaining the 
Western Union and Omaha stock, from the re- 
demption of which by its owners the surplus 
resulted; will set aside $2,000 to meet a claim as- 
serted by the St. Louis and San Francisco Rail- 
way Company, whose securities were also hy- 
pothecated to and sold by the Union Trust Com- 
pany, and will turn the remainder of the sur- 
plus—$4,607 74-—into the general cash assets of 
Grant & Ward. 

Referee Cole has also reported that Lawyer 
Goodwin has a claim for $9,683 54 against Grant 
& Ward, and may enter judgment for it, but 
must take the same chance of payment as the 
other general creditors of the insolvent firm. 





TOO MANY PASSENGERS ON THE RHEIN. 
The arrest of Capt. Youngst, of the Ger- 
man steamship Rhein, as reported in Tor Times 
a few dayssinee, was made upon complaint of 
United States District Attorney Keasbey. He 
was charged with a violation of the maritime 
laws, which the Collector of the Port of New- 
York brought to Mr. Keasbey’s attention. Under 
the passenger acts masters of steamships are re- 
quired to supply their passengers with compart- 
ments so arranged that each passenger on the 
main or the second deck shall have 100 feet 
of cubic air space, and the steerage passen- 
gers 120 feet feet of cubic air space. In- 
fants under 1 year of age are not counted, 
and children between 1 and 8 years of 
age are rated as half passengers. On May 14 the 
steamship Rhein landed at Hoboken 905 passen- 
ers, which is said to be 142 in excess of thé num- 
ce the vessel had any right to carry under the 
regulations. The penalty fixed in the act for a 
violation of it is $50 for each passenger carried 
in excess of the legal number. hen the alleged 
violation of the law was brought to the notice 
of District Attorney Keashey he made complaint 
to United States Commissioner Muirheid, and 
Deputy Marshal McHugh notified Capt. Youngst 
to appear. He waived examination and gave 
bail in $7,000 to answer to the Grand Jury. Mr. 
William Utz, of Hoboken, was his surety. 


A CALL TO THE REV. J.C. ALLEN.

THE BANK TOOK THE RISK. 

Another suit growing out of the Master- 
ten & Co. failure at Mount Vernon was yester- 
day decided by Justice Dykman at White Plains. 
1t was the suit of the people on the relation of 
the Port Chester Savings Bank against David 
Cromwell, Treasurer of the County of West- 
chester, to recover the sum of $521 52, the 
amount of interest due from the county on 33 
coupons of bonds held by the bank.

The Port Ches- 
ter bank then sought from Justice Dykman a per- 
emptory writ of mandamus to compel the County 
Treasurer to pay them thesum due for interest 
on the ground that Masterton & Co. had never 
paid it. Justice Dykman denies the motion on 
the ground that when the Port Chester bank re- 
ceived the draft from Masterton & Co., which 
they preferred to the cash, then the responsibil- 
ity was removed from the County Treasurer and 
was placed on the bank.
